The DNC’s protest pen is an affront to free speech. 
Plus, the 9/11 Commission’s report. 


Wanted: Leadership 


E HAVE BEEN barreling toward this 

moment since September 11, 2001 — 

the moment when we officially trade 
basic freedoms for security. Not that we haven’t 
already given up certain free- 
doms for security in thou- 
sands of ways since the ter- 
rorist attacks, from passage 
of the USA Patriot Act to 
random bag searches on the 
MBTA — supposedly put in 
place because of DNC secu- 
rity concerns, but quickly re- 
vealed as a permanent meas- 
ure that will be kept in place 
long after the DNC leaves town. But it’s hard to 
think of an example that is as transparent as last 
Friday’s ruling by District Court judge Douglas 
Woodlock that the city could confine convention 
protests to a demonstration zone (DZ) on 
Canal Street. 

“Let me be clear: the design of the DZ is an 
offense to the spirit of the First Amendment,” 
Woodlock writes. “It is a brutish and potentially 
unsafe place for citizens who wish to exercise 
their First Amendment rights. But, given the 
constraints present at the location and the 
[Boston Police Department’s] reasonable safety 
concerns, there is no injunctive relief that | 
could fashion that would vindicate plaintiffs’ 
First Amendment rights ...” 

The trend toward herding protesters into 
designated protest zones was born out of the 

chaos of the 1999 World Trade Organization 
protests in Seattle, when the city was essentially 
overrun with rioting demonstrators. The fol- 
lowing year saw unprecedented crackdowns on 
free speech at the Democratic and Republican 
National Conventions — most notably the 
demonstration zone set up in Los Angeles from 
which the Rage Against the Machine melee 
began, resulting in police firing rubber bullets 
into the crowd of protesters. Demonstration 
zones have even been mandated for anti-war 
protests; in 2003, New York City confined peo- 

’ ple wanting to participate in an anti-war march 
before the United Nations to a plaza where the 
march was supposed to begin. 

But we have seen nothing like the aptly nick- 
named protest pen erected for the DNC. Wood- 





lock himself describes it as an “internment 
camp.” And city inspectors, upon questioning 
from Woodlock, had to admit that it didn’t meet 
the building code for enclosed structures. “In- 
ternment” is indeed the right 
word, given that, as Woodlock 
points out, “it is enclosed by net- 
ting, fencing, and razor wire.” 

The pen in question is located 
on Canal Street near the intersec- 
tion with Causeway Street. It’s 
about 300 by 90 feet, two-thirds 
of which is located under Green 
Line tracks that were supposed to 
have been dismantled by now. 
One end of the pen that’s directly under the 
tracks leaves only about six feet of clearance, 
making it impossible, as Woodlock notes, for a 
demonstrator to carry a sign. Meanwhile, net- 
ting over the fence prevents demonstrators from 
leafleting passers-by. 

The pen is hemmed in by a chain-link fence 
topped with barbed wire above two rows of 
concrete Jersey barriers. A mesh netting en- 
closes the pen from above — ostensibly to pre- 
vent protesters from throwing things over the 
fence and out of the pen. A sign outside the 
pen warns against bringing in “guns, knives, 
wrist rockets, etc.” or “facsimile weapons” 
such as “super soakers.” Inside the pen, above 
a wooden platform erected for speakers, some- 
one has scrawled, “How is this free?” Wood- 
lock, who personally visited the demonstration 
zone before issuing his ruling, notes that a 
“written description cannot begin to convey 
the ambience of the DZ site,” which he goes 
on to describe as “a grim, mean, and oppres- 
sive space.” 

That Woodlock could rule against the 
Bl(A)ck Tea Society — which sought to pre- 
vent the city from using the pen — despite his 
obvious reservations about the demonstration 
zone, is baffling. That he did so out of fear that 
some of the protests could turn violent is aston- 
ishing. “[R]ecent experience has shown that 
there is a reasonable likelihood that an aggres- 
sive few will insist on expressing themselves 
through the use of violence,” Woodlock writes. 
As Suffolk Law School professor Michael Avery 
points out in a commentary for Truthout.com 


























































(which you can read at BostonPhoenix.com), 
“Those who would protest close to the site of 
the Convention have already been convicted of 
being up to no good.” 

This country was founded on free speech and 
political protest. The trampling of these tradi- 
tions by police and security “experts,” and the 
court’s refusal to intervene, is indeed a sad, 
sickening, and shameful moment in our history. 


HIS WEEK, the 9/11 Commission — at 

long last — issued its report investigating the 
timeline of events that led to the terrorist attacks 
and their immediate aftermath. Although some 
have criticized the report for pulling its punches, 
careful readers will find that the bipartisan re- 
port is surprisingly candid — especially coming, 
as it does, from a government committee — in 
placing blame and pointing out failures of lead- 
ership, as Gail Sheehy’s review makes clear (see 
“Who’s in Charge Here?”, page 26). 

Take George W. Bush’s claims to the com- 
mission that he — and he alone — had author- 
ized a military shootdown of hijacked planes in 
a phone call to Dick Cheney. Without coming 
to any conclusions, the report simply notes that 
“there is no documentary evidence for this call.” 

Most disturbing, though, are the commis- 
sion’s extensive recommendations for govern- 
mental changes to make the country safer. If, 
after engaging in two wars post-9/11, we are 
still so unsafe, what does that mean for the fu- 
ture? Bush resisted calls to form the commis- 
sion and only agreed to authorize its creation 
after pressure was applied by the families of the 
9/11 victims — as New York senator Hillary 
Clinton reminded us from the convention floor 
Monday night. 

Bush probably won't bother to read the re- 
port. But we can. And if Bush refuses to heed 
the commission’s recommendations for reform, 
we can. The first step toward that goal, of 
course, is to get a real leader in the White 
House. At a moment of historic definition, our 
president failed us. It’s time to replace him with 
John Kerry. &

Clinton speaks and our 
correspondent wonders: Why 
am | still hung up on this jerk? 


THE MAN FROM HOPE does it again. 


Bill Clinton’s speech to the Democratic National Convention 
on Monday was brilliant. It was also infuriating. All the 
hallmarks of Clinton’s political genius were manifest — the 
disarming empathy; the quasi-evangelistic rhetorical tropes; the 
masterful, almost effortless deployment of facts and figures; the 
ability to draw contrasts between Democrats and Republicans 
that make supporting the GOP seem like the stupidest thing in 
the world. An example of the latter: “We think the role of 
government is to give people the tools and conditions to make 
the most of their fives. Republicans believe in an America run by 
the right people — their people — in a world in which we act 
unilaterally when we can and cooperate when we have to. They 
think the role of government is to concentrate wealth and power 
in the hands of those who embrace their political, economic, and 
social views, leaving ordinary citizens to fend for themselves on 
matters like health care and retirement security.” If John Kerry 
could sell his political vision half this skillfully, instead of tying 
himself and his audience in mental knots while attempting to 
explain the most rudimentary positions, he’d win in a landslide 
come November. 

And yet. Just when Clinton was so magnetic you were ready to 
pine for bygone days, to wish the two-term limit on the 
presidency didn’t exist and Clinton could have held the office 
well into his dotage, the Man from Hope would reveal the 
depth of his blithe obliviousness and remind the audience that, 
for all his talent, he was and is a deeply flawed human being. At 
first, for example, Clinton’s assessment of the Republican 
Party’s divisive deployment of “values” seemed pitch-perfect: 
“Since most Americans aren’t that far to the right, they have to 
portray us Democrats as unacceptable, lacking in strength and 
values. In other words, they need a divided America. But 
Americans long to be united.” Great stuff. But then, almost as 
an afterthought, comes this realization: by engaging in his 
tawdry dalliance with Monica Lewinsky — and issuing that 
endlessly replayed, still-excruciating denial of any such 
relationship — Clinton made the “values” card far, far more 
potent than it had to be. 

A second hold-it-right-there moment came in the midst of 
another virtuoso Clinton riff, one in which he noted the 
programs denied the American public so top-money earners 
like Clinton himself could pay a few thousand dollars less in 
taxes every year. When he realized he would benefit from 
Bush’s tax cuts, Clinton told the adoring assemblage inside the 
FleetCenter, he was pleasantly surprised because “when I was 
in office, the Republicans were pretty mean to me.” The 
Republicans were pretty mean to me? These seven words 
suggest both an abiding victim complex and an unwillingness 
or inability to realize that, had Clinton simply kept his 
hormones in check, no one would be talking about how 
dangerous George W. Bush is for the simple reason that he 
wouldn’t have won the presidency in the first place. 

Add it all up, and Clinton’s speech, however triumphant it 
seemed at the time, was like a reunion dinner with a 
devastatingly appealing ex who toyed with your affections and 
cast you aside. First you feel a bit of lingering heartache and 
wonder why the relationship had to end. Then you catch 
yourself and think, “Why am I still hung up on this jerk?”

Some 15,000 members of the media are in 
town to cover the Democratic National 
Convention, yet only 24 seats are available at 
the Republican National Committee’s daily 
10 a.m. rebuttal briefing on Tuesday. And I, a 
reporter for the Phoenix — hardly a 
publication widely read among undecided 
voters in battleground states — have secured 
one of them.

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Boston Hip-Hop Summit that would 
later take place at Roxbury Community 
College. But Fox 25’s Morning News 
had managed to snag him for a quick 
conversation with Gene Lavanchy. So 
here he was, wearing his own clothing 
line: a navy baseball cap and a blue- 
and-white-striped Phat Farm zipper- 
down shirt. 

Standing there while his suited, five- 
man entourage passed around a cell 
phone, Simmons spotted something 
that piqued his interest: a 
pimply white kid gawking 
at him from outside the 
enclosure. The music 
mogul! beckoned, and the 
16-year-old nervously 
approached the partition. 
Simmons wanted to 
inspect the kid’s T-shirt: 
a wrinkled, gray-and- 
white Phat Farm jersey. 
It was like driving a 
Chrysler and passing Lee 
Iacocca; Simmons 
grinned proudly and hit 
the teen’s fist.

9/11 imploring his Senate colleagues to 
join minority congressmen in question- 
ing the legitimacy of George W. Bush's 
election), that would give every United 
States citizen an individually protected 
right to vote. It would bar any confusion 
over whether establishing election proce- 
dure is a state right — part of what led 
to the mess in Florida, Jackson Sr. said 
— and create a national voting system. 
Jackson Jr. said he hoped Democrats 
would add the amendment to the nation- 
al platform under discussion at the con- 
vention this week. 

“There is no issue that has come up 
more consistently than, ‘If I vote, will it 
count?’” Kucinich said, referring to his 
conversations with voters on the cam- 
paign trail. He cited several reforms that 
could help rectify the broken system, in- 
cluding same-day voter registration, an 
instant-runoff system (to guard against 
“spoiler” candidates), and the restora- 
tion of ex-felons’ voting rights (in 2000, 
ex-felons were removed from voter- 
registration lists). 

But even addressing those issues 
wouldn't fix all the problems that plague 
American elections, Lani Guinier of Har- 
vard Law School pointed out. Fixing bal- 
lot boxes and registration lists doesn’t 
help if the system’s foundation is crooked, 
she said, criticizing the “winner take all” 
nature of the Electoral College and advo- 
cating more direct representation. 

A constitutional amendment will take 
time and patience, the experts agreed. 
But it’s worth the wait, said the Rev- 
erend Carrie Bolton. As chair of the Fan- 
nie Lou Hamer Project, Bolton is famil- 
iar with the long history of disenfran- 
chisement. She remembers when Fannie 
Lou Hamer fought for voting rights at 
the 1964 Democratic Convention. 

“The Constitution is sacred,” Bolton 
said of the protections it affords her, 
“but I believe it is also a work in 
progress.”

Boston’s other mayor 
speaks out 
















































On Monday night, at the opening of the DNC, Tom 
Menino, the mayor of Boston, Massachusetts, stood and gave 
a speech before thousands of hooting, banner-waving 
delegates. For Bob Cory, the mayor of Boston, Lincolnshire, 
Monday night was decidedly different. “We had a council 
meeting,” says Cory, who’s 65. “There were about 40 people 
altogether. It started at 6:30 and it was finished by 10-past- 
seven.” The meeting, about the town’s budget for the year, 
was not exactly a passionate affair. “We often wonder, 
watching the Americans on television, how mad they go, with 
their flags and balloons,” Cory says. “We don’t have that 
here. We don’t get that excited.” 

Boston — a town of 35,000 people on England’s east 
coast, about 120 miles north of London — relies largely on 
vegetable farming for its industry. The town’s main tourist 
attraction is the so-called Boston Stump, said to be the 
biggest parish church in England. “I suppose we're a 
backwater compared with Boston, USA,” says Cory. “But 
we're moving forward at the moment. We have a new 
shopping center, and a multiplex theater with five screens. 
We've got a lot in the pipeline.” But not too much — as Cory 
points out, “The local people don’t like changes.” One recent 
change that everyone seems happy about is the arrival of 
aging soccer star Paul Gascoigne at lowly Boston United. “I 
think he’s playing tonight, actually,” Cory says. “So that’s 
caused a bit of talk in the town.” 

The Democratic National Convention, meanwhile, has 
aroused considerably less interest. “It’s been on the news, 
obviously,” Cory says, “but is it a topic of conversation? No, 
I wouldn't say it is.” Even the mayor of Boston, who 
describes himself as a Liberal Democrat, hasn’t really been 
keeping up with the comings and goings at the DNC. But 
then, he’s had a delegate of his own to worry about — the 
mayor of Makai, Japan. “It’s been quite interesting,” Cory 
says. “He doesn’t speak any English, and I don’t speak any 
Japanese. We managed to communicate by shouting and 
throwing a few signs about.” 

There is talk, Cory continues, of his being invited to the 
US next year, to meet Boston’s mayor. He guesses that 
Menino’s job is very different from his own. “I’m just one of 
these village people,” he says. “I’m not really into politics. I 
was the postmaster here. I just retired, so this has come along 
nicely for me, to enjoy a year as mayor.” He adds, “I just 
want to do my little bit, going to garden fetes and civic 
dinners.” A Web site for the Boston Borough Council reveals 
that Bob Cory served as postmaster in the town for 26 years 
before retiring last year. He has been married to his wife, 
Eileen, for 43 years. “The Mayor and the Mayoress,” the site 
informs us, “are keen gardeners and enjoy socializing.”

20 years ago:

Joyce Millman compared Prince’s mu- 
sical talent to that of a seminal rock god. 

“The color purple holds a place of 
honor in Prince’s elaborate self-pro- 
claimed myth. Purple is regal: it’s also a 
mixture of two other colors, as is Prince 
himself. Purple is the color of a bruise, 
and of passion. Purple means florid: Pur- 
ple Rain, as his movie and soundtrack 
album (Warner Bros.) are called, is 
Princely shorthand for Armageddon.

D.C. Denison bemoaned the troubles 
facing small farmers in Massachusetts. 

“You could say that the plight of 
Massachusetts farmers began during the 
great Ice Age, when the Laurentide Ice 
Sheet scraped over New England, leav- 
ing poor soil and, as one farmer put it, 
‘rocks, rocks, rocks.’ Add to those geo- 
logical results the occurrences of the last 
40 years; rising property taxes, increased 
competition from the huge truck farms 
in Florida and California, and tempting 
overtures from high-pressure developers 
have all taken their toll. The statistics are 
alarming: 30,000 Massachusetts farms 
have gone out of business since 1945; in 
the same period of time, farm acreage 
has shrunk from two million to 600,000. 
Even today, with an increased interest in 
homesteading and small farming, Mass- 
achusetts farms continue to fail at a rate 
of 200 a year, and productive farm land 
is decreasing by 12,100 acres a year.”

Ken Emerson caught a new, overly 
theatrical David Bowie in concert.

where dissolves would have followed the 
mood better. Yet this is a minor flaw in a 
film which is, on the whole, successful. 
Hopper has created a strongly told story, 
captured a sympathetic mood, and given 
us both entertainment and commitment 
in a single film. By the end of Easy Rider, 
Jack Nicholson’s comment in mid film 
seems obvious: “You know, this used to 
be a hell of a good country.’”

N THE DRIVE to

I've heard a rumor that eating charred meat cooked on a 
charcoal grill (not a gas grill) can cause cancer. Apparently 
there is a chemical reaction that takes place when the meat is 
burned. Have you heard anything supporting this?

I’m not ruling anything out, but let’s not get too excited. 
While eating burned food may increase cancer risk, nobody 
knows how much. Herewith some FAQs: 

Does barbecuing cause cancer? Let’s put it this way. Grilled 
meat contains known and suspected carcinogens. Whether it 
contains enough to significantly increase your risk of cancer 
hasn’t been firmly established. Grilling meat produces at least 
two types of potentially dangerous chemicals: polycyclic-aro- 
matic hydrocarbons (PAHs) and heterocyclic amines (HCAs). 
PAHs are products of imperfect combustion found in smoke 
and burned matter. No doubt about it, in large enough quanti- 
ties they cause cancer in humans — to cite one famous exam- 
ple, scrotal cancer in chimney sweeps. In barbecue grills 
they're commonly formed when dripping fat flares up, charring 
the underside of the meat. For that matter, you make PAHs 
when you burn a piece of toast. 

HCAs, whose possible role in cancer was more recently dis- 
covered, are the result of reactions between chemicals in mus- 
cle meat produced by high heat or prolonged cooking. In con- 
trast to PAHs, HCAs are found inside the meat, not just on the 
surface, and can’t be easily scraped or trimmed off. Also in 
contrast to PAHs, HCAs aren’t necessarily more likely to be 
produced during grilling — they can be created when cooking 
in an ordinary oven or frying pan if you turn the heat up high 
enough. Researchers have found that HCAs are potent car- 
cinogens when fed to rodents, but the link to cancer in humans 
is less clear; the rodents get thousands of times the dose you 
get from the occasional grilled burger. | won’t bore you with 
the numbers, but in most of the epidemiological studies I’ve 
seen, the tests of statistical significance are barely out of the 
weeds. 

Are all types of barbecuing equally risky? No. Mainly we’re 
talking about grilling over open flame at high heat — back- 
yard barbecuing, in other words. Slow barbecue, which gener- 
ally involves lower temperatures and minimal flame exposure, 
seems to be less problematic. When grilling, cooking meat till 
it’s well-done supposedly generates the most HCAs and PAHs, 
but the write-ups I’ve seen don’t distinguish degrees of done- 
ness adequately. Are we talking burned to a cinder or a little 
toothsome char? Not clear. 

How serious is the threat? No one knows. The National 
Cancer Institute, a federal agency, states, “There is no good 
measure of how much HCAs would have to be eaten to in- 
crease cancer risk, and there are no guidelines concerning con- 
sumption of foods with HCAs.” No thresholds have been es- 
tablished for PAHs either. 

Are gas grills safer than charcoal? From what I can tell, 
there’s nothing inherent in gas or charcoal that makes one 
safer than the other. You can make the case that since a) pro- 
duction of dangerous chemicals is linked to high heat, and b) 
the heat level is easier to control in a gas grill by adjusting the 
gas flow and rack height (in some grills, anyway), gas grills are 
safer. But that’s speculation. 

What if anything should you do to reduce risk due to barbe- 
cuing? Most dispensers of health advice, taking a better-safe- 
than-sorry approach, offer a grab bag of tips. Some are easy: 
don’t incinerate your food, avoid flare-ups by not placing meat 
directly over coals, cook at lower temps, cut off blackened bits. 
Some are more hassle but not unreasonable: microwave meat 
beforehand for one to two minutes to reduce levels of chemi- 
cals that form HCAs and to cut down grill time. Others frankly 
sound, uh, half-baked, and aren’t well supported by research: 
add vitamin E to the meat, drink tea with your barbecue (an- 
tioxidants supposedly detoxify HCAs). A few skeptics, notably 
Steven Milloy of junkscience.com, think the link between well- 
done meat and cancer is a crock and rightly note that under- 
cooking hamburger increases the risk of food poisoning due to 
E. coli bacteria. Me? All things in moderation, bubba. If you’re 
a cave dweller grilling the wily wildebeest on a daily basis, 
maybe you should worry. A couple steaks once a week during 
the summer? Hey, I'll bring the beer. |

The kumbaya party

MONG THE EVER-shifting blocs 
A: factions that make up the Demo- 

cratic Party, unity is an elusive and 
fleeting thing, more a goal than a destina- 
tion, a theory rather than reality. So per- 
haps the thousands of Democrats gathered 
in Boston this week should pay tribute to 
the man who brought them together. 

No, not John Kerry. Unlike Bill Clinton, 
who obliterated party divisions through the 
sheer force of his personality and his prodi- 
gious political gifts, the Massachusetts sen- 
ator inspires respect, not passion. Rather, 
the Democrats are joining as one this week 
because of George W. Bush, reviled among 
the party faithful as surely the worst presi- 
dent since Richard Nixon, if not James 
Buchanan. Few speechmakers have resisted 
the urge to observe that Bush true to his 
2000 campaign promise has, for the De- 
mocrats at least, been a uniter, not a di- 
vider. 

On the left, you hear it from Fahrenheit 
9/11 director Michael Moore, telling a 
crowd of young Howard Dean supporters 
on Tuesday to vote and work for Kerry 
rather than Ralph Nader, and never mind 
that Kerry voted for the war in Iraq. “One 
thing about Kerry,” Moore thunders. “He 
will not invade a country the way George 
W. Bush did.” You hear it from Arianna 
Huffington, speaking at a Sunday tribute to 
the late senator Paul Wellstone, telling the 
progressives who have packed the Old West 
Church, “When your house is on fire, it’s 
not the time for remodeling.” You even hear 
it from far-left Boston city councilor Chuck 
Turner, who, at the Wellstone event, pro- 
nounces himself a Kerry supporter even 
though he thinks the senator “isn’t pre- 
pared mentally, emotionally, spiritually to 
be the president we need.” 

You hear it from the party’s moderate 
wing as well. Following an event on Tues- 
day at Radius, a stylish restaurant in the 
Financial District, Simon Rosenberg — 
president and founder of the centrist New 
Democrat Network, an outgrowth of the 
better-known Democratic Leadership 
Council — told me, “I think all wings of

ing that the Democrats should focus on 
three broad areas: security, the economy, 
and health care. Sound advice, perhaps, but 
it’s doubtful that Karl Rove will play along. 
Which is why much is riding on Kerry’s 
prime-time speech on Thursday, the last 
night of the convention. An oft-repeated 
observation this week is that polling data 
show as many as 40 percent of potential 
voters know very little about him, even if 
they have expressed a strong interest in vot- 
ing for him. The proverbial most-impor- 
tant-speech-of-his-life is the best opportu- 
nity he’ll have to introduce himself to the 
American people, to show some warmth 
and strength, and to reach out to his party’s 
moderate and liberal wings while simulta-

the party are flying this week. Moderates 
and liberals are speaking with a single voice 
because | think we really are unified. There 
is no evidence of left-right fighting in the 
Democratic Party right now. I credit John 
Kerry. And George Bush.” 

Yet there are limits to the kumbaya ap- 
proach, limits that could be exposed and 
exploited by the Republicans’ relentlessly 
negative attack machine. Rosenberg, for in- 
stance, insists that it is possible to appeal 
both to the Democratic base of liberal vot- 
ers and to swing voters who consider them- 
selves moderate. So I asked him — coming 
up with the most crudely simplistic example 
I could think of — how to reconcile liberal 
opposition to the death penalty with the 
more mixed view held by those in the mid- 
dle. Rosenberg’s solution: change the sub- 
ject. “It’s not a zero-sum game, because 
undecided voters do not make up their 
minds on a single issue,” he said, explain- 
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neously framing an appeal to independents. 

“He hasn’t really made the sale yet, 
which puts tremendous pressure on Thurs- 
day night. He’s got to be really good,” says 
Robert Kuttner, co-editor of the liberal 
American Prospect magazine and a syndi- 
cated columnist. 

The conventional wisdom is that the 
country remains as evenly divided as it was 
four years ago, when the contest between 
Bush and Al Gore ended in a virtual dead 
heat. Thus, the easy call is to predict that 
the 2004 campaign will yield a narrow win 
for Kerry or Bush. But with Bush’s job- 
approval ratings stuck below 50 percent, 
and with Democratic-leaning organizations 
registering thousands of new voters, there 
is a sense that Kerry might be able to win 
decisively, and return one or both branches 
of Congress to Democratic control as well. 

“We are clearly on the verge of a major 


Democratic victory in the presidency, in the 
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Senate, and in the House,” Congressman 
Barney Frank shouted into the microphone 
during a party for the Massachusetts con- 
gressional delegation on Monday at the 
Moakley Federal Courthouse. (Frank also 
warned that if the Democrats do win, “we 
will have inherited a very difficult situa- 
tion,” with “no friends and no money.”) 

Can Kerry take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity that has been handed to him? Bill 
Clinton’s rousing speech on Monday night 
suggests what a long way Kerry has to go. 
Clinton oozed dynamism and charisma, 
masterfully talking about his own new 
wealth as a way to criticize Bush’s tax cuts 
for the wealthy, and about his own (and 
Bush’s and Dick Cheney’s) efforts to stay 
out of Vietnam as a way to praise Kerry’s 
military heroism. 

Kerry couldn’t have asked for a better 
tribute. But on Thursday — and for the 
three months remaining in this seemingly 
endless presidential campaign — he’s got 
to do as well on his own. 


OHN KERRY has something in com- 

mon with Al Gore, and that’s not meant 
as a compliment. Whereas Bill Clinton 
glosses over differences and contradictions 
so effortlessly that he can make you believe 
they never existed, with Gore and Kerry 
you can hear the gears turning and the 
levers clanking as they seek to reconcile 
and appease various groups of voters. 

Gore would pander, boasting of his 
tobacco-farming experience even after his 
sister had died of lung cancer. Kerry 
fudges, telling a crowd that he voted for 
$85 million in reconstruction money for 
Afghanistan and Iraq before he voted 
against it, and offering so many shades of 
gray that it can be hard to tell where he 
stands. He’s not a flip-flopper, as the Re- 
publicans would have you believe. But on 
too many issues he’s what used to be called 
a mugwump — that is, someone with his 
mug on one side of the fence and his 
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wump on the other, shifting 
his emphasis depending on 
the circumstances and the 
audience. As political short- 
comings go, this does not 
rank with, say, launching 
an unnecessary war that 
has cost nearly 1000 Amer- 
ican lives. But it is a short- 
coming nevertheless, and 
the Republicans have al- 
ready spent tens of millions 
of dollars in negative adver- 
tising to exploit it. 

Or consider the issue of 
same-sex marriage. As is his 
wont, Kerry has staked out 
a highly nuanced position. 
His voting record on gay 
rights is generally excellent. 
In 1996 he voted against 
the loathsome Defense of 
Marriage Act, which passed 
anyway and was eagerly 
signed by Clinton, then run- 
ning for re-election. More 
recently Kerry opposed a 
constitutional amendment, 
supported by Bush, that 
would ban same-sex mar- 
riage. Yet Kerry himself says 
he opposes gay marriage, 
though he supports civil 
unions that would provide 
all the rights, benefits, and 
protections of marriage. 

Which leads to folks like Bennett Law- 
son, a young gay man from Chicago, sup- 
porting Kerry at least in part because he 
doesn’t believe him. I met Lawson outside a 
gay/lesbian/bisexual/transgender caucus 
meeting at the Sheraton. An aide to Chicago- 
area congresswoman Jan Schakowsky, 
Lawson had volunteered to work at the 
convention doing outreach to the GLBT 
community. On the day we talked, that out- 
reach consisted mainly of making sure no 
one grabbed any of the bag lunches that 
had been prepared for caucus-goers. 

I asked Lawson whether he was put off 
by Kerry’s opposition to gay marriage. 
“He’s running nationwide in a country that 
is not exactly comfortable with gay mar- 
riage,” Lawson replied. “His record is very, 
very strong on gay issues. Every good liber- 
al has to moderate things in order to run 
nationwide — or, in Illinois, to run 
statewide — but his record really speaks 
for itself.” I told Lawson that he sounded 
like he didn’t believe Kerry when he says he 
genuinely opposes same-sex marriage. 
“No,” he replied, laughing. “You know 
what? I don’t.” 

I also briefly interviewed California sena- 
tor Barbara Boxer as she was running off to 
an engagement. She had just finished 
speaking to the GLBT caucus, which greet- 
ed her with raucous applause. So I was sur- 
prised when she told me that her position 
on gay marriage was precisely the same as 
Kerry’s: civil unions and domestic partner- 
ships with all the rights of marriage, yes; 
marriage itself, no. I asked her whether she 
was concerned that the Bush campaign 
would use the enthusiasm of Kerry’s gay, 
pro-marriage supporters against him. “If 
they want to do that, I think they would be 
making a terrible mistake,” she said. Yet the 
dilemma is clear enough. Lawson — and 
no doubt many other gay activists — firmly 
believes that politicians such as Kerry and

Boxer are winking in their direction when 
they claim that they oppose gay marriage. 
That is exactly what the Republicans are 
saying as well. 

By striving not to be a risk-taker, Kerry 
is taking a different kind of risk — that he 
will suffer all of the political downside as- 
sociated with supporting gay marriage, but 
only some of the upside. The Republicans 
are going to paint Kerry as a gay-marriage 
advocate regardless of what he says. But 
by continuing to assert that he doesn’t 
support same-sex marriage, he may cause 
some gay and lesbian voters who decide to 
stay home on Election Day. Or vote for 
Ralph Nader. 

It’s that kind of nuanced — or overly 
nuanced — view that might protect Kerry 
from feeling the heat that comes with tak- 
ing strong stands, but that also keeps him 
from inspiring much devotion among his 
supporters. After Senator Ted Kennedy de- 
livered a bellowing, voice-cracking en- 
dorsement of Kerry on Tuesday night, 
Boston Globe columnist Joan Vennochi, ap- 
pearing on WBUR Radio (90.9 FM), ob- 
served that Kennedy has been a staunch 
critic of Bush’s Iraq policy, referring to it in 
his speech as a “misguided war” — a posi- 
tion that Kerry can’t quite bring himself to 
embrace. 

At a pre-convention forum last Thursday 
in the Mary Baker Eddy Library, Christian 
Science Monitor politi- 
cal reporter Liz Mar- 
lantes attributed Kerry’s 
caution to his years in 
the Senate, and to the 
experience all veteran 
politicians have with 
getting burned for 
things they have said. 
“The danger,” Mar- 
lantes said, “is that they 
come across as not hav- 
ing a strong position on 
anything.” 

In most elections, 
that might be a pre- 
scription for success. But there are signs 
that 2004 isn’t like most elections. 


AST SUNDAY, the results of a New 
York Times/CBS News poll showed 
that this is shaping up as an unusual cam- 
paign. Fully 79 percent of those surveyed 

reported that they had already made up 
their minds, compared with 64 percent in 
July 2000. Bush’s job-approval rating was 
84 percent among Republicans and 16 
percent among Democrats, the widest 
such gap ever recorded in an election 
year. What this means is that the elec- 
torate is deeply divided, with fewer unde- 
cided voters than is typical. It also likely 
means that Kerry and Bush will each get a 
smaller bounce out of his national con- 
vention than is typical. (Not that such 
bounces mean much. You may recall that 
Michael Dukakis came out of his conven- 
tion in 1988 with a huge lead over George 
H.W. Bush.) 

Reinforcing that are recent findings by 
the Vanishing Voter Project, at Harvard’s 
Kennedy School. According to a recent 
survey, just 28 percent of respondents said 
they planned to watch some or most of the 
Democratic National Convention, down 
from 31 percent four years ago. Yet 50 
percent said they had paid at least some at- 
tention to the presidential campaign, near- 
ly double the percentage four years ago. So 
yes, Kerry’s speech will be important, as 
was Clinton’s and Kennedy’s and that of 
Kerry’s running mate, John Edwards, and 
of his wife, Teresa Heinz Kerry. But there’s 
a long slog ahead. 

Thomas Patterson, the director of the 
Vanishing Voter Project, says that with 
Bush’s low approval rating, Kerry should 
come out of the convention with a lead of 
six to 12 points, a considerable improve- 
ment over the dead heat he’s been in since 
wrapping up the nomination in March. 
The message, Patterson says, should be 
that “this guy may not be the best thing 
since sliced bread, but damn it, he’s a good

alternative, he’s not a weak alternative.” 
Patterson adds: “I think what people are 
looking for is strength. Bush projects 
strength.” But he believes that, given 
Bush’s poor numbers, Kerry should be able 
to build a lead within a week to 10 days 
that Bush will have a hard time overcom- 
ing. 

At a time when the electorate is so divid- 
ed, and the undecided vote is so small, 
Kerry might be tempted to play to the base 
— to hammer away at traditional Democ- 
ratic issues such as abortion rights and 
labor concerns in order to drive up turnout 
among Kerry supporters as much as possi- 
ble. Certainly that’s what the Republicans 
are doing by attempting to use gay mar- 
riage as a way to accomplish their goal of 
increasing turnout among evangelical 
Christian voters by three million over the 
last presidential election. 

But such a strategy is neither necessary 
nor smart, according to Harold Ickes, a 
former top aide to Bill Clinton who’s now 
chief of staff of America Coming Togeth- 
er (ACT), a political-action committee 
that plans on spending $125 million to 
bring Democratic-leaning voters to the 
polls this fall. ACT is focusing its efforts 
on 17 swing states, such as Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Arizona, Florida, Maine, and New 
Hampshire. The goal, Ickes said at a 
briefing at the Four Seasons Hotel, is to 
appeal to two groups of voters. “You 
can’t win with base 
alone, and you can’t 
win with swing alone,” 
he said. Afterward, he 
told me that though 
“Kerry is still very hazy 
jn the minds of most 
voters,” he’s not con- 
cerned for one simple 
reason: Bush is ener- 
gizing the base of not 
just the Republican 
Party, but of the De- 
mocratic Party as well. 

Which brings us back 
to George W. Bush, the 
Great Uniter. On Monday, I had a chance 
to ask two Massachusetts congressmen — 
Ed Markey and Bill Delahunt — what 
Kerry most needs to accomplish this week. 
Their answers differed. Markey said Kerry 
needs to stress national security, to show 
that he’s a “tough guy.” Delahunt believes 
that Kerry needs to do more things like at- 
tend Red Sox games so that people “are 
comfortable with him.” 

Both, though, agreed on what Kerry will 
face as soon as the convention is over: vi- 
cious, negative attacks by the Republicans. 
“We have to call them for what they are. 
When they lie, we shouldn’t be pleasant,” 
said Delahunt. Added Markey: “They’re 
going to go totally negative. If he [Kerry] 
gets hit, he’s going to hit back.” 

The national convention is a curious in- 
stitution. It hasn’t chosen a presidential 
candidate, or even made a significant deci- 
sion, in several decades. It’s potentially a 
great way for the parties to introduce their 
candidates, but the network news divisions 
have cut way back on coverage, to just 
three hours a week, because of the utter 
lack of news. Mainly they’ve become an 
obsession for political and media junkies 
who watch them on one of the cable news 
channels or C-SPAN. Given the security 
hassles involved in running a convention 
post-9/11, it is not inconceivable that they 
will be drastically scaled back before 2008 
rolls around. 

John Kerry and John Edwards will leave 
Boston with a united Democratic Party be- 
hind them and a modest bump in the polls. 
Still to come: the withering attacks of Karl 
Rove and company, and the televised presi- 
dential debates. 

A great speech on Thursday will get the 
Kerry-Edwards ticket off to a good start. 
But there’s still a long way to go. i

For all the Democratic organizers’ welllaid plans, protesters managed 
to engage delegates directly and even to escape their cage 


Resisting compromise

ADIES AND gentlemen, please remove 

your shoes for inspection.” The com- 

mand booms out over the thousands of 
people queued up on Causeway Street, wait- 
ing to enter the FleetCenter for the first ses- 
sion of the 2004 Democratic National Con- 
vention. 

“Ladies and gentlemen, please be prepared 
to present your dental records.” 

Vermin Supreme, long-time political- 
protest gadfly, pauses for a moment, then 
brings the bullhorn back to his lips. 

“Please be prepared for a full-body-cavity 
rectal search. Remember, it is in the name of 
national security, and is part of your Patriot 

Act.” 

“Oh my God!” squeals a pleasingly pump 
young woman in a lavender pantsuit, as 
dawn — finally — breaks over Marblehead. 
“And I’m ready to take off my shoes!” 

It was the intent of the convention organ- 
izers to keep Vermin, with his ratty fake- 
ocelot fur hood and natty red, white, and 
blue—sequined vest, firmly caged. And the 
cage they constructed for that purpose is a 
fine one, indeed. Cement barriers, eight-foot- 
tall chain-link fencing, hardware cloth, heavy 
black monkey netting, and razor wire are all 
contrived to keep demonstrators “from 
throwing things” at conventioneers, accord- 
ing to one published report. Delegates leav- 
ing the buses and walking into the FleetCen- 
ter can hear, but only dimly see, the shadowy 
figures inside the Cage. 

However, convention planners failed to 
take a few things into account. The exit from 
the protest-zone Cage opens on to Canal 
Street, where access is not restricted. And in- 
stead of arriving at the FleetCenter on shuttle 
buses that would have whisked them by the 
back of the Cage to the main entrance of the 
FleetCenter, thousands of convention dele- 
gates and guests decide to take their own 
transportation and walk up Causeway Street. 
The Causeway Street entrance to the Fleet- 
Center was designed as a secondary en- 
trance, and only one person can enter at a 
time. The line backs up for blocks. So on 
Monday night, the protesters seize the op- 
portunity to engage the delegates directly and 
head out the back gate of their Cage for 
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PROTEST IN TIME OF WAR: segregating protest has become common practice. DNC demonstrators were invited to exercise their 
free — surrounded by double chain-link fences, heavy black netting, and razor wire. 


Causeway Street. (Indeed, shortly after 
seven, the Cage is largely empty, occupied 
primarily by tourists having their pictures 
taken with the Is THIS WHAT DEMOCRACY 
LOOKS LIKE? signs pinned to the wire.) 

At first, the protesters wait until the atten- 
dees pass through the gate and into their own 





layer of the Cage — to engage them. A man 
on the other side of the enclosure wears a 
press pass identifying him as Robert Gurley, 
of Indyradio in Santa Cruz. He yells at those 
entering the FleetCenter: “Quit posing and 
stand up for something. Stand up!” Some- 
times a protester can be defined simply as 
someone who has an opinion and no conven- 
tion credential. “This is how we get to talk to

you,” he says, his fingers wrapped through 
the mesh. 

Robert O’Brien, a Dean alternate from 
Maine who is attending his third convention, 
stops and talks with Gurley. Afterward he ex- 
plains, “I just feel that these are people who 
are passionate. They’re behind a fence.” But 
their sense of disproportion concerns 
O’Brien. “What I am worried about is we’re 
talking about fixing the kitchen when the 
freaking roof’s on fire. We’ve got to make 
sure that George Bush doesn’t have the 
chance to appoint three Supreme Court jus- 
tices.” 

As time passes, and the few cops on hand 
do nothing, the protesters grow bolder, come 
closer. They jam the intersection of Canal 
and Causeway, spilling for several blocks 
down Causeway. 

Most heckles are generic, although a Free 
DC protester with a tricorn hat and roller 
blades targets Washington, DC, mayor Tony 
Williams for special abuse. Two women 
dance as they hand out Planned Parenthood’s 
STAND UP FOR CHOICE stickers. The support- 
ers of Lyndon LaRouche, now specializing in 
streetside a cappella music, sing the Freedom 
Riders’ anthem “Ain’t Gonna Let Nobody 
(Turn Me Round).” Several movement veter- 
ans burst into laughter. “Not bad, not bad at 
all,” says one as he holds up his credential for 
inspection. 

An agitated young Kerry supporter walks 
up and down, armed with a campaign sign 
and a lot of frustration. “The hard left con- 
tinues to be hostile to me,” he complains. 
“Think about it. The people on the far left do 
not understand that if we do not unite to- 
gether it will be a hard fight.” A Free DC 
supporter bangs a drum in his ear. Chain- 
smoking National Lawyers Guild observers 
in fluorescent-green T-shirts watch quietly. 
Another young man, demonstrating there is 
an imperceptible line between half drunk and 
half-wit, keeps screaming “V-Tek for presi- 
dent! He beat A-Rod!” “Enough already,” 


snaps the cop, in one of the evening’s few 
displays of official temper. 

Finally, a few minutes after nine, police re- 
inforcements show up with barricades. It’s 
growing dark, and some of convention-goers 
still in the creeping line are growing a bit 
nervous. A cop asks Vermin to step back be- 
hind the barricade. Vermin, in a routine he 
and the cop know well, asks what happens if 
he doesn’t. The cop cheerfully explains that 
he will have to call a wagon and have him ar- 
rested. That’s okay by Vermin; he just wants 
to make sure the cop is playing by the rules. 
He steps behind the barricade, and shortly 
thereafter decides to call it a night. 


ROFESSOR DON MITCHELL of Syra- 
cuse University’s Maxwell School calls 
the growing trend of creating demonstration 

zones at political events the “ghettoization” 
of protest. Indeed, where once protesters 
were rigidly segregated only at major events 
and where not too many years before that, 
they were barely segregated at all, the con- 
finement of protesters has now become com- 
monplace. It is now routine at Bush-adminis- 
tration political events for police and Secret 
Service agents to create special protest areas, 
typically located beyond viewing distance 
from the actual event. The policy applies only 
to protesters with dissenting views. Recently, 
the ACLU sued the Secret Service over alle- 
gations that anti-Bush protesters were re- 
moved from locations where the president 
would be speaking while Bush supporters 
were allowed to remain. That case was dis- 
missed after the Secret Service, which never 
admitted to the segregation policy in the first 
place, said it would not differentiate in the 
future. 

During convention week, however, it’s 
hard to avoid the impression that free speech 
is breaking out all over. Despite Democratic 
organizers’ best-laid plans, these protesters

managed to get closer to convention atten- 
dees than had any protester in recent memo- 
ry. Indeed, during Teresa Heinz Kerry’s 
speech at the FleetCenter Tuesday night, 
Medea Benjamin of Code Pink, a women’s 
peace group whose members are easily iden- 
tified by the fact that they wear bright-pink 
slips with the slogan PINK SLIP BUSH stamped 
on them, wangled a press pass to get onto 
the convention floor. She held aloft a Us OU1 
OF IRAQ sign, but was immediately surround- 
ed by delegates from Colorado who tried to 
hide the anti-war slogan from view. As she 
was jostled by Democrats from the Rocky 
Mountain State, a Dennis Kucinich delegate 
from Alaska came to her rescue (“We’re sup- 
posed to be better than the Republicans,” he 
explained) before she was whisked out of the 
convention hall (shouting “US out of Iraq” 
as she went) by convention security officers 
and Secret Service agents. 

For the most part, nothing was thrown, 
and nobody got hurt — even if a few dele- 
gates did take off their shoes. Meanwhile, 
members of the Young Republican Executive 
Committee dress up in rubber sandals and 
stomp around Faneuil Hall. Falun Gong has 
taken over Copley Square. And just across 
from Boston Common, Libertarian Ian Scott, 





him upstairs, the congressman is optimistic 
about the Democrats’ chances of recapturing 
the Senate, and maybe even the House. “The 
House is on a knife edge,” he says. “Some of 
these races are going to be won by 100 
votes.” The Republicans do not have a clue, 
he says, because they do not poll the right 
people. “They poll perfect voters, and these 
kids are not perfect voters. Kids don’t vote in 
three out of the last four elections.” Howev- 
er, it is these kids — those engaging in 
protest at the DNC, those who backed Dean, 
and those who worship Moore — who will 
provide the 100-vote margins in 2004. 

Over at the Hip-Hop Summit at Roxbury 
Community College, Leonard C. Alkins, 
president of the Boston chapter of the 
NAACP, is thinking about those kids and 
strategizing for the future. Hundreds of peo- 
ple have turned out for this event, and each 
one has been asked to fill out a voter-regis- 
tration card. If they are too young to vote, 
their names are entered into a database for 
future follow-up. Inside the Reggie Lewis 
Track and Field House, Boston election com- 
missioner Michael Chinetti demonstrates the 
new optical-scanning voting machines, and 
shows how they create a paper trail. “Anyone 
who is partisan in any fashion, we are asking

26, of Mission Hill, wears a hand-lettered 
sandwich board that says CONSERVATIVES OR- 
GANIZED TO CRUSH KERRY. 

“I just wanted a good reason to walk 
around with a sign that said ‘cock,’” he ex- 
plains cheerfully. Scott is part of the Free 
State Project, which is trying to get 20,000 
people to move to New Hampshire and take 
over elected politics. Why New Hampshire? 
“We had a vote, and the second-place winner 
was Wyoming.” 

“Essentially, in layman’s terms, we're 
going up there and vote each other into of- 
fice,” Scott says. “It’s not essentially a 
takeover per se,” he adds reassuringly. 

Inside the convention hall, interested dele- 
gates can view a pictorial history of their 
nominee’s commitment to civil disobedience. 
When the Vietnam Veterans Against the War 
marched on Washington, in April 1971, 
Richard Nixon locked them out of Arlington 
Cemetery. So they took their “military incur- 
sion into the country of Congress” to the 
Capitol, occupied the steps of the Supreme 
Court, and camped on the Washington Mall. 
When the Nixon administration tried to evict 
them, the federal court ruled they could stay 
on the Mall, exercising their right to free 
speech, as long as they stayed awake. The 
vets voted, and John Kerry announced their 
decision to ignore the order and sleep. The 
DC police declined to arrest the dozing vets. 

Under the Patriot Act, of course, Nixon 
would have no need to seek court interven- 
tion, and the DC police would not have to 
commit an act of civil disobedience. Today, 
the vets could be simply rounded up and in- 
carcerated indefinitely. It is, after all, a Time 


of War. 


HE FEEL OF protest and the spirit of re- 

bellion infuses DNC-related events, even 
when there’s, well, no protest to be found. At 
Howard Dean’s and the Campaign for Amer- 
ica’s “Take Back America” conference, the 
fire marshal has locked things down. No one 
is allowed to go in; outside, an overflow 
crowd sits on the grass, as scheduled speak- 
ers come out on the patio to reprise their 
talks for the crowd. They are hoping to catch 
a glimpse of Michael Moore, but the film- 
maker’s security team isn’t sure they want to 
let him out in the open air. Too easy to tar- 
get. 

Meanwhile, in the lobby, the air is confi- 
dent. “We’re going to win the election, and 
we’re going to push John Kerry,” to make 
good on his health-care promises, says Con- 
gressman Jim McDermott, the Shelby Foote 
of Moore’s Fahrenheit 9/11. As he waits for a 
wink from the fire marshal, which will allow 





them to step back,” says Alkins. “This is for 
our young people, so they think they are not 
being used.” 

Outside the summit, a PETA carrot 
prances, and the LaRouche volunteers, tired 
of being under the gaze of Nation of Islam 
security, break for a pizza. Across the street, 
Mike Yossarian — “I’ve heard all the jokes” 
— has set up shop for Volunteers for Nader. 
Along with Fraeda Scholz and a woman who 
calls herself simply Emmia, he awaits the re- 
turn of Nader ballot petitions, for which they 
are paid per signature. They have been trav- 
eling the country in a Honda Accord station 
wagon for months now. For these former 
Kucinich supporters, war is the number-one 
issue. Backing Kerry simply isn’t an option, 
says Scholz. “Why do I have to compromise 
everything I believe in and he doesn’t have to 
compromise anything?” 


HERE HAS BEEN a lot of talk during 

this convention about free speech and civil 
rights. But in a world where delegates readily 
take off their shoes for Vermin Supreme, and 
attendees at a John Edwards party at the 
Rack happily hand over their IDs for scan- 
ning through a “visitor management system” 
with recorded name, date of birth, and gen- 
der checked against the invite database, it 
seems that many people have adjusted too 
easily to the creeping loss of civil liberties. 
And it’s much harder to regain liberties lost 
than it is to hold hard to them in the first 
place. ‘ 

Over at St. Paul’s Cathedral, at a forum on 
the Patriot Act, Dennis Kucinich is calling 
John Kerry the “kind of politician that re- 
members where America came from.” 

“We didn’t flee an empire to become an 
empire,” Kucinich says. “We have to contin- 
ue to challenge the status quo. 

“We have to rage against the dying of the 
light,” Kucinich cries, and the house roars. 

But perhaps there is an English major or 
two in the audience who aches to put that 
line in context. It is not a warrior’s call. 
Rather, inspired by what he witnessed at his 
father’s deathbed, Welsh poet Dylan Thomas 
wrote those lines about surrender to the in- 
evitable. “Old age should burn and rave at 
close of day,” Thomas wrote, and one hopes 
Kucinich’s use of the line is not prescient: 
“Though wise men at their end know dark is 
right,/Because their words had forked no 
lightning they/Do not go gentle into that 
good night.” e

With the Jewish vote up for grabs, 
Democrats use the DNC to make their pitch

start of the Democratic National Conven- 

tion, sought-after speakers had plenty of 
events — including a Planned Parenthood 
shindig — to choose from. But the place to 
find the Democratic Party’s heavy hitters was 
at the World Trade Center, site of the “Jewish 
Community Celebration.” An array of party lu- 
minaries — Mayor Thomas Menino, conven- 
tion chair Bill Richardson, House minority 
leader Nancy Pelosi, 2000 vice-presidential 
candidate Senator Joe Lieberman, and the 
party's mega-celebrity, Senator Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton — spoke to a crowd of more than 
2000, hosted by the American Israel Public Af- 
fairs Committee (AIPAC) and other Jewish or- 
ganizations. You'll notice that among those 
speakers, only Lieberman is Jewish. 

In part, that level of attention from the Demo- 
cratic elite is intended to thank the Jewish com- 
munity for its support in the past. But it’s also a 
sign that the Democrats are fighting for the Jew- 
ish vote in November — and a recognition that 
they can’t take that support for granted. 

In 2000, George W. Bush received only 19 
percent of the Jewish vote, according to exit 
polling. That’s about as much as any Republican 
presidential candidate has gotten since Ronald 
Reagan ran in 1984. But Bush’s poor showing 


Te PAST SUNDAY, the day before the 
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coincided with Lieberman’s presence on the De- 
mocratic ticket, a historic first for Jews. “Karl 
Rove clearly has a strategy to get that up to 30 
percent,” says Kerry-campaign finance director 
Alan Solomont. Bush has given strong support 
to both Israel and Prime Minister Ariel Sharon, 
while condemning and acting against fanatical 
Islamic terrorists. This has led several prominent 
Jewish leaders to voice their support for Bush 
and encourage others to do the same — most 
notably, in 2002, Jack Rosen, then—president of 
the American Jewish Congress. In January, an 
American Jewish Committee poll showed Bush 
taking roughly 30 percent. 

“Jewish Americans aren’t necessarily as apt to 
vote for Democrats as in the past,” says Tara 
Wall, the Republican National Committee’s 
press secretary for outreach. “I think we will see 
an increase in the percentage of support for 
[Bush] in this election.” Wall oversees some 
7000 “team leaders” doing outreach to target 
groups, including Jews, for the RNC. The Bush- 
Cheney campaign has its own outreach effort, 
led by Michael Lebovitz. This effort may be pay- 
ing off: the Republican Jewish Coalition claims 
that its membership is swelling, and there have 
been reports of successful fundraising efforts in 
the Jewish community. 

This may seem like a tempest in a teapot; 
we’re talking about a shift of maybe 10 per- 
centage points among a small voter demo- 
graphic. But that could be enough to tip swing 
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states like Florida, 
Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, Ohio, Illinois, 
Pennsylvania, or 
New Jersey. “[The 
election] is going 
to be decided by 
little old ladies in 
Orlando and 
Miami,” says Larry 
Lowenthal, executive director of the American 
Jewish Committee’s Greater Boston chapter. 
“Because they are smart, and they vote.” 


OT EVERYBODY buys the theory that the 

Jewish vote is up for grabs. “Be leery of the 
historical comparisons,” says Congressman 
Barney Frank, who is Jewish. “They are being 
made by people who don’t know what they are 
talking about.” Jay Footlik, the Kerry cam- 
paign’s head of Jewish outreach, concurs. “This 
is the fifth presidential campaign I’ve worked 
on, and the fifth time I’ve heard that the Re- 
publicans are going to challenge the Jewish 
vote,” he says. But despite their seeming confi- 
dence, both Frank and Footlik are working 
hard to secure that vote. And the key to doing 
it, they say, lies with Bay State Jews, who need 
to go forth to the battleground states and 
spread the word about John Kerry’s record on 
Israel and other Jewish issues. 

According to the Kerry camp, the troops are

hearing the call. “We’re putting together a 
group of Kerry supporters in the Jewish com- 
munity here, who have begun to organize and 
are going to travel around the country to ex- 
plain to our friends in other communities what 
a good friend John Kerry has been,” Solomont 
says. This group of traveling menschen includes 
veterans like former DNC chair and 2002 
Massachusetts gubernatorial candidate Steve 
Grossman, Harvard Law School professor Alan 
Dershowitz, attorney and Anti-Defamation 
League civil-rights chair Richard Glovsky, and 
consultant and DNC delegate Charles Glick. 
The party also seeks to mobilize new recruits. 
Solomont spoke a week ago to a group of more 
than 250 people at a Young Jewish Democrats 
gathering, urging them to take up the Kerry 
cause. In particular, he exhorted them to go 
vote-canvassing in battleground states. One po- 
tentially persuasive face is Kerry’s brother

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Cameron, a converted Jew who returned last week from a visit to 
Israel with Footlik. “John’s got a 20-year absolutely perfect record 
of standing by Israel,” says Cameron Kerry. “The Jewish commu- 
nity in Massachusetts knows him well and is comfortable with 
him. And we need to do more to get that word out there. We’re 
going to fight for every vote.” 

The Democratic Party has done much to 
further that fight. Twenty-two Democratic 
House and Senate members have volun- 
teered as debaters in a challenge issued by 
the National Jewish Democratic Council 
(NJDC) last week. They stand prepared to 
debate Bush-Cheney representatives in 
Jewish venues in battleground states. Fur- 
thermore, the party's new platform con- 
tains the most pro-Israel language ever, from either party: “The 
Democratic Party is fundamentally committed to the security of 
our ally Israel and the creation of a comprehensive, just, and 
lasting peace between Israel and her neighbors. Our special rela- 
tionship with Israel is based on the unshakable foundation of our 
shared values and mutual commitment to democracy and we will 
ensure that under all circumstances Israel retains the qualitative 
edge for its national security and its right to self-defense.” In- 
deed, the speeches on Sunday were bluntly — even surprisingly 
— strong on the subject of Israel. New Mexico governor Bill 
Richardson, a former ambassador to the United Nations, blasted 
the UN as filled with Israel-haters, and rejected criticism of the 
controversial security wall in the West Bank. “The wall is right, 
the wall is right,” Richardson chanted. 


F COURSE, even the staunchest Kerry supporters — 

including Solomont — grant that Bush has been solidly pro- 
Israel. But, as they point out, Kerry himself has a strong pro- 
Israel record. So, that’s a wash, they say. “I don’t think that 
Israel will be the litmus test this year,” says Nancy Kaufman, 
executive director of the Jewish Community Relations Council of 
Greater Boston. 

That is the Kerry campaign’s hope: to neutralize Israel as an 
issue, so that Jewish voters can decide on social issues. On mat- 
ters such as welfare, civil rights, gun control, reproductive rights, 
and health-care availability, polls show they continue to lean 
heavily leftward. Most Jews also disapprove of efforts to redefine 
church/state separation, seen particularly in Bush’s faith-based 
initiatives and promotion of voucher programs that include reli- 
gious schools. “On all the other issues [besides Israel], the Jews 
are on the side of the Democrats,” Frank says. 

In fact, some think Bush is vulnerable even on the Middle 
East, once the discussion moves beyond support for Israel. 
Energy conservation is a crucial issue, says Lowenthal, because 
“the more energy we save domestically, the less reliant we will be 
on Arab countries for oil.” Bush’s “deep ties to Saudi Arabia” are 
also a negative to Jews, says David Harris, deputy executive 
director of the NJDC. “John Kerry is willing to crack down on 
Saudi Arabia” for aiding terrorists, Harris says, “and not treat 
that country with kid gloves.” 

Then there’s the Iraq war, which many Jews initially support- 
ed. However, the Bush administration has mismanaged the con- 
flict in ways that are seen as costly to Israel’s interests, says 
Frank. That includes the US’s increasing international isolation, 
and the anti-American — and anti-Israel — backlash that the 
Iraq invasion has incurred in the Arab world. “Kerry is a more 
effective friend of Israel,” Frank says. “Incompetence does not 
serve the Jewish interest.” 

In addition, the most prominent Jewish members of the Bush 
administration are, as Lowenthal puts it, “problematic.” They 
have included war hawks like former Defense Policy Board chair 
Richard Perle, Deputy Defense Secretary Paul Wolfowitz, and 
National Security Council staffer Elliott Abrams. The Democrat- 
ic Party, meanwhile, has no polarizing figure for Jews — unlike 
in the 1980s, when the Reverend Jesse Jackson turned off many 
with his “Hymietown” remark and his association with the 
Nation of Islam’s Louis Farrakhan. (Although Jackson remains a 
prominent Democrat, his importance has receded and he no 
longer attracts much controversy.) And, Kaufman points out, 
resentment still lingers over the 2000 election, in which many 
Florida Jews saw their votes invalidated in the infamous “butter- 
fly ballot” fiasco. 

Case closed for Kerry? Hardly, say Republicans. “The Kerry- 
Edwards ticket, they totally ignore, or at the very least has flip- 
flopped on the Middle East issues,” says the RNC’s Wall. She 
includes in this charge Kerry’s supposed wavering on the Iraq 
war. Wall also calls John Edwards a foreign-policy lightweight 
with little grasp of the Israeli-Palestinian situation. The Bush 
campaign has made hay of Kerry’s primary-campaign comments 
expressing displeasure with the Israeli security fence’s original 
proposed path through West Bank territory. Also, in his 1997 
book The New War: The Web of Crime That Threatens America’s 
Security, Kerry took the controversial step of writing that Pales- 
tinian leader Yasser Arafat had transformed himself from an out- 
law to a statesman. 

On the domestic front, despite what liberal Jews say, there is a 
sizable coterie of American Jews — particularly the Orthodox — 
who embrace Bush’s faith-based initiatives. And, as Wall points 
out, plenty of American Jews have benefited from Bush’s tax cuts. 


VENTS IN the Middle East have a way of making political 
waves in the US. In the coming months, any number of 
things could happen in Israel that might affect the way Amer- 


ican Jews view the presidential contest. If Sharon succeeds in 
his plans for an Israeli withdrawal from the Gaza Strip, for 
example, Bush will surely reap some credit. “If Bush were 
able, by a great deal of persuasion, to bring together some 
sort of agreement, perhaps for an orderly transition in Gaza, 
that might help” attract Jewish votes, says Frank. Then 
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which would change the dynamics,” says Jennifer Laszlo 
Mizrahi, president of the Israel Project, in Washington, DC. 
“Some Americans are more comfortable with a coalition gov- 
ernment than with a Sharon government.” But that might put 
Bush in a difficult spot, given his support for Sharon. And, of 
course, the Iraq situation remains volatile, with consequences

for Israel. All of which means that events 
beyond the campaigns’ control could af- 
fect their standing among Jewish voters 
far more than anything they can do 
themselves. 

What they can do, however, is bring 
out supporters to make the case to Jewish 
groups, as the Democrats did on Sunday. 
The Republicans will get their chance at a 
similar AIPAC event in New York in a few 
weeks. The NJDC, meanwhile, is hosting a series of strategy 
and public-relations events during the Democratic Conven- 
tion. The one thing nobody seems to be doing is taking the 
Jewish vote for granted in 2004. =

But now, in 2004, we wait, and the world waits, to see if you will denounce the grave damage that the occupation 
of Iraq is doing to the United States and the world: the thousands of young men and women in our Armed Forces killed and wounded, the much 
larger number of dead and injured Iraqis, all caught in a vicious cycle of popular resistance and intensifying repression. Just as in Vietnam, there 
is no way out of this swamp of violence other than to renounce it. So far, all we have heard from you are politically-calibrated platitudes about 
staying the course.

Otherwise, if you are elected, 
you will have to tell some family, years from now, that their daughter or son was the last one to die defending not simply a "mistake," but a series 
of lies. You will be known as the president who dragged the U.S. further into a quagmire of countless needless deaths. 


We urge you to speak as a winter soldier, not a summer patriot. As you know, a war begun for the wrong reasons 
cannot be made right.

ALPH NADER. Ralph. Nader. What

In a sit-down interview last week, the inde- 
pendent presidential candidate discussed all 
this and more with the Phoenix.

It is now 
so corporatized that it’s incapable of internal 
reform. 


Q: When Kucinich was talking about his de- 
cision to endorse Kerry, his words were: “John 
Kerry can win because there is a place within 
the Democratic Party for everyone, including 
those who may be thinking of supporting Ralph 
Nader. If there is room for me in the party and 
in the Kerry-Edwards campaign, there is cer- 
tainly room for Ralph and his supporters.” 
What do you think of that statement? 

A: First of all, that’s very adroit words by 
Dennis. He does want to get re-elected this 
fall, and he does need the Democratic Party’s 
support, so he’s coming into the fold. But there 
are millions of Americans who aren't in that 
kind of bind who want to vote their conscience, 
and for once want to vote for candidates who 
have, are, and will support their finest interests. 


Q: I spoke with Howard Zinn earlier today 
about your candidacy, and here’s what he had 
to say: “I don’t believe that people in uncertain 
states should vote for Nader or any third-party 
candidate. I think in contested states, people 
should vote for Kerry — not because Kerry’s the 
ideal candidate, and in spite of Kerry’s position 
on the war — simply because Bush is the most 
dangerous president that we have had in the last 
century-plus. It’s important to get Bush and his 
very, very warlike and anti-democratic group 
out of the White House and Kerry in. With 
Kerry in, we have at least a small step forward 
toward a change in policy. With Bush, we're 
back where we are today, only with even more 
authority given to him by a win in the election.” 
What do you think of that reasoning? 

A: | think Kerry will take those voters for 
granted and continue being the lapdog — as 
all recent presidents have been — of the 
military-industrial complex, which President 
Eisenhower warned us against in his farewell 










address. | mean, it isn’t really Kerry or Bush. 
They're the puppets. It’s the major puppeteers, 
which are the Lockheed Martins and the 
Raytheons and the Boeings, and all the other 
corporations that are strategically planning our 
economy and our politics and our genetic fu- 
ture and our childhood and our environment 
and our education and our workplace and our 
consumption patterns. You see, most radicals 
like Howard Zinn really think that, residually, 
there is some elbow room for elected officials 
in Washington. That was true years ago; it is 
far less true now than at any time in American 
history. 

The corporations in Washington, first they 
put their executives in high positions regardless 
of which party’s in power. You know who goes 
in as the secretary of the Treasury, into the De- 
partment of Defense, the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, and so on. Then they have nine 
thousand political-action committees pumping, 
one dinner after another, money into the mem- 
bers of Congress. And then they have 25,000 
full-time lobbyists connected with their dealer- 
ships and insurance agencies and so on all over 
the country, with the mass media, right? So 
why do we think that in the conditions of that 
gigantic corporate straitjacket in Washington, 
DC, that John Kerry is going to be able to 
break out, when for 18 years he’s been part of 
that system? 


Q: Can you envisiongany circumstances that 
would prompt you to withdraw from the race? 

A: No, not at all. | mean, I would ask them 
to withdraw before I would withdraw. 


Q: How many states are you assured of get- 
ting on the ballot in? 

A: We'll get into over 40 states. All the dead- 
lines are coming due in the next two months. 


Q: What if, hypothetically speaking, Kerry 
offered to appoint you attorney general if he was 
elected? 

A: I would say, “Don’t try anything like that, 
John, because you’re wasting your time.” 
We're looking for deeds, not for words, not for 
payoffs. We’re looking for deeds. 


Q: Is it safe to say that you can’t envision a 
scenario in which you would cost — and I un- 
derstand your objection to the terminology — 
can you not envision a scenario in which you 
would cost Kerry the election? 

A: The only scenario is if everybody voted, 
and you had a tight drum. But when you’ve got 
100 million people not voting? And they’re not 
scrambling for those votes? And let’s say we're 
getting six, seven, eight, nine, two, whatever 
million votes? And you’ve got 100 million? It’s 
absurd. 


Q: Much has been written of late about the 
assistance your campaign has received from Re- 
publicans like former House Republican leader 
Dick Armey’s political-action committee. 

A: All talk, no results. Except what they tried 
to pull off in Michigan [the Michigan state Re- 
publican Party submitted approximately 40,000 
signatures to get Nader on the presidential bal- 
lot as an independent candidate], which we’re 
not accepting, because we’re on the Reform 

arty ticket. 


Q: So if someone like Richard Egan, Bush’s 
lead fundraiser here, donates thousands of dol- 
lars to your campaign, doesn’t that at least pro 
vide fodder for the people who don’t want you 
to run? Can you see why that would make them 
think the Republicans view Ralph Nader as a 
pawn? 

A: Except that the Democrats raised hun- 


dreds of millions of dollars from Republican fat 
cats, and the Republicans raised hundreds of 
millions from Democratic fat cats over a 
decade, because they both play both sides of 
the aisle. They’re hedging their bets, you see? 
Twenty-five percent of our vote last time 
would’ve voted for Bush, according to the exit 
polls. Ten percent or less of our big donors are 
coming from the Republicans. I don’t even 
know who Egan is. I’m going to give him a 
call. He might be someone who just believes in 
civil liberties. 


Q: I think he’s a big Bush guy, so — 

A: No, he is. But you know Jeno Paulucci [a 
Minnesota packaged-foods magnate]? We 
worked with him years ago on the Mesabi Iron 
Range disaster [in which iron-ore mines were 
shut down for having polluted the area and 
thousands of workers lost their jobs]. He’s 
given money to Bush. But he wants more 
voices and choices. 


Q: You've accused the Democratic Party 
chairman, Terry McAuliffe, of sanctioning dirty 
tricks aimed at keeping you off the ballot in key 
battleground states. 

A: Right. 


Q: And you've warned John Kerry that he 
risks, as you put it, a “mini-Watergate” if these 
efforts continue. Are you considering legal ac- 
tion against the Democratic Party or the Kerry 
campaign? 

A: If it continues, and they cross the legal 
line, and we’re seeing just the tip of the iceberg 
— because my experience is, when you see 
what we already see, it’s a lot of meetings, 
strategies, this, that, they’re harassing our sig- 
nature gatherers in a coordinated way in West 
Virginia — we will preserve our legal remedies. 





Q: For many people who worry that your 
candidacy might help bring about a Republican

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victory, your determination to press on suggests 
an intransigence and an inability to critically 
assess the impact of your own actions. Is that 
an unfair characterization? 

A: Of course. I’m a fighter for justice. I’m 
the underdog candidate for the tens of millions 
of American underdogs who are being pushed 
around, disrespected, harmed, defrauded, laid 
off arbitrarily, and otherwise marginalized from 
the political scene. You see, the same people 
who would make that comment that you just 
communicated would be horrified if they heard

What the 9/11 Commission Report does not explain is why, on the morning of September 11, 
2001, President Bush, Donald Rumsfeld, and other top officials were essentially missing in action

HO’S OUR QUARTERBACK” in 
case of a future terrorist attack? 
“Who’s in charge?” That was the core 
question members of the National Commis- 
sion on Terrorist Attacks Upon the United 
States, also known as the 9/11 Commission, 
put to every government official they inter- 
viewed. “The reason that you’re hearing such a 
tone of urgency in our voices is because the 
answer to the question was almost uniform,” 
said commissioner Jamie Gorelick at the press 
conference following the release of the 600- 
page final 9/11 Commission Report, on June 
22. She said the commissioners had been told 
over and over again that the person in charge 





would be the president. 

“It is an impossible situation for that to re- 
main the case,” Gorelick observed. Impossible, 
because the commission’s report clearly shows 
that on the morning of September 11, 2001, 
the president and the other top officials in 
charge of the systems to defend the country 
from attack were, in essence, missing in action: 
they did not communicate; they did not coordi- 
nate a response to the catastrophe; and, in 
some cases, they did not even get involved in 
discussions about the attacks until after all the 
hijacked planes had crashed. 

Although the report does paint a stark por- 
trait of opportunities lost in defending against 
terrorism, many observers — especially the 
families of some 9/11 victims, who pushed 
hard for the commission’s creation — were 
disappointed in its failure to provide a timeline 
of the actions of the nation’s top leaders that 
morning. Such an analysis, they believe, would 
have shown conclusively that blame for failing 
to defend against the attacks goes all the way to 
the top. 

My involvement with the families goes back 
almost three years, to my first interviews with 
the four widows who became known as “the 
Jersey girls.” They were among the families I 
followed to write my book, Middletown, Ameri- 
ca. As early as April 2003, three of the widows 
— Lorie Van Auken, Mindy Kleinberg, and 
Kristen Breitweiser — had been aghast to dis- 
cover that Secretary of Defense Donald Rums- 
feld appeared to have effectively sat out one of 
the worst foreign assaults on the American 
homeland in the nation’s history. In what may 
be one of the most remarkable statements in 
the report, the commission concludes that 
“t]he Secretary of Defense did not enter the 
chain of command until the morning’s key 
events were over.” 

Rumsfeld’s public testimony before the com- 
mission last March was bizarre. When Gorelick 
asked the secretary of defense what he had 
done to protect the nation — or even the Pen- 
tagon — during the “summer of threat” pre- 
ceding the attacks, Rumsfeld replied simply 
that “it was a law-enforcement issue.” (So, 
observers were left to wonder, should the FBI 
be out with shoulder-launched missiles?) 

“We still don’t have a full accounting of 
Rumsteld’s whereabouts and knowledge on the 
morning of 9/11,” Gorelick acknowledged after 
the commission’s final public hearing. “We 
don’t have answers to the questions that you’re 
asking. But I’m going to make sure it’s nailed 
down,” she promised. Yet the final published re- 
port offers no further details on Rumsfeld’s in- 
action or the reason he was “out of the loop” 
(as the secretary himself put it) that morning. 

The National Military Command Center 
(NMCC) inside the Pentagon was the nerve 

center of the military's response to the attacks 
on 9/11. But the lead military officer that day, 















































Brigadier General Montague Win- 
field, told the commission that the 
center had been leaderless: “For 
30 minutes we couldn't find [Sec- 
retary Rumsfeld].” Where was 
Rumsfeld on 9/11? I put the ques- 
tion to the commission’s vice- 
chair, Lee Hamilton, following the 
release of the report the commis- 
sioners call “the definitive account 
of 9/11.” 

“We investigated very carefully 
Mr. Rumsfeld’s actions,” said 
Hamilton. “He was having break- 
fast with congressional leaders, 
and they hear a plane has hit the 
Pentagon, and he runs out.” 

“He had to have been told before 
the Pentagon was hit that two trade 
centers were hit and the country 
was under attack,” I suggested. 

Was the commission comfort- 
able with the fact that the country’s 
secretary of defense was not in the 
chain of command or present in 
the Pentagon’s command center 
until all four hijacked planes were 
down? 

“I’m not going to answer 
that question,” said Hamilton, 
and turned away. The com- 
mission did provide some de- 
tail on the movements of 
President Bush and Vice- 

President Dick Cheney, but 

none that offers much reas- 
surance. The report shows 
that nothing Bush and 
Cheney did or said that 
day had any effect on the 
devastation planned by 
the 19 suicide hijackers 
and their lethal leader 
— despite warnings 
going back to 1996 

that Osama bin Laden and 
his Al Qaeda network were an urgent 
threat to America’s national security.

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EN PRESIDENT Bush finally agreed to 

have a “conversation” with the 9/11 com- 
missioners — provided it was not under oath, 
not recorded, and Cheney was at his side — 
the account the two top leaders gave was 
murky and unverifiable. On the crucial matter 
of whether fighters should be sent up to protect 
the nation’s capital, for example, the final re- 
port says that “the Vice President stated that he 
called the President to discuss the rules of en- 
gagement for ordering [air cover].” But, it con- 
tinues, the two did not order air cover because 
it would “do no good unless pilots had instruc- 
tions on whether they were authorized to shoot 
if the plane would not divert.” The job of issu- 
ing such instructions belonged to Rumsfeld. 


Who's in charge here? 
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feld for the first time that morning 
shortly after 10:00” — more than an 
hour after the first World Trade Center 
tower was hit, 20 minutes after the Penta- 
gon was attacked, and moments before 
Flight 93 was wrestled to the ground by pas- 
sengers. And even in this brief conversation, the 
urgent question at hand doesn’t seem to have 
come up: the report states that “no one can re- 
call the content of this conversation but it was a 
brief call in which the subject of the shootdown 
authority was not discussed.” 

The president emphasized to the commis- 
sioners that he had authorized by phone the 
shootdown of hijacked aircraft. But the final re- 
port states flatly that “there is no documentary 
evidence for this call.” It notes that neither 
Cheney’s chief of staff nor his wife, Lynne, both 
of whom were taking notes that morning, made 
note of a call between the president and vice- 
president. Only when a military aide rushed into 
the White House bunker to announce — erro- 
neously, as it turned out — that Flight 93 was

The commission’s staff report had earlier 
cited the legal chain of command in case of hi- 
jackings: “If a hijack was confirmed, procedure 
called for,. . . the President to empower the 
Secretary of Defense to send up a military es- 
cort, and if necessary, give pilots shootdown 
orders.” The final report confirms the same 
chain of command and adds this detail: “The 
president apparently spoke to Secretary Rums- 





80 miles away from Washington, did Cheney 
apparently take it upon himself to give the order 
for fighter aircraft to engage the inbound plane. 
Don Rumsfeld is known as a take-charge 
kind of guy. Why was he so uncharacteristically 
passive in the face of terrorists who were able 
to kill nearly 3000 Americans in one morning? 
It is impossible to answer, and now that the 
commission has rolled up its report, there will

be no forum for follow-up ques- 
tions. But it is worth noting the 
ideological context: for years, the 
secretary had focused on what he 
considered to be America’s most 
pressing national-security need — 
and it wasn’t fighting Al Qaeda. 

Even before the 2000 presiden- 
tial election, Rumsfeld — along 
with his future deputy, Paul 
Wolfowitz, future vice-president 
Cheney, and George W. Bush’s 
brother, Florida governor Jeb 
Bush — commissioned a report 
that amounted to a “blueprint for 
maintaining global U.S. pre-emi- 
nence” from the neoconservative 
think tank Project for the New 
American Century (PNAC). The 
plan shows that Bush intended to 
take military control of Persian 
Gulf oil, whether or not Saddam 
Hussein was in power, and in- 
tended to retain control of the re- 
gion even if there was no threat. 

The PNAC report also advocat- 
ed “regime change” in China, 
North Korea, Libya, Syria, and 
Iran. An unnamed British member 
of parliament was quoted as say- 
ing of the report: “This is a blue- 
print for US domination — a new 
world order of their making.” The 
report also complained that the 
changes it recommended were 
likely to take a long time, “absent 
some catastrophic and catalyzing 
event — like a new Pearl Harbor.” 
In the summer of 2001, when se- 
curity agencies were regularly 
warning of a catastrophic attack 
by Al Qaeda, Rumsfeld’s office 
“sponsored a study of ancient empires 
Macedonia, Rome, the Mongols — to figure 
out how they maintained dominance,” accord- 
ing to the New York Times. 

Hours after the 9/11 attacks, Rumsfeld was 
given information that three of the names on 
the airplane passenger manifests were suspect- 
ed Al Qaeda operatives. The notes he com- 
posed at the time asserted that he wanted the 
“best info fast. Judge whether good enough hit 
S.H. [Saddam Hussein] at same time. Not only 
UBL [Usama bin Laden]. Go massive. Sweep 
it all up. Things related and not.” He presented 
the idea to Bush the next day. Counterterror- 
ism chief Richard Clarke later wrote in his book 
Against All Enemies, “At first I was incredulous 
that we were talking about something other 
than getting Al Qaeda. Then I realized with al- 
most a sharp physical pain that Rumsfeld and 
Wolfowitz were going to try to take advantage 
of this national tragedy to promote their agenda 
about Iraq.” 

Shortly after 9/11, Rumsfeld set up “a small 
team of defense officials outside regular intelli- 
gence channels to focus on unearthing details 
about Iraqi ties with Al Qaeda and other terror- 
ist networks.” In May 2002, Time reported that 
“Rumsfeld has been so determined to find a ra- 
tionale for an attack that on 10 separate occa- 
sions he asked the CIA to find evidence linking 
Iraq to the terror attacks of September 11. The 
intelligence agency repeatedly came back 
empty-handed.” |

T’S HARD TO DISLIKE Deke and Christine Henderson. 

Actually, it’s impossible, for the simple reason that the Hen- 

dersons are extremely nice people. Deke Henderson is a 
compact, muscular 49-year-old who wears cowboy boots, 
smokes Marlboro Menthol Ultra Lights, and speaks with the 
kind of folksy American drawl George W. Bush affects but can’t 
get quite right. Christine Henderson, a pretty woman with olive 
skin, looks a bit younger than her husband; ask her age, and she 
says only that she’s in her 40s.

For the last five 
months, they’ve been charged with conveying Reggie the Regis- 
tration Rig — the 79-foot, 20-ton semi the RNC is using to reg- 
ister voters and spread the good news about our nation’s presi- 
dent — from city to city, state to state, NASCAR race to county 
fair to minor-league baseball game. If all goes according to plan, 
the Hendersons will have driven tens of thousands of miles and 
helped the Republicans register three million new voters by the 
time their journey is complete. And along the way, they’ll have a 
chance to offer their version of Republicanism — one that is tol- 
erant, optimistic, and more than a little bit vague — to countless

medieval battleground — has sprung up 
around the speedway’s scrubby grounds.

At 
their temporary homes, campers barbe- 
cue, play horseshoes, or just sit around 
getting shitfaced. American flags and 
Dale Earnhardt Jr. beach towels float in 
the breeze on makeshift flagpoles, yellow- 
ribbon SUPPORT OUR TROOPS bumper 
stickers are ubiquitous, and New England 
license plates are the norm. 

I find Reggie parked in this miniature 
city’s de facto downtown, next to the 
Speed Channel stage and across from an- 
other truck selling noise-dampening race 
headsets, Jeff Gordon pajamas, and 
checkered-flag bikinis. A collapsible stage 
on the left side of the truck is dominated 
by four huge, flat TVs that run the same 
video loop of President Bush in action 
again and again, interspersed with text 
that distills his presidency into easy-to- 
grasp phrases.

Laura; confidently walk to another podi- 
um with Tony Blair by his side. See 
American troops hanging out with happy 
kids of indeterminate Middle Eastern ex- 
traction, who smile and give the thumbs- 
up. See Bush, looking determined, hold 


his hand on his chest during the Pledge of 


Allegiance. YES! I AM A REPUBLICAN. Back 
to the black elementary schoolers. 

The RNC’s go-to catch phrases for 
Bush-Cheney ’04 are emblazoned beneath 
the TVs: STEADY LEADERSHIP IN TIMES OF 
CHANGE — GREATER SECURITY, GREATER 
FREEDOM, GREATER COMPASSION, GREATER 
PROSPERITY. At two long tables, draped 
with flag-motif tablecloths and covered 
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with Republican swag (A “Racing to Vic- 
tory” Styrofoam beer-can holder with a 
jazzed-up Stars and Stripes superim- 
posed over a checkered flag; red-white- 
and-blue “GOP” hats), local volunteers 
answer questions and sign up voters. Two 
X-Boxes one with a NASCAR game, 
the other with a baseball game — sit un- 
used in the corner. Speakers mounted on 
the stage blast music of nonspecific genre 
while another volunteer shouts to 
passers-by like a carny barker: “We got 
all your politics and fun together in the 
same place! Temporary tattoos for the 
younger ones. It’s a huge election year. 
Everyone knows what’s at stake. The 
races don’t start until this afternoon any- 
way. Come on by!” 

After a few minutes, I step into Deke 
and Christine’s office, a small room at the 
cab end of the trailer, outfitted with 
black-leather couches and a wall stacked 
high with expensive-looking electronic 
devices. Initially, Deke and Christine are 
somewhat reticent about discussing their 
own political views. They explain to me 
that the attributes that make Reggie Reg- 
gie — the Bush video, the free merchan- 
dise, the music mixes (country, rap, pop, 
rock, patriotic, depending on the event 
and the part of the country), the truck’s 
itinerary — are all determined at the 
highest levels of the RNC. (Deke men- 
tions that Ed Gillespie, the RNC’s chair- 
man, deserves credit for naming Reggie.) 
Deke drives the truck, Christine manages 
it, and of course they interact with the 
crowds, to some extent, but the legions of 
local Republican volunteers who staff the 
truck at its various destinations (and 
work under the watchful eye of local 
RNC reps) do the heavy lifting in terms 
of schmoozing. “We just get e-mails that 
tell us where to go,” Christine says at one 
point. “We don’t even know where our 
next stop is half the time.” 

Eventually, though, I learn a bit more 
about why the Hendersons — who had a 
crack at Reggie because their employer, 




















GMR Promotions, has a contract with the 


RNC — are willing to dedicate nearly a 
year of their lives to furthering the Bush- 
Cheney cause. If I understand them cor- 
rectly, the Hendersons believe George W. 
Bush should be president because he’s a 
nice man who tries hard. 


Christine: Every American wants to feel 


that they have moral values. They pass 
down their values. And to me, our current 
president has done that from day one... . 
He makes you feel, in his heart, that he’s 
trying and doing all he can. 

Deke: He’s genuine. 

Christine: He’s a genuine person. He 
portrays that out, and that’s why I believe 
in him. He’s trying so hard to do every- 
thing he can, as far as — if you want to 
start doing numbers and everything — 
school and, you know, education, number 
one. I mean, family . . . he goes to church. 
He’s a Christian man. 

Deke: What’s number one about the 
president, he says what he’s going to do. 

Christine: That’s what we like. He tells 
the people, then he does it, you know. He 
says what he’s going to do, and he follows 
through. 

Deke: Yeah. He’s the man with the 
plan. 


you blame the president for the actions of 
others, you know?” asks Deke. “That’s 
what the feel was when we were out on the 
road,” Christine says. “But now it’s come 
back around, and it’s been very positive, 
and I feel very positive.” And — not sur- 
prisingly — they become grim when asked 
to imagine a Kerry presidency. “I just 
don’t feel that he would get things done,” 
Christine says. “I'd be afraid,” Deke says. 
“I'd be afraid, too,” Christine agrees. 


F REGGIE’S mission ultimately fails, 

and John Kerry is elected president, it 
won't be because of Deke and Christine. 
Their explanation of George W. Bush’s 
appeal probably won’t sway undecided 
policy wonks or die-hard liberals, but 
they are, to quote a cliché, “good people” 
and as the Hendersons’ own commit- 
ment to George W. Bush shows, some- 
times being “good people,” or managing 
to convince the public you’re “good peo- 
ple” even if you’re not, is all you need. 
But Reggie could be undercut by a few 
blind spots in the RNC’s otherwise metic- 
ulous planning. Consider the gargantuan 
white board on which newly registered 
voters are invited to write messages to the 
president. Some of these are innocuous:

Christine: Yeah, you know, and people, 
everyone — he’s human. He’s a human 
being like everyone else, you know 

As the conversation progresses, Deke 
and Christine tell me that they have liberal 
friends. (The best man at their wedding 
was a Democrat; in addition, each grew up 
with one staunchly Democratic parent.) 
They lament the rudeness of the people 
who've harassed them during their travels 
— the ones who cut Reggie off on the 
highway or who vandalize the truck when 
it’s parked for the night — but do so with 
a weary, patient sadness that makes them 
highly sympathetic. “As long as they’re 
friendly protesters, | mean, that’s what 
America is about,” Christine says. “Every- 
one can state their opinion, but there has 
been some vandalism and stuff like that. 
It’s unfortunate, but we just go on with it. 
We think positive, we try to fix the prob- 
lem, and we go on.” “You know,” Deke 
adds, “if you don’t agree with our views 
— respect ’em.” They claim that although 
they received a noticeably cooler reception 
in their travels for a brief period following 
the Abu Ghraib prison scandal, people are 
warming up to Reggie again. “How can 





“I support President Bush’s positive 
agenda for America”; “Four more years.” 
But others, depending on one’s point of 
view, are more ominous — most notably, 
the odd coupling of “Continue to rely on 
your faith in Christ in all that you do for 
our country, God Bless” with “Put a boot 
in their - - - — it’s the American way!” 
The volunteer pool, too, seems to be dan- 
gerously unregulated. In Loudon, for ex- 
ample, one of the volunteers takes two 
nervous French journalists to task for 
their country’s position on the Iraq war 
(“We went in and liberated France, and 
now you screwed us! We don’t appreciate 
that at all”). Later, the Bush man tells me 
he thinks Kerry is the favorite, because, 
as he puts it, “I think the American peo- 
ple, too many of them, they’re only inter- 
ested in themselves. The more you lie to 
them, the better they like it.” 

In other words, there are still a few 
bugs in the system. That’s bad news for 
Deke and Christine. But it’s good news 
for anybody who’s Anybody But Bush. @

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Reading in the 
shadow of tyranny 


Azar Nafisi found the success of her acclaimed 2003 memoir 
surprising, but the reasons for its success shocked her even more

VEN NOW, Azar Nafisi has trouble be- 

lieving it. “This book will never get 

anywhere,” she told her publisher of 
her 2003 memoir, Reading Lolita in Tehran 
(Random House). And yet, a little over a 
year later, Nafisi’s story of clandestinely 
teaching forbidden works of Western litera- 
ture to a group of seven women in her native 
Iran is a New York Times bestseller and a 
critical success. 

In the book, Nafisi recalls her Tehran liv- 
ing room as a refuge from the restrictions 
placed on women by the radical Islamic gov- 
ernment a “self-contained universe, 
mocking the reality of black-scarved, timid 
faces in the city that sprawled below.” Now 
living in Washington, DC, Nafisi is free to 
live and teach as she chooses — and she 
continues to teach the Western classics she’s 
always loved. 


Q: How has your life changed since the 
publication of the book? 

A: It’s really difficult to pinpoint it. The 
most important level for me is that I have 
been encouraged in terms of what I would 
call my passion, which is literature, because | 
have been able to connect to so many peo- 
ple. And before that, this sort of connection 
was much more limited, and I did not have a 
good assessment of how much these works 
that meant so much to me would mean to 
others. The other part of it is that my life 
right now seems to be revolving around this 
book. It’s like having a new baby in the 
house: I keep running after it. So I have to 
rearrange my life, and that is the other 
change. 


Q: Did you ever expect the book to be so 
successful? 

A: | didn’t, partly because I’m very pes- 
simistic about any form of success, usually. 
And | usually try not to even think about it. 
But when I did think about it, | would drive 
my editor crazy, saying, “This book will 
never get anywhere. Nobody will want to 
talk about Gatsby at this point in life.” It was 
very unexpected, to tell you the truth. It still 
feels sort of not true. 


Q: To what do you attribute its success? 

A: Part of it, which I guess at least to mar- 
keting people would have been more obvi- 
ous, was the fact that people are very curious 
about the part of the world I’m writing 
about. | think the surprising aspect of it was 
not that people are curious, because a lot of 
books do come out about the region, but 
that people were saying things like, they did- 
n’t know that they had so much in common. 
I think it was what I usually call the shock of 
recognition. That you read because you’re 
curious, and you celebrate differences, but 
you're always surprised by how universal 
certain things are. And I think that that as- 
pect of it made people read the book. And 
the other aspect which has been amazing, 
and I’m so thankful for it, was really just the 
books. I mean, I discovered all sorts of peo- 
ple who would write or come in meetings 
and tell me, “We’re re-reading Lolita,” or 
talking about Austen, and then also they 
themselves are beginning to talk about the 
books that they loved. So that part of it was 
really the unexpected part, that in these days, 
when we all are complaining about how peo- 
ple don’t read —,and apparently people read

less; | don’t know — that people are gen- 
uinely interested in books and in literature. 


Q: What motivated you to write the book 
in the first place? 

A: Well, you know, I’d become obsessed. 
That is how I write. Part of this was because 
when I was writing my other book on 
Nabokov — and I was writing that in Iran; it 
was published in 94 — I started writing the 
book on Nabokov as a sort of literary-criti- 
cism type of a book. But I kept wanting to 
talk about the different stages in my life 
when I read Nabokov, and how each stage 
made me look at him differently, and how 
each stage he affected me or influenced my 
life. And I couldn’t do that in Iran; I couldn’t 
write about the fact that the first book I read 
by Nabokov was given to me by my 
boyfriend when I was very young, and I was 
very much in love. So all through the writing 
of that book, I kept thinking about this 
strange relationship between fiction and re- 
ality, and how each of them constantly gives 
insight into the other. So the seeds of it were 
sort of born out of my other book. And I 
guess that these are the two obsessions of 
my life, at the time — living in Iran and fic- 
tion. So when I got the chance, as soon as | 
came to the US, I started talking about these 
things all the time, and writing. I was lucky 
that my editor discovered me at one of these 


talks. 





Q: What did you want readers to take 
away from the book? 

A: God, you know, it’s very difficult for 
me to say, because as a writer, you like to be 
surprised by your readers. Sometimes they 
add things that you hadn’t thought about, 
but they’re unconsciously there. The only 
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thing that I hope from 
the readers would be an 
appreciation of imagina- 
tion. And I also hope 
they will become more 
curious about the kind of 
reality I’m talking about. 
I think that real knowl- 
edge comes out of gen- 
uinely being curious 
about other people, and 
not wanting to only read 
about things that you al- 
ready know or things that 
reassert you. So these are 
the two things I hope my 
readers will take away, or 
give back to the book: 
that curiosity and that 
empathy. 


Q: I was reading a re- 
cent New York Times in- 
terview with you, and you 
said, “One thing I can’t 
live with, which I would 
criticize, is to be in com- 
petition with my book.” 
What did you mean by 
that? 

A: This is an age 
where sometimes we pay 
more attention to people 
as personalities, rather 
than people in terms of 
what they do. Especially 
for a writer; maybe even 
in the case of a movie 
star or an entertainer — 
even in those cases | think that they would 
prefer to be known more by the work that they 
do, rather than who they are. Now, if you be- 
come too sensational or too much in the pub- 
lic eye as a personality and not as a writer, 
people maybe read your book because they 
know you, or they see you, or they think 
you're an intriguing person, rather than pay 
attention to the work that you do. And I some- 
times worry that that might happen to me, or 
I’m giving in to it without realizing. It’s very 
difficult to separate yourself from your book. 
I’d rather my book or what I write be the cen- 
ter of the attraction, rather than me. 


Q: How did you choose which books to read 
with your private class in Tehran? 

A: I wanted to discuss with them this idea 
of how books relate to our lives and to the re- 
ality we live in — in an indirect way, not that 
they should be replicas or formulas for our re- 
ality. And I also wanted to choose books that 
were, on purpose, not obviously moralistic or 
political, and show them how when they are 
true to themselves, they can become interest- 
ing. And the third thing was that because I was 
teaching a group of girls, I wanted to also em- 
phasize books that were transgressive in a 
way, especially in terms of the female protago- 
nist. | know that some people might think that 
Austen is not transgressive, but I definitels do. 
So most of these books have at their centers a 
character that says no to the norms around 
her, and the conflict of the plot is around that 
issue. That was basically how I chose, but you 
know, it’s so difficult! So many books! 


Q: Do you go back now and re-read the 
books you read with your private class in 
Tehran? 


A: Oh yes. 








Q: Does it feel different reading them 
here? 

A: Of course Austen I just read all the 
time; it’s a ritual. And many of these books 
of course I’m teaching here now. It was in- 
teresting, how my American students react- 
ed. For example, my American students 
were more tuned in to the way women are 
portrayed in these novels, in a more critical 
manner. And a lot of them had read these 
books in high school. A lot of them men- 
tioned that re-reading them within this new 
context made them re-think it. But the 
readings themselves keep bringing new is- | 

| 
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sues. I don’t know if it’s because I’m living 
here or because the books themselves yield 
hidden parts that I hadn’t thought about. 
More than ever before we need to read 
books that are great in terms of works of 
imagination. And I think that one thing that 
tuned me in was that point Saul Bellow | 
kept making about sufferings of freedom, 
ordeals of freedom. And these books con- 
stantly address the ordeals of freedom. The 
choices we make, how we need to be con- 
stantly awake and sensitized. And the 
dreams we follow, and how following a 
dream is more important than reaching it, 
because once you reach it, like Gatsby, it 
might be completely tainted. This is a good 
time in the West to re-celebrate these 
works. 


Q: Have your former students in Tehran 
read your book? 

A: Many of them have. Of course my pri- 
vate class, the ones that I have been in 
touch with; two of them I haven’t heard 
from in a while. But the rest I have been in 
touch with have all read it. | made a point 
of sending the book to them. 


Q: What did they think of it? 

A: Well, the ones that have read it, they 
say they like it. | was joking with Yassi, ac- 
tually, that she should be writing a book 
called The Real Story Behind Reading Loli- 
ta in Tehran. 


Q: What are you reading right now? 

A: Boy, I’m reading so many different 
things right now. Mostly fiction. I just fin- 
ished reaching Colm Toibin’s The Master 
on James, which was such a fine book. It’s 
a beautiful book. I also finished re-reading 
Margaret Atwood’s The Blind Assassin, 
which I’m trying to choose for my next 
term. I was sent this wonderful book, which 
is called The Life of Poetry, by Muriel 
Rukeyser. God, I can’t believe I’m reading 
all of these books. 


Q: Do you ever have a day without read- 
ing or writing? 

A: It’s really seldom. As a writer I have to 
train myself to just do a bit of writing any- 
way. But as a reader, I don’t think I can get 
away with it. I mean, really every night, | 
have to read before I go to sleep. One of 
the good things when I travel is I do that 
without any guilt. And I read a lot of differ- 
ent things. I love mysteries, so I love a lot 
of mystery books when I get a chance. And 
then novels. But reading this one about the 
life of poetry made me want to go back to 
poetry. Oh, one best book that I’m reading 
is Mordecai Richler’s Barney’s Version. Oh, 
that book is so funny and poignant. It’s so 
much fun. 


Q: What are you writing now? 

A: Apart from writings here and there, 
I’m sort of trying to now focus on my other 
book, the next book. In general, it will be 
about the life of three generations of 
women, and the topic of loss, and how you 
retrieve what you lose through the act of 
writing. That idea came to me when I was 
finishing this book. I just hope Ill be able 
to have some time to just work on it with- 
out worry. if

No it’s not legal. Federal fair housing law prohibits this type of discrimina- 
tion. The fact that you have children cannot be used by a landlord to deny 
you housing.

The condo is in a large building with about 80 units and | 
signed a 1 year lease. It seems the owner (my landlord) is not paying 
the monthly condo fee so the attorneys for the building management 
company contacted me and demanded | pay the rent directly to them. 
| called my landlord and he told me to ignore it and that rent should 
continue be paid directly to him. | feel as though | am caught in the 
middle. What do | do?

Wow. This is an unfortunate situation for everyone and you are in the mid- 
dle. Your lease is with the owner and that’s who you should continue to 
pay unless there is a clause — which is unlikely - stating that the manage- 
ment company may seize rents for non payment of condo fees. Sorry to 
hear of this trouble. The attorneys for the building management company 
can make your life miserable but you are probably not legally obliged to pay 
them a dime. 
















Lex: If!am evicted from my apartment, does it go on my permanent 
record? | am close to being kicked out, but | am afraid that if | am 
evicted | will have difficulty finding another apartment.

Yes. If you are “kicked out” it goes on your credit report and other potential 
landlords will be unlikely to rent to you if you’ve had a prior eviction. Do 
everything you can to avoid being evicted from your current apartment.

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Czech it out 


Josef Sudek’s Prague photos, 
plus kinky sex at Man Ray 


oody, introspective images of mid-20th-century 
Prague, including atmospheric views of the city 
at night, lyrical images of trees and gardens, 
panoramic landscapes, and close-up stil! lifes mark 
the photographs of 
the leading Czech 
photographer of the 
20th century, and his 
work is the subject of 
“Josef Sudek: Poet 
with a Camera,” 
which has just 
opened at the 
Museum of Fine Arts. 
Born the son of a 
house painter in 
1896, in an 
industrial town in 
what was then 
Bohemia, Sudek was 
apprenticed to a bookbinder as a young man but had 
to give up this trade after he lost his right arm in 
1916 while serving on the Italian front in World War |. 
It was during the three years he spent recuperating in 
a veterans’ hospital after his injury that he began to 
take up photography. 

Sudek struggled to adjust to his loss. When he 
revisited Italy with a group of musicians from the 
Czech Philharmonic in 1926, he found himself 
compelled to leave the group to go looking desperately 
for his arm. In her 1978 book Sudek, Sonja Bullaty, a 
Holocaust survivor who worked briefly as the artist’s 
assistant after World War II, quotes his description of 
his ordeal: “| had to disappear in the middle-of the. 
concert; in the dark | got lost, but | had to search. Far 
outside the city. . . finally | found the place. But my 
arm wasn’t there . . . somehow | could not get myself 
to return from this country. | turned up in Prague 
some two months later. . . . From that time on, | never 
went anywhere, anymore and | never will. What would 
| be looking for when | didn’t find what | wanted to 
find?” 

For the next five decades, Sudek created 
photographs using bulky, large-format camera 
equipment that he operated and carried around one- 
handed. He focused on the transforming effect of 
light; he dedicated himself to capturing Prague, from 
its grandest monuments to the humble view of his 
garden from his studio window. Such works as 
Evening on Charles Bridge (1940-'50), and A Walk in 
the Magic Garden (1954) led to his being called 
“Poet of Prague.” 

The MFA’s exhibition is drawn primarily from the 78 
Sudek photographs that make up the Sonja Bullaty 
and Angelo Lomeo Collection, photographs that She 
himself selected and gave to Bullaty and her husband 
after she emigrated to the United States in 1946. 
Thanks to that couple, Sudek’s intimate view of 
Prague is now ours. 

lf “The Bizarre World of Kinky Sex” is more your 
thing, note that the third installment of this painting 
series, with the erotic yet humorous work of the 
husband-wife team Michael Shores and Angela Mark, 
comes to the walls of Man Ray for the entire month of 
August. Man Ray, which describes itself as “catering 
to a variety of alternative cultures” and is known for 
its naughty fetish nights, plans to show a range of 
paintings that deal with kinky sex “from spanking to 
transvestism, bondage to voyeurism.” A refreshing 
slap in the face from the youthful 21st century.

Hollander and his Water Music/Mainstage 
booking agency presented their last 
Regattabar show after 19 years at the 
Charles Hotel in Harvard Square (the 
Regattabar, meanwhile, has begun 
booking jazz acts under the auspices of 
the Blue Note club out of New York).

@ Dennehy does Dalton 
It would be hard to get too much of Brian 
Dennehy, whose 1999 Willy Loman was a 
fragile, lumbering triumph. Boston has 
been fortunate, though, to see the two- 
time-Tony-winning actor not only in Death 
of a Salesman but also in The Exonerated 
and, just out of town at Trinity Rep, last 
season’s double bill of Eugene O’Neill’s 
Hughie and Sean O’Casey’s A Pound on 
Demand. Now the Huntington Theatre 
Company has announced that Dennehy 
will be back in town next February to play 
Dalton Trumbo in Trumbo, the Off 
Broadway hit about the writer who penned 
Spartacus and stood up to the poisonous 
Joseph McCarthy. Compiled by Trumbo’s 
son, Christopher, from the Oscar-winning 
scribe’s correspondence and directed by 
Peter Askin, the show will be part of the 
new “Huntington Presents” series in 
which the Huntington serves as presenter 
rather than producer. It will play the new 
Theatre Pavilion, adjacent to the Boston 
Center for the Arts, February 8 through 
Ad. 

Trumbo opened a successful Off 
Broadway run last fall, with a rotating 


cast of theater heavyweights portraying 
the McCarthy-pummeled member of the 
Hollywood Ten, who in 1947 refused to 
name names and did a year in prison for 
it, emerging to write two Oscar-winning 
screenplays (Roman Holiday and The 
Brave One) on which his name did not 
appear. (In the play, a second character, 
identified as Christopher Trumbo, 
provides narration and context for 
Trumbo’s own elegantly penned 
comments on everything from the House 
Un-American Activities Committee to the 
benefits of masturbation.) Dennehy was 
among those who played Trumbo in New 
York; the roster also included Nathan 
Lane, Charles Durning, F. Murray 
Abraham and Michael Richards 
(Seinfeld’s Kramer). Dennehy will handle 
the limited Boston run himself. 

At present, tickets for Trumbo are being 
offered as a bonus option to Huntington 
subscribers only. (The Huntington shares 
management of the two new Theatre 
Pavilion spaces with the BCA.) The 
remaining seats will go on sale October 
18.

Sugan Theatre Company, the area’s 
theatrical expert on all things Celtic, will 
be emigrating next season — from the 
BCA Theatre in the Boston Center for the 
Arts to the new Roberts Theatre, the 
smaller of two new theaters to be 
unveiled next fall in the Theatre Pavilion 
next door at Atelier 505, a joint project 
of the Huntington Theatre Company and 
the BCA. Stgan, which recently 
announced its 2004-2005 season, will 
start out in its old digs, with an old play, 
then move to the Roberts for its second 
and third offerings, one an American 
premiere. 

The season gets under way October 29 
through November 20 with the great Irish 
playwright John Millington Synge’s 1905 
black comedy The Wel! of the Saints, 
which did not provoke the riots Synge’s 
next lyrical comedy, The Playboy of the 
Western World, did when it debuted at 
the Abbey Theatre in 1907, though it’s 
considered sacrilegious by some.

about two blind, married beggars who get 
to see the world, and each other, for the 
first time when a wandering holy man 
restores their sight.

The troupe moves to the 200-seat 
“black-box” Roberts Theatre February 4 
through 26, when artistic director Carmel 
O'Reilly is slated to helm Tom Murphy’s 
1975 play The Sanctuary Lamp (which, 
by the way, engendered the greatest 
disturbance since Sean O’Casey’s The 
Plough and the Stars when it debuted at 
the Abbey). Murphy, a contemporary of 
the more-often-exported Brian Friel (Faith 
Healer, Dancing at Lughnasa), is 
considered by some to be Ireland’s 
greatest living playwright. Sugan has 
previously mounted several of his works, 
including The Gigli Concert, 
Conversations on a Homecoming, and 
Bailegangaire. The Sanctuary Lamp was 
revived as part of a 2001-2002 Abbey 
retrospective of Murphy’s work. In the 
play, three disparate characters — Harry, 
an English-born Jew and former circus 
strongman; Francisco, an Irishman; and a 
waif named Maudie — spend a night in a 
church. “Betrayed by his best friend and 
wife and grieving over the death of his 
daughter, Harry talks to the sanctuary 
lamp to assuage his pain, his guilt, and 
his murderous intentions.” 

Also in the Roberts, Sugan will mount 
the American premiere of Scottish 
playwright Gregory Burke’s Gagarin Way, 
April 1 through 23. The dark, funny first 
play by this native of Dunfermline, 
Gagarin Way debuted at the Edinburgh 
Festival in 2001 and was hailed by the 
Daily Telegraph, the Guardian, and the 
Observer as among that year’s best plays. 
It moved to the small Cottlesloe space at 
London’s Royal National Theatre and from 
there to the Arts Theatre on the West 
End. The work has to do with a political 
kidnapping gone wrong, but the far- 
ranging subject matter includes suicide, 
economics, globalization, anthropology, 
and Existentialism. Brendan Hughes is 
slated to direct.

first printing of the Declaration of 
Independence are rarer than original 
copies of the first Shaggs album — of the 
200 printed on July 4, 1776, only 25 are 
known to survive.

He was notorious for canceling 
concerts at the last minute, sometimes in 
the midst of rehearsals when his 
perfectionist standards weren't being met. 

Indeed, the most surprising thing about 
Kleiber’s conducting career is that he really 
never had one. He never hired an agent, and 
he limited his appearances to the few 
European orchestras with whom he felt 
comfortable. His American engagements can 
be counted on the fingers of one hand. 
Karajan once cracked that Kleiber bothered 
to conduct concerts only when his freezer 
was empty. Or, one might add, when he 
needed some new wheels: in 1996, Audi 
enticed him to do a concert in a small 
German town in return for a sports car worth 
a reported $100,000.

The Lord of the Rings takes to the museums 


T’ fantasy world of J.R.R. Tolkien’s The Lord 
of the Rings trilogy exists far from the realm 
of science. Middle Earth was conjured from the 
right side of the brain — the study of ancient 
languages and folklore, a fertile imagination — 
rather than from the left-brain rigors of 
experimental inquiry and technical innovation. 
But director Peter Jackson’s epic film 
adaptations of Tolkien’s novels relied heavily on 
technological ingenuity to bring that mythical 
terrain and the fantastic creatures who populate 
it to life. “The Lord of the Rings Motion Picture 
Trilogy — The Exhibition,” a traveling show that 
opens at the Museum of Science on Sunday 
(bright and early; see below) and runs through 
October 24, explains how. 

Conceived in New Zealand, where The Lord of 
the Rings was filmed, the exhibition features 
hundreds of props from the movie: weaponry, 
suits of armor, and other artifacts used by men 
and hobbits and elves and dwarves alike. And, 
yes, the One Ring, gleaming with silent menace, 
is there too. “They’re directly from the films,” 
says the show’s content coordinator, Robin Doty. 

“We discuss the origins of a lot of the pieces, 
what it took to make them, the research that 
went into them.” 

(What with the ring and all, you can 
understand why security is so tight. An official 
disclaimer reads: “No cameras, strollers, bags of 
any kind, or mobile phones are permitted . . . 

[and] no weaponry associated with the films’ characters 
will be allowed in the exhibition.”) 

But it’s the interactive aspects that sound like the 
most fun. Demonstrating the technology needed for a 
movie where “some of your characters are four feet two 
inches tall and some of them are nine feet tall, and they 
need to appear that way in the same scenes with each

Other treats scattered throughout the show’s run 
include a metallurgy discussion and combat 
demonstration by folks from Worcester’s Higgins Armory 
Museum; an orc make-up demonstration; and a 
workshop with Tony Wolf, who choreographed the films’ 
battle scenes. “It’s probably the first time the museum 
has hosted a fantasy exhibition,” Doty says. “The whole 
idea is to compare our science, if you will, here on real 
earth, with the “science” of Middle Earth. It gives a 
springboard for understanding our own world by looking 
at it in comparison to The Lord of the Rings.

Passing the torch at the Newport Folk Festival 


any music fans have a place in their 
hearts for the Newport Folk Festival, 
an event that has taken the pulse of the 
international folk-music scene for 45 
years. For Nalini Jones, the festival 
which returns this year August 6 through 8 
— is in her blood. 

Her father, Bob Jones, a former 
folksinger, is one of the festival’s founding 
personalities and has been its producer for 
decades, selecting 
artists for the bill and 
pulling many of the 
crucial strings that 
remain invisible to 
concertgoers. Nalini 
started visiting the 
festival before she was 
in her teens. “I 
remember one year 
when there was a big 
storm and the festival 
was cancelled. 
Everybody came over to 
the house we had 
rented and sat around 
the living room playing. 
There was Joan Baez, 
Arlo Guthrie, Judy 
Collins, Tom Paxton. It 
was magical.” 

Nalini and her 
younger sister, Radhika, 
ran errands for the 
festival box office on 
their bicycles when 
Nalini was 12. Then she 
sold T-shirts on the 
grounds at Fort Adams 
State Park before 
graduating to working 
backstage. More 
recently, she became 
the festival’s associate 
producer — a role she needed to embrace 
fully this year after her father was stricken 
with Guillain-Barre syndrome, which 
attacks the nervous system, and was 
rendered virtually paralyzed for a time. 
Putting aside a collection of short stories 
she has due for Alfred A. Knopf and taking 
leave from her teaching at Fairfield 
University, Jones will have most of the 
festival’s strings in her own hands until her 
father recovers and returns to his Festival 
Productions office in New York City. 

“It’s really a great challenge working on 
this festival,” she says, “because there’s 
been an extraordinary legacy. | was born 
too late to have seen the early years, but 
Newport has always been a place where 
the entire continuum of folk music has 
been represented. In the same year Dylan 
was going electric, some of the founders of 
zydeco and blues performed. The festival 
reflected shifting tastes as folk music 
became popular, and more recently it 
embraced the rise of the female singer- 
songwriter, but there have always been 
historic performers with deep roots. You 
can’t let go of that aspect of the festival — 
that idea of featuring the historic with the 
new — in its modern incarnation.” 

To that end, this year’s bill embraces 
everything from the old-time mountain 
music of Doc Watson to the sonic 
experimentalism of Wilco, and from the 
rock-and-blues-infused style of Lucinda 
Williams to the tent-revival spirit of 
Ollabelle and the Old Crow Medicine Show, 
plus actual tent-revival performers the

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Grotto 


A neighborhood bistro with a 
sense of youth and adventure

his basement restaurant used to be 

the Istanbul Café, but now it’s 

Grotto, a semi-Italian bistro. It still 
has bare-brick walls, but they are now 
hung with oil paintings of women and 
food. The floors are now white tile, and 
the ceilings are painted red, with small 
chandeliers and spotlights. One of the 
old screens remains near the doorway. 
It’s still somewhat crowded, yet roman- 
tically isolated from the street or the 
world of Beacon Hill. 

The menu is a little confusing, as the 
cheese plate is listed as an appetizer, not 
a dessert, and there is a prix fixe ($40) 
“Chef’s Whim” dinner in four courses, 
but the courses are also daily specials a la 
carte. While few individual dishes are 
knockouts, they all are consistently good, 
and the overall impression is greater than 
the sum of the dishes. Some restaurants 
just have “it,” and some don’t. 

Food begins with salty Tuscan bread, 
and a fruity olive oil for dipping. My fa- 
vorite appetizer was the Tuscan fondue 
($11), which comes to the table as a 
small chafing dish of distinctively truf- 


fled oil. To this, the server adds a ladle of 


melted cheese, and then a small plate of 
medium-rare steak tips and sautéed por- 
tobello mushrooms. You get actual fon- 
due forks and can dip the meat or 
mushrooms in the truffled cheese sauce. 
The cheese is not as sticky as Alpine 
fondue, so there’s enough left for using 
up more of the bread, with the danger of 
getting very filled up. 

A special on soft-shell crab ($11) was 
sautéed in a pillowy beer batter and 
served over some arugula, wilted arugu- 
la soon enough, but it made a fine appe- 
tizer. The typical bistro salad with beets 
and goat cheese ($8.50) is here im- 
proved by making the sliced beets into 
sandwiches with goat-cheese filling, 
using slightly candied walnuts, and 
served with baby-spinach leaves, which 
make a better contrast with the sweet in- 
gredients. On the other hand, a salad of 
Boston Bibb lettuce, réd onions,«ind 
Italian dressing ($8.95) is just that, and 
not so exciting. 

If you elect to appetize with “three of 
our favorite cheeses” ($11), you will get 


cow’s-milk blue cheese, a truffled sheep 
cheese, and a creamy goat cheese —

along with a fine pile of grilled toasts and 
toasted walnuts (not candied this time). 

Pasta here is homemade, and especial- 
ly impressive on the free-form lobster 
lasagna ($21). We had this made up 
without lobster for a vegan guest, and 
the fillings of asparagus, tomatoes, 
mushrooms, English peas, and a little 
spinach, with a wisp of a cream sauce 
no thick cheese: layer — made delightful 
eating. The pasta was toothsome, even a 
little hard to cut, but addictive. 

Ricotta gnocchi ($19.50) are classi-

with parmesan and bits of stewed morel 
mushrooms, and a little cream sauce. 
Almost as substantial is the cavatelli 
($10/appetizer; $18/entrée), in a thick, 
buttery sauce of salty pancetta and 
smoky sausage with peas and mush- 
rooms. This is like eating a very smoky 
chowder, only with excellent pasta in- 
stead of crackers or potatoes. 

A special on swordfish ($22) was 
light, white fish rolled around a sweet 
stuffing, with a tomato-olive sauce en- 
livened with capers and pine nuts. This 
was the most authentic Italian treatment 
of the night, and very unusual and suc- 
cessful with swordfish. 

Semolina-crusted golden trout ($20) 
is two fillets sautéed with just a dusting 
of pasta flour, mounted on wilted 
spinach, with some pancetta and cream 


_ dressing the spinach more than the fish. 


Our weakest fish dish was monkfish 
osso buco ($20), an idea I generally like. 
This time the fish was a small steak of 
the tail, hard to cut, and still on the 
bone, although it had a nice Mediter- 
ranean sauce+with lots of capers and 
olives, sliced fennel, sun-dried tomatoes, 
and more of the cavatelli. 

The wine list at Grotto is quite good, 
with many Italian bottles and many half 
bottles — the romantic size. Our bottle 
was the 2002 Panizzi Vernaccia di San 
Gimignano ($35). This was a crisp, 
light, Tuscan white with lots of aroma 
and a refreshing, slightly bitter finish. It 





was more like the way French whites 
tasted a few decades ago. Tea ($2.10) is 
served so that it brews; cappuccino ($3) 
and decaf ($3) were both very good. 

All desserts are $7. The chocolate- 
lava cake is like many such little half- 
cooked cakes served these days, only 
the chocolate is more pronounced and 
bitter, and the gelato (cinnamon? cof- 
fee?) makes a better contrast. The trio 
of sorbets, another ubiquitous bistro 
dessert, is also among the best of its 
kind, particularly the true-flavored 
guava. The orange sorbet is a little 
sharp, like Italian orange soda, and the 
apricot is not so distinctive, although 
certainly good. Blueberry pie is free- 
form, like a fried pie, but has too much 
crust per fruit. I did like the peppermint 
(I think) ice cream with this. The weak 
sister, but hardly a problem, was the 
panna cotta, which had a lot more gela- 
tin and less cream than the competition, 
making it harder to cut and eat. Most of 
the flavor was in the ginger-blackberry 
sauce. 

Service at Grotto was quick and ac- 
curate, and extra helpful with two veg- 
ans in our party. Moderate prices and 
handsome presentations helped carry us 
over any rough spots, and the feeling of 
youth and adventure is what a neighbor- 
hood bistro ought to have, even when 
the neighborhood is downtown. |

But Sprecher Brewery, 
in Glendale, Wisconsin, 
offers affirmation that 
craft-brewing is indeed 
flourishing in locales 
other than New England 
and the Northwest. 

Sprecher brews a 
wide variety of beers (a 
special amber, an impe- 
rial stout, a pub ale, and 
an Abbey tripel are just a 
few among them). But 
it’s the Hefe Weiss, 
grainy and a little spicy, 
crisp and refreshing, 
that’s best-suited for 
these torrid and torpid 
late-summer days. 

Then there’s

The Manchurian Candidate has no platform

ike many disappointing Jonathan 
i films, The Manchurian 

Candidate at times seems poised to rise 
to the level of genius. Such as when Demme 
cuts from the throbbing interior of a Bradley 
fighting vehicle in which soldiers are playing 
poker with hip-hop music on at full volume 
to a long shot of the sky above 
the Kuwaiti desert, black and 
orange from the burning oil 
wells of the Gulf War. Or when 


he pans the apartment walls of | Candidate

palpable the squalid palimpsest 
of newspaper clippings, brutal 
drawings, and scrawled, 
repeated phrases. 

Mostly, though, the potential 
for genius here lies in the per- 
formance of Denzel Washington 
as Major Ben Marco, Melvin’s 
commanding officer and a bas- 
ket case who might be on to a 
plot to take over the country or 
who might be nuts, he doesn’t 
know which, or even whether 
there’s any difference. When he 
tells his only confidant, Delp 
(the great Bruno Ganz, playing 
a hobbit), that his nightmares of 
his experiences in Kuwait in 
1991 seem more realistic than 
his memories, he’s told, unhelpfully, that 
maybe he’s still in Kuwait and what’s happen- 
ing now is the nightmare. Something about 
the way Washington crumples into his trench- 
coat and squints behind his band-aided spec- 
tacles suggests that there might be something

to that possibility. Then again, 
maybe it’s all just a movie, a 
remake no less, a pastiche of bits 
and pieces that are smart and 
dumb but mostly derivative. 
Demme showed gumption in updating John 
Frankenheimer’s masterpiece of perennial 
paranoia, but the comparisons will be invidi- 
ous nonetheless. 

As in the original, Marco commands a 
scouting patrol; in this case he’s doing

he media targeted by Jonathan 

Demme’s remake of The Manchurian 
Candidate have already targeted the movie. 
Case in point: is Mery! Streep imitating 
Hillary Clinton in her portrayal of Senator 
Eleanor Prentiss Shaw, the ruthless matri- 
arch played unforgettably by Angela 
Lansbury in John Frankenheimer’s 1962 
original? Was the resemblance so close 
that the filmmakers felt compelied to 
reshoot and re-edit? So went a recent news 
item on the Internet Movie Data Base {it 
has since disappeared). Many journalists 
seized on it, myself included. Was it true? 

“No, that’s something that came out of 
the newspapers,” says Demme. “Which | 
was happy to see because it sounds kind of 
spicy, but no, there was nothing like that.” 

“| don’t see anything Hillary Clinton, 
except maybe bangs or something,” Streep 
adds. “That hairstyle is shared with quite a 
few people, and everyone mentions Hillary 
because | think there’s a special venom 
reserved for certain people. The politics of 
this character couldn't be further from her, 
but it’s Hillary people go after. It’s really 
interesting. You should go and search down 
that story. Because | did yesterday. | was in 
an interview with Katie Couric, and she 
mentioned it. It's easy to find — you can go 
on Google, you can find who this is that did 
this. You would not want to be associated 
with this person — a crazy person who has. 
a Web site in Los Angeles. Every reporter 
has mentioned it to me because nobody | 
searches down who it is — go there! | think 
his Web site’s called ‘Death to Liberals.’ 


Now this is your source — now this is 
somebody who has an agenda to attack 
Hillary Clinton.” 

Oops. In fact, Streep insists, if she was 
imitating anyone in her performance, it was 
Bush aide Karen Hughes. 

Be that as it may, this example of misin- 
formation raises another point about the 
movie. If it’s so easy to manipulate the truth 
and opinion by means of the Internet and 
the traditional media, why bother implanting 
probes in someone’s brain? In the remake, 
as in the original, a squad of American sol- 
diers (here fighting in the Gulf War, not. 
Korea) is captured and “brainwashed” — 
not by the relatively gentle Paviovian condi- 
tioning of the original but with drills and 
what look like vacuum-cleaner hoses. The 
culprits? Not the Manchurian communists of 
Red China but the corporate despots of 
“Manchurian Global” 

“Have you ever come across this book 
called In Search of the Manchurian 
Candidate?” asks Demme. “It consists of 
files and records of CIA mind-alteration 
experiments on unsuspecting people 
throughout the late 60s and ’70s. The CIA 
was trying — and you know, we still are, I’m 
sure — to control minds through sleep dep- 
rivation and drugs and LSD. They would go 
to mental institutions and experiment on 
people who were under treatment in these 
places. 

“Well, the more we researched that kind 
of experimentation and what the new fron- 
tiers are in scientific efforts today to alter 


personality and shape the way people

ent day or near future, he’s poised for the 
vice-presidency. 

But Marco and Melvin have a dream, one 
that’s far less horrifying than the sight of 
Shaw’s beloved costumed as the Queen of 
Diamonds. (Frankenheimer created his 
nightmare with the perverse elegance of a 
single 360-degree pan.) The patrol members 
have been captured and their brains not so 
much washed as roto-rootered. Demme, the 
master of horror in The Silence of the 
Lambs, throws in Grand Guignol experi 
ments and drilled skulls, but these aren’t 


nearly as scary as Frankenheimer’s dowager 
lecturing about hydrangeas in a hotel lobby. 
Neither is the plot that gets uncovered 
particularly shocking given what we've been 
through from the Kennedy assassinations to 
September 11. And these days, there's no 
Iron Curtain to project our dread on. Back 
then, Manchuria evoked the Evil Empire 
but in this post-Cold War era, movies have 
been hard pressed to come up with adequate 
bad guys this side of al-Qaeda. What if the 
enemy is us? In other words, corporations 
like Halliburton, or Viacom pi 
ent of Paramount, which released 7 
Manchurian Candidate. Let’s have a corp« 
ration named Manchurian Global try to take 
over the world! Maybe audiences won’t 
notice that corporations a ready have taken 
over the world, that capitalism has defeated 
communism, that we're all either consumers 


or the consumed. 

At its wittiest and most subversive, The 
Manchurian Candidate \lampoons this post- 
Orwellian image of the world. At times, the 
barbs are obvious, as when Senator Shaw 
schmoozes with her Manchurian Global 
backers in a cloud of cigar smoke and cyni- 
cism. More telling is the background chatter 
of the media — overheard or just-glimpsed 
bulletins about the latest pre-emptive strike 
against Guinea or Guatemala and the need 
for. “compassionate vigilance.” Paul Ver- 
hoeven perfected this parodic technique in 
RoboCop and Starship Troopers, films that 
seem prophetic today. Demme’s Candidate 
is neither prophetic nor very parodic. It’s 
like the mutterings of a talented filmmaker 
half in a dream. S 


“Control,” says

incorruptible top-level 
management. This is a 
movie, and it’s a cau- 
tionary tale.

and that would be an 
asset to have in the 
White House. We've

“A cautionary tale?” asks Washington. “I 
think so. Cautionary tale, entertainment... 
hopefully you'll think about the Nestle sign 
the next time you walk by it. That’s what | 
loved about — and | haven't seen his 
[Michael Moore’s] latest film yet — but | 
watched Bowling for Columbine one night 
and I’ve been preaching this — | felt this for 
years — it teaches you to be afraid, that 
idiot box, it teaches you to be afraid so it 
will paralyze you, so you don’t go any- 
where, so you'll stay there and keep watch- 
ing it, unless you've got to run out and buy 
something that it tells you to.”

Some kind of monster? 


Joe Berlinger and Bruce Sinofsky go behind the music and into the therapy

etallica, we're told at the begin- 

ning of the new documentary 

from Paradise Lost directors Joe 
Berlinger and Bruce Sinofsky, are the 
biggest heavy-metal band of all time. In 
his metalography Sound of the Beast 
(Harper Collins), critic lan Christie 
notes that in their first 15 years, 
Metallica moved more records than the 
Rolling Stones have sold in their entire 
career, much of that total accrued with- 
out radio or MTV airplay. When the 
film joins Metallica, in the first month 
of 2001, the group have been dormant 
for several years. Long-time bass player 
Jason Newsted, who was young enough 
to have been a fan of the band before 
he replaced the late, great Cliff Burton, 
has departed in acrimony. The remain 
ing members, no longer on speaking 
terms, have been disparaging one 
another in the media. Like the Stones 
Metallica are a multi-million-dollar cor-

Mustaine now says that he was overly emotional 
because the encounter took place on September 13, 
2001, that Ulrich at one point during the three-hour

It was differ- 
ent for us in that we didn’t really have any 
songs when we were recording: we recorded 
musical bits and then kind of pieced them 
together with Pro Tools.

Ulrich, the privileged son of famous 
Danish tennis pro Torben Ulrich, is a 
smug dilettante who styles himself a 
European intellectual. (As a teen, he 
imported the obscure British metal albums 
on which Metallica modeled their early 
successes; these days, he collects pricy 
modern art.) And the air-headed, helium- 
voiced lead-guitarist Kirk Hammett is a 
surfing Buddhist and budding equestrian 
who follows orders while attempting, like 
the put-upon child in a bad marriage, to 
keep the peace. | saw the film in a roomful 
of Metallica fans, and Hammett got the 
biggest laughs: every time he opens his 
mouth, his band mates’ eyes roll back in 
their heads. 

The recording sessions begin amiably 
enough: Hetfield growls into the micro- 
phone with his toddler son, Castor, 
perched on his lap, and during a break, 
Ulrich’s young son does a flailing imper- 
sonation of his dad’s technique. But the 
band’s well has run dry: for the first time 
in their career, they enter the studio with- 
out any songs written, planning to per- 
form spontaneously and edit the results on 
computer. As part of Dr. Phil’s regimen of 
group therapy and daily affirmation (“We 
become healers of ourselves,” reads one 
mission statement), each member is asked 
to share his area of expertise. When 
Hetfield admits his bandmates into the 
lyric-writing process, the group sessions 
yield clunkers like Hammett’s “My lifestyle 
determines my deathstyle.” Hammett, a 
speedy shredder adrift in a musical era 
that’s shunned showy technical proficien- 
cy, is told his comrades want to eliminate

Behind the voyeuristic spectacle of see- 
ing a majestic metal band unmasked as a 
group of pampered, backstabbing million- 
aires who need their hands held, Some 
Kind of Monster asks a few serious ques- 
tions, chief among them, “Is all this worth 
it?”

For him, the mon- 
ster of the title is indeed the band: “To me, 
it’s been a beast, and it’s sucked a lot of 
me into it.” “And you were at one time the 
beast master,” Towle reminds him. In his 
more lucid moments, Hetfield admits that 
firing Newsted for recording a side project 
may have been a bit extreme: “I didn’t 
want him to feel that Metallica wasn’t 
enough. The way | learned how to love 
things was to choke them to death.” While 
Hetfield’s away, Ulrich arranges a meeting 
with estranged lead-guitarist Dave Mus- 
taine, who in 1983 was sacked for exces- 
sive drinking. (Despite recurrent battles 
with drugs and alcohol, Mustaine went on 
to found Megadeth, a platinum-selling 
band who are almost as respected as 
Metallica.) Instead of burying the hatchet, 
though, Mustaine plants it in Ulrich’s 
chest, unleashing a self-pitying tirade that 
begins, “People hate me because of you!”, 
and goes downhill from there. 

Eventually, the band rally together to 
repel their common enemies — a radio- 
station syndicate wants them to lend their 
voice to a promotional cash give-away, and

all guitar solos from the album; it’s such a 
cruel suggestion that at first you think it 
must be some surprise reality-show plot 
twist, a la Joe Millionaire. They are, how- 
ever, dead serious. 

Despite Dr. Phil’s best efforts — or 
more likely because of them — the band 
quickly come unglued. Hetfield takes a 
two-week Russian vacation to hunt bears 
and guzzle vodka, missing Castor’s first 
birthday. There’s no chemistry among the 
players, and they revert to untidy, supine 
bundles of need and anxiety. Their spar- 
ring escalates from pithy passive-aggres- 
siveness to outright hostility to childish 
tantrums. Hetfield: “You’ve been pickin’ 
at me all night!” Ulrich: “You’re being a 
total dick!” With that, Hetfield storms 
out, checks himself into rehab, and disap- 
pears for the better part of a year. 


ONE OF THE MORE AMUSING 
MOMENTS in Some Kind of Monster 
involves a computer animation that was 
posted on-line by a disgruntled admirer 
after Ulrich ratted on thousands of fans 
who were downloading Metallica songs on 
Napster. In the clip, Ulrich is depicted as a 
greedy, weasel-faced snitch; meanwhile, 
Hetfield, a stocky Frankenstein’s monster, 
grunts compliantly. But as in Paradise Lost, 
the story of three teenage misfits convicted 
of a hideous child-murder spree in rural 
Arkansas, Sinofsky and Berlinger resist 
turning their subjects into cartoons, even 
when the subjects all but beg for it. (At one 
point, Elektra wanted to chop the footage 
up into an Osbournes-style reality series, 
but Metallica responded by buying out the 
label’s stake and giving the filmmakers 
total control.) With Hetfield gone indefi- 
nitely, Sinofsky and Berlinger turn to flesh- 
ing out their characters. Ulrich’s grizzled 
papa makes a sublime entrance, looking 
like a cross between Obi Wan Kenobi and 
the ghost of Hamlet’s father. After Lars 
admits he’s still in need of his father’s 
approval, they repair to the studio, where 
Torben listens to the album’s prospective 
lead single and renders an august judg- 
ment. “If I was an adviser,” he croaks, in a 


the increasingly invasive Dr. Phil has pro- 
gressed from flyering the studio with 
posters reading “Get in the Zone!” to sug- 
gesting lyric changes. But the group’s 
underlying tensions aren’t so much 
resolved as swept under the rug. Hetfield’s 
first order of business after getting sober is 
to suggest that making a film about a band 
mired in turmoil might not have been such 
a bright idea. The band and the filmmakers 
argue over whether to continue, and that 
becomes the crux of the film. Is the beastly 
entity larger than any one of them (UI- 
rich)? Or is it subservient to the needs of 
the individual parts (Hetfield)? They agree 
to disagree. 

Like my favorite Metallica album, 1988's 
epic... . And Justice for All, Some Kind of 
Monster feels about a half-hour too long, 
and yet it left me wanting more. (A greatly 
expanded DVD edition is already in the 
works.) A dozen years ago, in a scene from 
the direct-to-video A Year and a Half in 
the Life of Metallica (which chronicled the 
making of the group’s breakthrough, the 
so-called “Black Album”), Hetfield was 
seen glaring at the television as the first 
President Bush announced the first Gulf 
War. It was a poignant image; around the 
same time, John Kerry took the floor of the 
Senate to read aloud from Dalton Trum- 
bo’s Johnny Got His Gun, the anti-war 
novel that Metallica had adapted a few 
years earlier for their first mainstream hit, 
“One.” In Some Kind of Monster, the band 
live in a claustrophobic cocoon. It’s a 
shock to learn that the Mustaine conversa- 
tion took place on September 13, 2001; in 
the absence of any mention of September 
11, you’re left to conclude that they simply 
didn’t notice. In a matter of a decade, one 
of the world’s most presciently political 
bands has become one of its most insular. 
And as you leave Some Kind of Monster, 
you may find yourself pondering a question 
posed by Ulrich in a scene where he’s try- 
ing to turn the Napster debacle into the 
germ of a lyric: “ ‘What difference did we 
make?’ If that question could sort of get 
thrown out there, but not answered, that 
would be awesome.” os

In Batman Returns, Michelle Pfeiffer was 
the frumpy secretary who’s licked back to 
life by a horde of cats and reborn with a 
Sassy new attitude and feline powers. 
Here, Oscar winner Halle Berry is handed 
a feature-sized version of that subplot, but 
instead of pushing paper, her demure 
Patience Philips works as a graphics grunt 
at a cosmetics conglomerate run by Laurel 
and George Hedare (Sharon Stone and 
Lambert Wilson). The corporation has 
come up with a revolutionary anti-aging 
cream and is planning to push it onto the 
market regardless of its lethal side effects. 
Patience gets caught up in the cover-up 
and winds up dead — that is, until an 
Egyptian mau brings her back to life so 
she can leap around in skimpy leather 
outfits, flirt with the hot cop on her case 
(Benjamin Bratt), and exact revenge on her 
former employers. 

French visual-FX expert Pitof directs, so 
the overuse of CGI is understandable, 
though even that can’t conceal the insipid 
plot or Berry’s ham-fisted performance. The 
real nuggets of joy in this otherwise messy 
kitty litter are Wilson as the smarmy corpo- 
rate head and Stone as the aging beauty 
queen with a complexion that’s hard as 
steel.

THE CLAY BIRD 


Like Osama, the first film made in post- 
Taliban Afghanistan, The Clay Bird, the first 
film from Bangladesh to be released in the 
US, looks at fanaticism, intolerance, and 
other disasters of history from a child’s 
point of view with a combination of clumsy 
earnestness and luminous simplicity. Young 
Anu (recalling, as does the film’s lyric 
melancholy, Satyajit Ray’s great Apu 
Trilogy) has annoyed his Muslim fundamen- 
talist father for the last time, going off to 
enjoy the heathen Hindu celebrations with 
his happy-go-lucky, communist Uncle Milon. 
So dad sends him to the madrasa, a 
Taliban-like school for impoverished or way- 
ward kids. The time is the late ’60s/early 
‘70s, as the movement for Bengali libera- 
tion grows and the Pakistani dictatorship 
prepares for one of the century's greatest, 
though largely unacknowledged, genocides 
(three million died). Such tragedies never 
date, unfortunately, but the debate about 
whether love or control is the root of reli- 
gion couldn’t be more sweetly waged than 
in the film’s duet between a Sufi bard and 
his traditional wife. The resolutions of real 
life are harsher; based on his own traumat- 
ic childhood experiences, director Tareque 
Masud’s first feature possesses both the 
grace and the rawness of the bird of the 
title. In Bangla with English subtitles. (98 
minutes) At the Kendall Square.

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A HOME AT THE 
END OF THE WORLD 


Given his bad-boy image, it’s easy to forget 
that Colin Farrell can act, but his performance 
in this first film by theater director Michael 
Mayer should correct that misimpression. For 
his role as the sweet and timid Bobby, Farrell 
sheds his charismatic movie-star persona 
and plays a man so tentative and guileless, 
he’d seem simple-minded in the hands of a 
lesser actor. Bobby moves from Cleveland to 
New York and into an apartment with his 
childhood best friend, Jonathan (Dallas 
Roberts), and Jonathan’s roommate, Clare 
(Robin Wright Penn). Jonathan is in love with 
Bobby, but it’s Clare Bobby ends up in bed 
with, and love-triangle complications ensue.

Words of wisdom: “You don’t need wings to 
be free! There’s another world with a blue 
sun and so much sap you can swim in it!”

Kaena (Kirsten Dunst in the English-lan- 
guage version) is a teenage girl whose free- 
thinking vexes Opaz (Richard Harris), the 
high priest of her village, which is nestled in 
the branches of Axis, a giant free-floating 
tree somewhere in the universe. Opaz urges 
his flock to continue to offer the bulk of their 
life-giving sap harvest to the “gods,” who are 
really Selenites, parasitic monsters dwelling 
deep in the roots.

theater-goddess Taymor has done with The 
Lion King, which is based on the 1994 ani- 
mated Disney film, is remarkable. She 
brings not only Africa but also Asia — and 
a sense of the mythic — to the likable car- 
toon material. Disney’s first colonization of 
Broadway, Beauty and the Beast, is a live re- 
creation of the animated film, right down to 
the dancing cutlery. Taymor (who also 
designed the colorful costumes inspired by 
African fabrics), with the aid of choreogra- 
pher Garth Fagan, South African composer 
Lebo M, and co—puppet designer Michael 
Curry, has transformed The Lion King, 
turning it into a graceful and percussive 
pageant that dares to flex the audience’s 
imagination. That said, there is a disconnect 
between Taymor’s contribution and 
Disney’s. Sometimes The Lion King, which 
retains the songs from the film (plus three 
written by Elton John and Tim Rice for the 
stage show) and large chunks of its broad- 
comic dialogue, seems like a slicing and dic- 
ing of primal exotica and blithe cartoon. 
The story, albeit darkened and brought to 
vivid metaphoric life, is taken from the 
Disney film, which begins with the presenta- 
tion on Pride Rock of infant heir to the ani- 
mal-kingdom throne Simba and ends with 
the mature Simba’s presentation of his own 
first-born, thus mirroring the first song, 
“Circle of Life.” This opening is a marvel in 
its own right, starting with a piercing call by 
the show’s witch doctor/moving spirit, 
Rafiki, that brings forth supple giraffes on 
stilts, a cheetah melded to a dancer’s body 
and licking its paw catlike to clean itself, 
trotting zebras, leaping antelopes on a 
wheel, white birds on dancers’ heads, even a 
large, wafting elephant, all parading up the 
aisles and across a stage lit by a simmering

Maybe what with 
everything else that was going on — the 
puppets and masks and singing and 
drumming and smoke, the shadows, eleva- 
tors, vegetation growing out of the floor, 
stampeding wildebeests, duplicitous hye- 
nas, and all those characters searching for 
truth and mythic adventure — they 
figured we didn’t need much dancing. 

The outright dance numbers in the 
show seemed abbreviated to me, and lim- 
ited to a few basic steps. Most of the cho- 
ruses feature a foot-to-foot stamping 
phrase that travels, expands into space- 
covering runs, and gets decorated with 
balances on one foot and turns that can 
spring up into barrel jumps. The ensemble 
of about eight dancers is joined by a won- 
derful chorus of gospel singers costumed 
the same way, and moving in more limited 
rhythmic swaying or rocking processions. 
There are hints of African dance steps 
accompanying the African chants, but 
only hints. 

Smaller, specialized numbers include 
duets for the main characters, who aren’t 
primarily dancers, I’d guess. The lion 
cubs (Brandon Kane and Calicia Wilson 


the night I attended) sing “I Just Can’t 
Wait To Be King,” and their dance is a 
sort of energetic bopping. Scar (Dan 
Donohue), the bad uncle, tries to seduce 
the grown-up Nala (Adrienne Muller) 
with a tango but gives up after a few bars. 
Nala and Simba (Alan Mingo Jr.) fight, 
not very convincingly, then realize they’re 
not lion kids anymore. Grown up and in 
love, they embrace a few times, sing “Can 
You Feel the Love Tonight,” then turn the 
duet over to a pair of unnamed dancers 
who do a wobbly imitation of a ballet pas 
de deux while two other couples dance 
gracefully high above on trapezes. 

[ can think of a lot of reasons why the 
dancing in The Lion King looks simplistic 
or perfunctory, and why that doesn’t real- 
ly matter in a production that’s so con- 
ceptually cluttered and gorgeously execut- 
ed. Eclectic is too limited a word for this 
spectacle. Julie Taymor’s animals inhabit 
rod puppets, shadow puppets, body pup- 
pets, stilts, tricycles, and retractable 
masks, and all the dancing has to work 
with these stage-impeding herds as well as 
a floor that at various times rises, tilts, 
opens up, and gets sliced into layers by 
the scenery. 

Besides, there’s plenty of interesting 
movement going on that isn’t strictly 
pegged as dancing: the cartwheeling

sun of shimmering silk. The intro is both 
celebratory and inexplicably moving. But it’s 
followed by tough times for cocky little 
Simba. The cub’s drolly malevolent uncle, 
Scar, is out to get him, and the death of his 
father, the mighty Mufasa, is followed by 
exile from the Pridelands (which are almost 
bankrupted by Scar, in collusion with some 
slavering, dopy hyenas), coming of age, and 
returning to fight for his rightful place. 

The use of masks and puppetry in The 
Lion King — engineered, from Rushmore- 
like countenances to sprightly shadow pup- 
pets, by Taymor — is ingenious and evoca- 
tive, producing dramatis personae that are 
both human and animal-like. Without think- 
ing, the audience comes to accept both the 
mask or puppet and the human actor, 
manipulator, in tandem, as the character. 
But whereas the lions are imbued with a 
stony, feisty feline dignity, other animals — 
notably, meerkat Timon and warthog 
Pumbaa — seem to have stepped right out 
of the cartoon (along with the fart jokes that 
accompany them). Some of the elaborate, 


clowns in floppy suits, the goosestepping 
hyena army, the butterflies on sticks cour- 
tesy of kabuki’s lion dance, Renjishi. My 
favorite person in the show was the man- 
drill shaman Rafiki (Futhi Mhlongo), who 
shook her open palm with the three-inch 
fingernails like the Balinese witch Rangda, 
sang African invocations, and conjured up 
Taymor’s ultimate theatrical vision. 

The Lion King strikes me as an ensem- 
ble show, regardless of the heroes and vil- 
lains and faithful family 
retainers who are its 
stars. Some of them 
won me over as music- 
hall entertainers. The 
melodramatic Scar 
reminded me of Jack 
Buchanan’s broken- 
down tragedian in The 
Band Wagon. Mark 
Cameron Pow, playing 
Zazu, the lions’ devoted 
hornbill majordomo, 
wore a busker’s deco- 
rated tailcoat and bab- 
bled in.a clipped British 
accent. John Plumpis, 
dressed and made up 
entirely in bright green, 
merged with a person- 
sized puppet to become 
the wisecracking meercat Timon, who 
befriends Simba when he loses his way, 
like some benevolent Jackie Mason of the 
savannah. 

I suspect that Garth Fagan played a 
much more important role than simply 
choreographing the show’s dance num- 
bers. As a native-born Jamaican and for- 
mer Afro-Caribbean dancer, he infuses his 
particular vitality-into the dancing, and 


surprisingly low-tech effects imagined by 
Taymor, however, take your breath away, 
among them a multi-layered wildebeest 
stampede that begins as a silhouette on a 
ridge, then rumbles forward from a scrolling 
cave painting to charging animals on rollers 
to masked performers stampeding in place. 
The two-years-out tour that has settled at 
the Opera House lacks little from the Broad- 
way staging (though the hydraulic Pride 
Rock has been replaced by a more portable 
version). The miking renders some of the 
lyrics fuzzy, but the pageantry is in place, and 
Lebo M has conspired to add a genuine 
African underlay to the music, not only in his 
own songs but also in the perkier hangovers 
from the film. The performers, too, are ener- 
getic, joyous, and skillful — though not even 
diminutive dynamos Brandon Kane and 
Calicia Wilson (on opening night), as young 
Simba and his childhood love interest Nala, 
can steal the thunder from Taymor. This is 
one artist who need not heed W.C. Fields’s 
warning never to share the stage with animals 
or children. & 


the processions and gatherings of animals 
too, I’ll bet. No one is credited with stage 
movement, but Fagan may have contrib- 
uted to that as well. 

Garth Fagan is a distinguished choreogra- 
pher who’s had his own modern dance com- 
pany for nearly 35 years. They’ve struggled, 
like everyone in the concert-dance field. 
Their changing fortunes are reflected in 
their name, originally Bottom of the Bucket, 
But .. . A while later, with their hopes

beginning to pay off, they became the 
Bucket Dance Theatre. After The Lion King 
made the choreographer a household name 
throughout the known Disney world, they 
became Garth Fagan Dance. With the show 
a seven-year smash hit on Broadway and on 
tour, Fagan’s earnings have probably helped 
keep his concert work afloat; this is, after 
all, one reason legit choreographers take 
commercial jobs. Hooray for that. a

Horovitz’s Compromise — 

something that might have been nice at 
Enron but seems a bit contrived here. On 
the other hand, the play, which addresses 
ethical quandaries grand and small and 
looks at both social issues and the technolo- 
gy that can make us even more insular than 
our preoccupations do, is one of Horovitz’s 
most considered. It began life four years 
ago at his home-base Gloucester Stage 
Company as promises.com and has since 
been revised — something critics often wish 
would happen to the prolific playwright’s oft 
provocative but dashed-off works. Here, 
however, the parallels seem almost too 
schematic, and long-brewing tensions come 
to a head as abruptly as foam on beer. 

Aaron Keyes is a Manhattan neurologist 
who has spent his career as a researcher; right 
now, after decades of 
work, he’s on the brink 
of a breakthrough with 
something called Q2, 
which will regenerate the 
Myelin on nerve fibers. 
He intends to offer this 
discovery as a “gift to 
the world” via the 
Internet, a plan his 
acquisitive African- 
American thirtysome- 
thing assistant, neurolo- 
gy fellow Thomas Wall, 
labels a “garage-funky- 
hippie-dippie saintly 
thing” that should be 
trumped by Thomas’s 
own proposal to auction 
the drug via the Internet 
to the highest corporate 
bidder. Then, he argues, 
Aaron can become a phi- 
lanthropist to his heart’s 
content and usher family 
and friends — present 
company included — to 
Easy Street. 






mom, Alice, who in a 
benign echo of Horo- 
vitz’s Park Your Car in Harvard Yard hap- 
pens to be Aaron’s housekeeper of 26 years, 
has a moral dilemma of her own. She has 
mixed up two Lottery tickets, one of them 
hers, the other purchased for two girl- 
friends, and, when one wins, she doesn’t 
know whether to keep or split the money. 
It’s a decision whose degree of difficulty is 
upped by the fact that the saintly Alice, a 
compulsive buyer of gifts for the sick and 
needy, is in hock to Toys “R” Us for $4100. 
This confluence of events brings to the 
surface Thomas’s long-held anger at both 
high-minded elders, “hypocrites” whom he 
feels have neglected their families in favor of 
Humanity. Cases in point: Aaron’s es- 
tranged wife, Maddie, who is in a Boston 
hospital dying from complications of alco- 
holism while her husband waxes sloppy but 
doesn’t visit, and his daughter Rebecca, 
who’s holed up in New Hampshire writing 
bad poems and interacting with the rest of 
the play’s dysfunctional blended family by

Instant Messenger. Hence Compromise’s 
multimedia gimmick: the remote if bereft 
Aaron communicates best with a camera, 
recording chapters of a video diary during 
which we see both the live actor and his 
looming screen image; and all of the IM 
dialogue with Becca, who’s curled up in 
sweats behind a scrim, is projected as 
supertitles riddled with the cozy shorthand, 
skimming affection, and typos typical of 
keyboard communication. 

Although Horovitz plays to the cliché of 
the scientist who realizes too late that he’s 
sacrificed more than his own needs to the 
Great Work (“I don’t know how to live. I’m 
a scientist,” Aaron tells Alice), he raises 
interesting questions about priorities and 
the title net we may not even know we 
weave — not to mention 
asking whether the Web 
has brought us together 
or allowed us to hunker 
apart. And though he 
shortchanges Becca, he 
creates in Aaron a com- 
plex sketch of 60s val- 
ues, intellectual smug- 
ness, and regret. More- 
over, Thomas’s point — 
that it’s easier to be 
noble when you've not 
known real need — is 
worth listening to, par- 
ticularly in a society 
where nobility on the 
part of the “haves” is 
# going the way of the 
§ dodo. But though much 
is going on beneath 
Compromise’s interplay 
of small talk, science 
drama, Horovitzian 
word play, and true con- 
fession, the play’s sud- 
den lurches from implied 
or atrophied emotion to 
melodramatic arias of 
rage or vodka-induced 
howls of pain seem (like 
its pretentiously Mind of God—evoking con- 
clusion) unearned. 

This is especially true in Michael Morris’s 
production for Gloucester Stage, which 
aims for a casual, melancholy naturalism, 
despite the projections and the plopped-on 
anguish. Soundsmith Bradley Royds drapes 
the proceedings in Bach and somber horns. 
Set designer Jenna McFarland has scoured 
the countryside (well, the White Elephant 
shop in Essex) for enough clutter to dress 
Aaron’s aptly lived-in absent-minded-pro- 
fessor’s study. And the actors, when not 
moved to bursts of oration or emotion, go 
for a tender offhandedness that bespeaks 
the characters’ long association. Barbara 
Poitier, as the steady, sometimes scathing 
Alice, seems especially bent on subtlety, 
though Kevin Daniels’s calculating Thomas 
bristles with charisma. All four performers 
are competent, and they go with the flow of 
this ambitious if pat new work even when 
Horovitz hasn’t put in all the pipes. we

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A Clockwork Orange Is a bad apple

Clockwork Orange is a 

perfect example of how a 

popular misrepresentation 
can supplant its source. The 
1962 novel by Anthony Burgess, 
set in a not-so-futuristic Lon- 
don overrun by street gangs and 
focused on the narrator, a teen- 
age punk who’s imprisoned for 
murder and reconditioned to 
abhor violence, is both a bril- 
liant satirical commentary on a 
world edging toward the 
removal of free will and a 
defense of art and humanism. 
(The experiments performed on 
Alex drive him to nausea not 
only at the thought of violence 

— or sex, which he’s always 
coupled with violence — but 
also at the thought of classical 
music, which has been his sole 
civilized passion.) But Stanley 
Kubrick’s 1971 movie version, 
which is much better known 
than the book, turned Alex into 
an exuberant hero by caricatur- 
ing everyone else; it was a 
trendy slice of pop nihilism. And 
especially since the novel was 
published in this country with- 
out the last chapter, which casts 
a philosophical backward glance 
on Alex’s adolescence, it was 
easy for readers who came to it 
after Kubrick’s film had saturat- 
ed their senses to overlook 
Burgess’s perspective and view 
the book as a confirmation of what they'd 
seen up on the screen. 

Burgess did write his own dramatic 
treatment of the book, which the Royal 
Shakespeare Company presented in 
England in 1990. Currently you can see it 
performed by the young Company One at 
the Boston Center for the Arts, with ersatz 
Kurt Weill music by the Dresden Dolls. Is 
Burgess’s version any good? I would guess 
no, but whatever he may have intended 
has been swallowed up by the truly 
wretched production. The score may sug- 
gest Brechtian kabarett, and the dyed-hair 
mannequins among the crowd at the milk 
bar where Alex and his pals (“droogs” in 
“nadsat,” the English-Russian patois 
favored by the teenagers in the story) 
imbibe chemical milkshakes are a nod to 
Bob Fosse’s Cabaret, but the style of the 
show is actually a sort of collage of 
expressionistic elements. Unfortunately, 
the directors, Shawn LaCount and Mark 
Abby VanDerzee, don’t have either the 
vision or the skill required for expression- 
ism. The set by David LaCount, which 
includes a pop-up thrust stage, is ingen- 
ious (and Jeff Adelberg’s lighting makes 
the most of it), but the staging veers 
between clumsiness and ineptitude. 

Perhaps we’re meant to be dazzled by 
the energy of the ensemble, but energy is 
an inadequate substitution for the virtues 
of good acting. The physical work of the 
actors is sloppy and shapeless; no one 
suggests a character or plays —__

plays Alex, and the other performers in the 
teenage roles shout almost every line in 
a black-box space that seats about 150, 
that’s a dreadful assault on the audience 
— so the text is garbled. (A friendly note 
to Ramirez: he’s straining his voice so 
badly that if he doesn’t take it down a few 
notches, he’s going to wind up with laryn- 
gitis or nodes on his vocal cords.) 
“Expressionism” here means indulging 
everyone on stage in his or her private 
brand of hamminess. Although no attempt 
has been made to retain the English set- 
ting, two of the actors speak in untutored 
cockney accents, and a prison guard does 
a terrible Irish brogue. Brian Quint, who 
plays Alex’s probation officer, Deltoid (as 
well as several other parts), reads all his 
lines like a sarcastic little boy. He’s the 
most grating of the actors, but the vocal 
posturings of Brian Fahey as the chaplain 
aren’t much better. By encouraging the 
obviously untrained ensemble members to 
follow their own individual bents, the 
directors hang them out to dry 
cially when they’re saddled with some of 
the abominations that pass for costumes 
here. (As the doctor who supervises Alex’s 
treatment, Mason Sand wears something 
that looks like a splayed moth around his 
neck; the chaplain wears a boa around his 
neck like a lei.) A Clockwork Orange is set 
in a world gone mad, but that doesn’t 
mean that a production of it can throw 
away all professional discipline. ee]

The Karamazovs juggle 
objects and philosophy

uggling the responsibilities of daily life 

with time for the random fun stuff is 

no easy undertaking. But it’s a breeze 
compared with the eye-popping juggling 
feats the Flying Karamazov Brothers per- 
form in their latest show, Life: A Guide for 
the Perplexed, which the American 
Repertory Theatre is hosting at the Loeb 
Drama Center. Since the early 1970s, when 
the four Dostoyevsky-dubbed faux siblings 
began performing on the streets of San 
Francisco (two original members, Paul 
Magid and Howard Jay Patterson, remain), 
they’ve been tossing, catching, and passing 
various objects with a blend of dexterity, 
grace, and velocity that’s rivaled only by 
figure skaters landing quadruple jumps. 

But the current crew, who also include 
fresh-faced Roderick Kimball and Weird Al 
look-alike Mark Ettinger, defy gravity in 
more ways than one: in addition to their 
command of the objects they use to do 
tricks that appear to break laws of physics 
(for instance, they consistently fling toilet 
plungers and make them land with the rub- 
ber suctioning the floor), the Brothers also 
show a complete disregard for seriousness. 
That’s the Karamazov style. The shtick is 
livened up by a soundtrack of rockabilly dit-

Adventures in the skin trade 


Surrendering to the soap of Nip/Tuck

t was inevitable, in the age of reality 

TV, that plastic surgery would become 

a spectator sport. It has all the fairy- 
tale elements of transformation so popular 
in the genre. It’s also gross enough, and 
some of the patients’ stories are pathetic 
enough, to attract aficionados of the 
mean-spirited train-wreck school of reality 
programming. In the latter category, there 
has never been a show as reprehensible as 
Fox’s reality series The Swan, in which 
women with self-perceived physical 
“flaws” threw themselves on the mercy of 
plastic surgeons and begged to have their 
lives fixed. Then the women competed in 
a “pageant” to crown the ultimate loser, 
er, winner of the series, the woman who 
had undergone the most dramatic trans- 
formation 

The Swan (which is returning for a sec 
ond season in October) was an unparal- 
leled television display of female self- 
loathing, but it’s just one among many 
plastic-surgery reality shows. There’s also 
ABC’s “heartwarming” Extreme Makeover, 
where people with obvious body-image 
issues (some with outright deformities) 
get new faces and bodies and then every- 
one cries and praises the Lord. The 
newest of the plastic-surgery reality 
shows, E!’s Dr. 90210, about a real-life 
buffed and photogenic Beverly Hills plas- 
tic surgeon, is billed as “the real Nip 
Tuck,” in reference to the buzz-heavy FX 
drama series about fictional plastic sur- 
geons. But let me just say this: I have seen 
Nip/Tuck, and Dr. 90210, you are no Nip, 
Tuck. 

A handful of episodes into its second 
season, Nip/Tuck (Tuesdays at 10 p.m.) is 
an engaging, addictive soap for people 
who usually sneer at soaps. (Like me.) 
There is a liberating drama-queeniness to 
Nip/Tuck; it’s shamelessly stuffed with 
orgies, infidelities, paternity mix-ups, 
horny teens, buggering priests, coke- 
sniffing porn starlets, car wrecks, suicide, 
breasts, breast implants, breast implants

The tag line, used by Miami plastic sur- 
geons Sean McNamara (Dylan Walsh) 
and Christian Troy (Julian McMahon) to 
greet new patients, is, “Tell me what you 
don’t like about yourself.” But Nip/Tuck 
isn’t really about the patients. The pa- 
tients are just a device to get Sean and 
Christian to confront what they don’t like 
about themselves, and it’s never just skin 
deep. Friends since college, now in part- 
nership together and skittishly turning 40, 
the doctors are pretty on the outside but a 
mess within. If you’ve never watched the 
show, you're strongly advised to get hold 
of the 13-episode first-season DVD (avail- 
able from Warner Home Video), because

filled with liquid heroin that have to be 
removed from drug mules, sexaholics, 
custody battles and, perhaps most tragic 
of all, the murder by toilet of Frisky the 
gerbil. This is the kind of show where a 
victim of female genital mutilation under- 
goes a clitoral reconstruction (confident 
of their abilities, one doctor tells the 
other, “If we build it, she will come”) and 
then asks to be taken on a post-op test 
drive. 

But Nip/Tuck is much better and more 
genuinely affecting than all of this might 
sound. Created by Ryan Murphy, who was 
responsible for Popular, a pitch-black 
high-school satire that the WB didn’t 
know what to do with, Nip/Tuck is put 
together with wit, style and unexpected 
flashes of wisdom and heart between the 
acrobatic sex (hey, can they do this stuff 
on basic cable?) and glossy, grisly operat- 
ing-room scenes. Nip/Tuck is about the 
connection between self-image and self, 
about vanity and honesty, about the gap 
between what we think we are and what 
we want to be. 


there’s too much back story to encapsu- 
late in a “previously on Nip/Tuck” blurb. 
And once you start watching, you’re going 
to get sucked in anyway, so you might as 
well surrender now to the pleasures of 
well-acted, juicy storytelling. Here’s a 
rundown of the main characters. 

’ Dr. Sean McNamara is a workaholic 
straight-arrow who is losing his wife, Julia 
(Joely Richardson), to inertia. This sea- 
son, he developed a psychosomatic tremor 
in his hand and had a brush with death, 
all of which prompted him to face mortali- 
ty by eating potentially toxic blowfish and 
swimming with sharks. Square-jawed 
Walsh plays the gifted but fallible Sean 
with endearing earnestness and, when he’s 
trying to be an alpha male, comically 
shaky bravado. Judgmental and a bit of a 
prude, Sean takes the bored Julia for 
granted; their up-and-down marriage is 
realistically harrowing. Starved for a con- 
nection he no longer feels with his wife, 
he had an affair last season with a breast- 
cancer patient who had no hope of recov- 
ery; eventually, he helped her commit sui- 


McMahon have a few words before getting down to business on Nip/ 


cide. He confessed the affair to Julia but 
said he did it only because he knew she 
was having an affair with her personal 
trainer. She wasn’t. 

Dr. Christian Troy. Don’t you love that 
ridiculous studly name? Jacqueline 
Susann couldn’t have done better. 
Christian is in love with Julia, whom he 
has known since college and whom he 
slept with once when she was dating 
Sean. He loves Sean, Julia, and their two 
children as the family he never had, but 
he’s not above manipulating them to get 
closer to Julia. Christian is an insanely 
attractive blend of sensitive metrosexual, 
old-school womanizer, and little boy lost. 
He’s not too manly to overcome his fear 
of emotional intimacy and form a nurtur- 
ing bond with his-out-of-wedlock infant 
son, Wilber. Or to weep when he con- 
fronts his memories of being sexually 
abused as a child by his foster father. But 
former daytime soap hunk McMahon is 
manly enough to carry off his character’s 
debauchery with melting charm. When 
Sean asks him during a double surgery on 
twin sisters whether he ever “did twins 
before,” Christian deliberately misunder- 
stands him, adopts a perfect Sean Con- 
nery accent and replies, “Mother and 
daughter onesh, but never twinsh.” Did I 
mention that Wilber was born after a one- 
night stand with an angry sexaholic and 
isn’t even his biological son — a fact that 
became obvious in the delivery room when 
the baby arrived and he was black? 

Julia McNamara. Cranky stay-at-home 
mom Julia is seething with resentment at 
Sean, whom she put through medical 
school. Her own dream of becoming a 
pediatrician was derailed when she unin- 
tentionally became pregnant and she and 
Sean got married. Now she’s trying to be 
her own person, which includes throwing 
Sean out (twice), taking him back (twice), 
and carrying a torch for Christian. She 
recently had a secret DNA test run on the 
paternity of their — hers and Sean’s — 
teenage son and then felt compelled to 
share the result with the boy’s real father. 
Can you guess who that might be? As 


Julia, Joely Richardson is 
a revelation who lives up 
to the family name. Like 
her mom, Vanessa Red- 
grave (who occasionally 
guests on the show as 
Julia’s bitchy mother), 
she can be fearlessly 
unlovable; like her sister, 
Natasha Richardson, she 
can be achingly vulnera- 
ble. And Richardson's 
lived-in beauty — the 
off-kilter nose, the laugh 
lines around sky blue 
eyes — suggests that 
Julia is the one character 
on the show who’s being 
honest with herself. 

Matt McNamara 
(John Hensley), the 
McNamaras’ 17-year-old 
son, is a lying sleazeball 
who looks uncannily like 
post-surgical, post- 
bleaching Michael 
Jackson, though no one 
ever mentions this dis- 
tracting point. Last sea- 
son, Matt asked his 
father for a circumcision 
because he was being 
called “anteater” in the 
locker room, but when 
Sean refused, Matt tried to do it himself 
with a pair of cuticle scissors. Ouch! Once 
the snippage healed (Sean had to repair 
the damage, of course, removing the fore- 
skin properly), Matt wasted no time get- 
ting into bed in a three-way with two hot 
cheerleaders. (“Uncle” Christian was very 
proud of him.) Matt also almost killed an 
unpopular female classmate while driving 
his friend’s car after they did bong hits 
under the bleachers at school; he has 
never admitted his involvement, letting his 
hapless friend take the fall. Still, being a 
sensitive young man, Matt did prevail 
upon his dad to rebuild the victim’s face 
free of charge. 

There are also some splashy characters 
lolling around the periphery. Gina Russo 
(Jessalyn Gilsig), Christian’s one-night 
stand from hell and the mother of “his” 
son, has had some spectacularly fishwifely 
moments. The doctors’ rival plastic sur- 
geon, Merrill Bobolit (Joey Slotnick), or 
as Christian calls him, “Boobalot,” is a 
smarmy delight as a schlub in paradise. 
Famke Janssen is currently doing a shame- 
less soap-bad-girl stint as Ava Moore, a 
predatory “life coach” whom Sean hires to 
help Julia find herself but who ends up 
finding Matt instead. The only disappoint- 
ment in the cast is Roma Maffia’s anzs- 
thesiologist, Dr. Liz Cruz, whose charac- 
ter hasn’t been given much to do except 
spout the clumsily written feminist angle 
on society’s unrealistic notions of female 
beauty. In case you haven’t figured it out 
from the name, Liz is a les. It’s too bad 
the writers haven’t put as much personality 
into the character as the sly Maffia puts 
into her performance. 

But Nip/Tuck always circles back to the 
four irresistibly watchable protagonists. 
They’re self-centered, greedy, immature, 
needy, self-righteous, vain, and, some- 
times, touchingly brave, compassionate, 
and generous. They are decidedly not 
plastic. Beneath its soapy exterior, Nip 
Tuck is a richly imagined tale of how 
difficult it is for us to be as flawless of 
heart and deed as we can be made of

Back down the

Interpreting The Matrix...

hatever their success as films (and 
parts two and three were some- 
thing of a letdown), there’s no 


denying that the Matrix movies gripped 
American viewers as few action flicks 
have. The fascination ran deeper than the 
oft-quoted tag lines, the endlessly 
knocked-off visual style, and the sunglass 
fetish that spawned a small industry. In 
1999, The Matrix was the metaphor of 
the year, and its vision of life as a simula- 
tion spawned many a water-cooler de- 
bate. Coming at a cultural moment rife 
with pre-millennial tension, it was a tran- 
scendental action movie that made every- 
one a philosopher. 

All this is addressed in 
the new book from aca- 
demic/pop-culture pub- 
lisher Continuum, Jacking 
in to the Matrix Franchise:

Jacking in to the 
Matrix Franchise:

This collection’s strength is that it 
doesn’t try to tell you that the Matrix 
films are good or bad movies. The writers 
are as interested in the films’ failures as 
in their innovations, and in the opportu- 
nities they offer to take the measure of 
the American mind. They ask intriguing 
questions. Why, exactly, would simulated 
life be less rich than the “real” world? 
Can freedom of choice really be exem- 
plified by a messiah who flouts the demo- 
cratic process? Do the films undermine 
their philosophical ambitions by showing 
that though enlightenment is nice, what 
really gets things done is a few swift kicks 
to the head? 

The scholars often sound like frustrat- 
ed fans wishing for a better Matrix. Gray 
Kochhar- Lindgren in his 
piece and Frances 
Flannery- Dailey and 
Rachel L. Wagner in 
theirs both salute the 
movies for asking com- 
plex questions about 
human nature but then 
lament the excess of 
Christianity and violence. 










myth specialist) William G. Doty, it’s a 
meaty collection of essays on The 
Matrix’s cultural meaning. Hailing from a 
range of scholarly disciplines, the contrib- 
utors speak to the innumerable interpre- 
tations the films have inspired. Christian 
philosophy? Taoist parable? Racial 
utopia? It’s one of the series’s defining 
features, Doty says, that it’s been “stub- 
bornly polysemic,” a kind of “pop culture 
Rorschach test.” 

The second unusual feature, the editors 
say, is the series’s transmedia sprawl. The 
films have narrative gaps that are 
addressed only in a spinoff series of 
shorts collectively called The Animatrix 
and in the Enter the Matrix video game. 
Granted that the Matrix franchise is a 
commercial gold mine, Kapell and Doty 
suspect it will also herald a storytelling 
mode for the new millennium. Doty 
invokes the notion of “gesamtkunstwerk” 
(“total work of art”) used by Richard 
Wagner to describe his opera/theater 
pieces. It’s a high-flown comparison, but 
if Doty’s right, Hollywood could be on 
the brink of some interesting changes. 





In “Is Neo White?”, 
David Leonard and C. Richard King 
acknowledge the films’ ethnic diversity 
before asking why a hero played by one 
of Hollywood’s few bi-racial stars comes 
across as so utterly Caucasian. Feminist 
scholar Martina Lipp draws on critic bell 
hooks when she writes: “One of the strik- 
ing characteristics . . . of The Matrix is 
that it is motivated by a continuous shift 
between revolutionary and stereotypical 
positions.” No wonder the scholars are 
frustrated. 

Do the films hold up as art? Maybe — 
the writers generally admire the series’s 
“intensely focused cinematography” while 
criticizing the blurriness of its ethical 
claims. But that’s not the most interesting 
question asked here. I came away from 
Jacking convinced that the Matrix films 
are more than action flicks. By provoking 
such passionate and thoughtful responses, 
from academics and water-cooler 
philosophers alike, the series has embod- 
ied the cyborg dreams, the fears and 
desires, of Americans at the turn of the 
millennium. And that’s something worth 
reading about. a

thing that happened to Jeff 
[weedy and his band Wilco when 
the major label refused to release 
the experimental album Yankee 
Hotel Foxtrot. The irony, of 
course, is that in 2002 the album 
came out on Nonesuch, a smaller 
division of the same company 
(Warner) that owns Reprise. But 
that’s beside the point. Because 
just when it seemed that Wilco 
had hit an artistic plateau of sorts

themselves a cause célébre 
among music fans who love to 
hate major labels for their lack of 
vision. For all its quirks and Jim 
O’Rourke—aided studio decon- 
structions, Yankee Foxtrot Hotel 
ended up topping the Village 
Voice’s annual “Pazz and Jop” 
poll and earning a place in histo- 
ry as an “important” rock album. 
Or maybe the best thing that 
happened to Jeff Tweedy was the 
decision of Jay Farrar, his partner 
in the band Uncle Tupelo, to 
move on in 1994, After all, that’s 
what compelled Tweedy, who'd 
always been the junior member 
of the Tupelo songwriting part- 
nership, to take charge of his 
own career and develop as a 
After the Uncle 
lupelo break-up, the good 


money was on Farrar, with his 


songwriter. 


deep, resonant voice and knack 
for carrying the weight of the 
world on his shoulders and then dumping it 
into his songs. No one knew at the time that 
Farrar’s own quirks — his issues with major 
labels and his general ornery attitude toward 
the world at large — would keep his Son 
Volt from ever reaching a mass audience. No, 
Farrar was built to be the cult artist that 
Tweedy has been striving not to be. (David 
Weininger’s review of Farrar’s new Stone, 
Steel & Bright Lights is in “Off the Record,” 
on page 25.) 

There’ve been other fortunate happenings 
in the life of Tweedy, and they’re all chroni- 
cled in Chicago Tribune music critic Greg 
Kot’s new book Wilco: Learning How To Die 
(Broadway Books). The involvement of 
multi-instrumentalist Jay Bennett — from the 
tour supporting the band’s 1995 debut, A.M., 
through 1996’s more cohesive, rock-based 
Being There and the more adventurous tune- 
ful explorations of 1999’s Summerteeth (all 
Reprise) before he was unceremoniously dis- 
missed during the sessions for Yankee Hotel 
Foxtrot — gave Tweedy the musical muscle to 
make the leap from the alt-country ghetto to 
a richer pop universe. And Chicago avant- 
rock guru Jim O’Rourke has since taken 
over, not just as Tweedy’s main musical foil 
but as a savior of sorts — an idea guy who's 
brought to a willing Wilco what Brian Eno 
delivered to a restless U2 in the early ’90s: 
the tools to throw another curveball at their 
audience with both the deconstructions of 
Yankee Hotel Foxtrot and the haunted new A 
Ghost Is Born (also Nonesuch). 

Along the way, a good deal of Tweedy’s 
dysfunction was brought to light in the 2002 
rockumentary | Am Trying To Break Your 
Heart, which found him tossing his cookies in

a studio bathroom and giving Bennett his 
walking papers without so much as a friendly 
hug, even though the multi-instrumentalist 
had already helped write much of Yankee 
Foxtrot Hotel. And earlier this year, Tweedy 
had to cancel a European promotional tour 
for A Ghost Is Born so he could check into a 
rehab facility for the painkillers he’d become 
addicted to after years of fighting migraine 
headaches. It’s a story with all the makings of 
a VH1 Behind the Music special, only without 
the big breakout single or any of the usual 
rock-and-rock shenanigans. As did Uncle 
Tupelo, Wilco make serious 
music for serious music 

fans. They’ve been heralded 

as a band who deserve — pa 

no, demand — to be taken 

seriously. As one friend of 
mine put it, it’s reached a 
point where you're either a 
fan of Wilco or an enemy of 
art, such is the high regard 
in which the cult of Tweedy 
has come to hold him. 

“I am conscious of it,” he says over a cell 
phone from a rest stop on his way home to 
St. Louis from a family vacation with his wife 
and two kids in the log cabin he owns on the 
Michigan/Indiana border. “But I don’t know 
if there’s anything I can really do about it. I 
had the same experience with Uncle Tupelo: 
there was a lot of mythmaking that went on 
with that band. I’ve just learned to take it as a 
sign that people have a lot of free time on 
their hands. But I honestly don’t feel it 
myself. I just hang out with my wife and kids 
and play in my band.” 

It’s true that Tweedy has played into the

myth of Tweedy, both by participating in the 
making of the rockumentary and by opening 
up to Kot in Learning How To Die. That the 


film and the book have appeared concurrently 


with A Ghost Is Born, however, isn’t some- 
thing he had any control over. And it’s put 
him in an awkward position with his fans. 
“I’ve been asked so often whether or not we 
really need to have all the drama that’s gone 
on in the band — if, for example, we’re 
addicted to drama. Especially after the rehab, 
there have been a lot of questions like that. 
And I'd be lying if I said that that didn’t 
bother me a bit. But again, 
there’s nothing I can do 
about it. All I can say is | 
hope it’s not true because | 
feel really great right now. 
And | feel like the best 
things I’ve been able to do 
have come when I've felt 
good about things. In that 
movie, you're seeing a real 
struggle for me to do what 
I love to do while I’m hav- 
ing problems with migraines and other psy- 
chological problems. That pain is real, but I 
hate to beat myself into a corner and say that 
that’s part of the creative process. 
“Well-adjusted artists just aren’t interesting 
enough to people. Fans want artists to have 
some visible sign of a trade-off that the artist 
has to make in order to be creative. There are 
some things that are good about it: it’s really 
good for us to have a dedicated fan base 
because we don’t get a lot of airplay. I know 
it’s cultish, and there’s definitely more of it 
now than there’s ever been before . . . but I 
don’t know how to comment on it except to 


say that if people don’t like our 
music, | can understand that. 
And I can even understand peo- 
ple not liking our band because 
they’re put off by the fervor of 
our fans. I know | felt that way 
about the Grateful Dead for a 
long time.” 

Wilco’s roots may be in what’s 
come to be known as alt-country, 
and Uncle Tupelo were certainly 
one of the bands who laid the 
foundation for what now falls 
under the No Depression umbrel- 
la. But in a year that finds Wilco 
signed on to play the Newport 
Folk Festival a week from Sun- 
day, A Ghost Is Born continues 
the drift away from roots rock. 

It’s easy to credit — or blame 

O’Rourke (who has of late 

become the unofficial fifth mem- 

ber of Sonic Youth), because 

there are parts of the new album 

that Tweedy might not have had 

the confidence to pull off without 

him. The long noise collage that 

turns the penultimate song, “Less 

Than You Think,” into a 15- 

minute flashback to Lou Reed’s 

notorious Metal Machine Music 

is the most obvious example, but 
there’s also the Stereolab-style 
pulse of “Spiders (Kidsmoke),” 
which goes on for more than 10 
minutes, and the general tenor of 
Tweedy’s guitar playing. A Ghost 
Is Born marks the first time he’s 
stepped into the limelight as a 
lead-guitarist, and the album is 
peppered with extended solos 
that owe as much if not more to 
the likes of downtown New York 
players like the late Robert Quine 
and to Richard Lloyd and Tom 
Verlaine of Television as to any- 
one who played on any of the original Sun 
Sessions or the Byrds’ Sweetheart of the 
Rodeo. Throw in an abstract chorus like the 
open-ended “At least that’s what you 
said...” (“At Least That’s What You Said”) 
and poetic fragments like “Fool me with a 
kiss of kidsmoke/From a microscopic home, 
It’s good to be alone” (“Spiders 
(Kidsmoke))” and it almost seems that 
Tweedy has opted to do more talking with his 
guitar than with his voice or his lyrics. It’s an 
interesting if not quite fully realized develop- 
ment that proves Wilco are nowhere near the 
end of their creative tether. 

“When Jay Bennett left the band,” Tweedy 
acknowledges, “I was forced to cover a lot 
more parts on the electric guitar, and I’ve 
played more on our records than a lot of peo- 
ple are probably conscious of. But it’s not a 
big deal. It’s true that I’ve found a new love 
of the guitar over the last few years. And Jim 
[O’Rourke] has probably had an impact on 
that. Coming from our side of things, he’s 
definitely been supportive of the kinds of 
exploration that we’re into doing, and he’s 
encouraged us to go in certain directions. But 
I think a lot of people think that he came in 
and changed everything about Wilco, and 
that’s not how it happened. I-mean, you’d be 
shocked at how much of a classicist he is in 
the studio. But he and I have the same kind 
of thing: no matter how many records we 
make, I'll always be the alt-country guy and 
he’ll always be the avant-rock guy.” @

THE HIVES AND 
SAHARA HOTNIGHTS: 
COOL SWEDES 


Watch Mick Jagger singing “Satis- 
faction” on The Ed Sullivan Show in 
1966. Turn off the color. Speed it up 
half again. That was Howlin’ Pelle 
Almavist as the Hives lit into the 
hurtling tilt-a-whirl of “Abra Cadaver,” 
the first track from their new Tyranno- 
saurus Hives (Interscope), at Avalon 
Friday night: the lithe and lascivious 
embodiment of cocksure cool, smirking 
‘neath a greasy mop-top. 

As is their wont, the Hives took the 
stage dressed smartly in black shirts and 
trousers with white jackets and Colonel 
Sanders ties, their name in glowing red 
neon script above them. It wasn’t long 
before the heat of the moment had the 
band shedding their jackets, but Alm- 
qvist kept his on. Class. A catalogue of 
kinetic on-stage antics, he was a blur of 
splits and kicks and microphone lassos, 


a white James Brown in black and white, 


goading the crowd with petulant clap- 
ping and bring-it-on hand gestures. Not 
that that the rest of the band were want- 
ing for stage presence. Man-mountain 
guitarist Vigilante Carlstroem exploded 
with sweat as his several chins rippled. 
Mustachio’d sparkplug Dr. Matt De- 
struction choked his bass and glared 
with mock menace. Guitarist Nicholaus 
Arson contorted in a palsied St. Vitus’ 
dance. Drummer Chris Dangerous 
stood at attention and pointed a stick at 
nothing in particular. 

It’s imperative, of course, that a band 
this arrogant and animated back it all up 
with the goods. And the Hives’ set was 
supercharged, from the hurtling herky- 
jerk of “Two Timing Touch and Broken 
Bones” to the slow-burning simmer of 
“Walk Idiot Walk” to “Diabolic 
Scheme,” in which Almqvist channeled 





Screamin’ Jay Hawkins. There were, of 
course, classics — “Main Offender,” 
“Outsmarted,” “Hate To Say I Told You 
So” — from 2000's Veni Vidi Vicious 
(Epitaph), and the crowd screamed 
every word. “Boston, Boston, Boston,” 
Almgvist exhorted the gathered faithful 
like an enraptured Southern preacher. 
“Are you with the Hives? Or with some 
other band?” He needn’t have asked. 

Fellow Swedes Sahara Hotnights, 
fronted by Almqvist’s toothsome girl- 
friend, Maria Andersson, turned in a 
brisk set of biting power pop culled 
mostly from their new Kiss & Tell (RCA). 
Among the best of their offerings was the 
criminally catchy “Hotnight Crash,” 
which splits the difference between Rick 
Springfield and the Runaways. Always 
tight, they did at times seem perfunctory 
(Andersson was rumored to be under the 
weather). But when they tore into the 
towering squall of “Top of the of the 
World,” from 2002’s Jennie Bomb (Jet 
Set), they were four howling Valkyries in 
lipstick and tight jeans.

FOUTAINS OF WAYNE: 
OPEN CHORDS 
IN THE OPEN AIR 


A free outdoor concert is not the optimal 
place to see one of your favorite rock 
bands. Invariably, there are distractions: 
little kids, beach balls, chatty passers-by. 
Last Thursday’s concert in Copley 
Square Park — part of a weekly summer 
series put on by 92.1 WBOS FM — was 
no exception; we were even lucky 
enough to have bubble machines on 
either side of the stage to “entertain” us 
throughout the entire show. But when 
power-pop darlings Fountains of Wayne 
launched into their second song, “It 
Must Be Summer,” with the setting-sun- 
bathed Trinity Church as a backdrop, the 





scene seemed nonetheless idyllic. 

The four-piece Fountains, led by 
song-writing juggernauts Chris 
Collingwood (vocals, guitar) and Adam 
Schlesinger (bass) and for this show 
supplemented by a keyboardist, were 
flawless, if a little uninspired. Although 
they played their songs in virtually note- 
for-note replications of the recorded ver- 
sions, the band appeared comfortable 
and relaxed in the laid-back atmosphere 
— at one point, Collingwood playfully 
head-butted a beach ball that had come 
his way. They drew almost equally from 
their 1996 Fountains of Wayne debut 
and its brilliant follow-up, 1999’s Utopia 
Parkway (both on Atlantic), but it was 
the tunes from last summer’s Welcome 
Interstate Managers (S-Curve/ Virgin) 
that elicited the most enthusiastic reac- 
tion from the few-thousand-strong 
crowd. “Radiation Vibe,” the band’s first 
minor hit in 1996 and the penultimate 
song of the set proper (they encored 
with “Bought for a Song” and “Leave 
the Biker”), featured a tongue-in-cheek 
medley of classic rock snippets, the loos- 
est moment of the hour-long show. 

On the strength and popularity of 
“Stacy's Mom,” a catchy ode to mater- 
nal ogling, Welcome Interstate Managers 
earned the band a Grammy nomination 
(for Best Pop Group and, yes, for Best 
New Artist). At a time when bands seem 
to be drawing on particular moments 
from rock’s past, Fountains of Wayne 
can boast the timeless pop songwriting 
of Collingwood and Schlesinger. “Mexi- 
can Wine,” which got most of the crowd 
either bobbing or singing along, sound- 
ed as if it could’ve been written at any 
time within the last 40 years. 

For an outdoor concert, the sound 
— the low-end was deep 


was terrific 
and clear, the guitars were loud, and the 
harmony-laden vocals were balanced 
just right. All those open chords sound- 
ed perfectly at home in the open air.

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Solo artist 


Maria Schneider's good news; 


he jazz composer Maria Schneider has 

been making two kinds of news lately, 

one familiar and one new. The familiar 
news is that Schneider has just released one 
of her typically excellent orchestral albums, 
Concert in the Garden 
(ArtistShare). The different 
news is that, after releasing 
three acclaimed albums on the 
Munich-based Enja label, 
she’s selling her new album 
exclusively at her Web site, 
www.mariaschneider.com. 

Although more and more 
artists of all stripes are selling 
their music on-line Schnei 
der’s arrangement is exclu 
sive. Concerts in the Garden is not availabl 
in record stores or elsewhere on-line. And 
this “release” does not supplement any other 
record-company arrangement. Instead, the 
CD has been produced in a limited-edition 
run of 10,000 copies. Schneider’s partner in 
the deal is ArtistShare, which is run by jazz 
fan and computer programmer Brian 
Camelio, who maintains the Web site and has 
entered into a similar agreement with jazz 
guitar legend Jim Hall. 

Schneider’s CDs have always sold 
respectably in jazz terms averaging about 
20,000 copies each. But she’s never made 
money on them, and in some cases, she’s 
lost money. In a piece in the New York 
Times earlier this month, Fred- Kaplan 
reported that if the new album which 
cost $87,000 to make sells even 5000 
copies, Schneider can break even. And if she 
sells out the edition, she could make “tens 
of thousands of dollars.” 

Over the phone from New York, Schneider 
was down-to-earth, and quick to laugh, when 
she confirmed to me the economics of her 
new arrangement. “The thing is, I can sell a 
lot less CDs than I ever sold before and make 
a lot more money.” The new album sells for 
$16.95 at the Web site. Schneider pays 
Camilio a small fee for maintaining the site, 
but all revenues from the sales go directly to 
her. What’s more, Camilio has designed the 
site so that, aside from purchasing individual 
CDs, users can pay additional “Participant” 
fees at different levels ranging from $35 to 
$95 or more and get access to printed scores, 
streaming rehearsal sessions, a score analysis 
by Schneider, and a post-concert interview 
with Schneider and her mentor, composer, 
trombonist Bob Brookmeyer. 

“The old business model was set up by the 
record companies, not the artists,” Schneider 
tells me. “I’m modeling the way I do my 
business now.” She adds that she had no 
quarrels with Enja and found its treatment of 
her equitable. “I was helping to invest, 
because they were expensive records [to 
make], and I wanted to do it the way I want- 
ed to do it, so | coughed up the money will- 
ingly.” 

The limited-edition run, she says, was 
planned as a kind of incentive to potential 
buyers, though she now has some regrets that 
more weren't manufactured. Still, the album 
will remain on-line as a download, with 
downloadable artwork also available. “Per- 
sonally, that’s what I would do. The first 
place I look for something is on i-Tunes, and 
I put it on my i-Pod. I almost never walk in a 
record store any more.” And the model she 

and Camilio have developed, she says, is not 
limited to artists. “Record companies could 
also expand what the artist has to offer 
beyond just a CD. But record companies are 
so attached to the old way of doing business 
— selling CDs in a store.”

And what about the music on Concert in 
the Garden? Schneider continues to evince 
the influences of Brookmeyer and the late 
composer Gil Evans, for whom she worked 
as an assistant toward the end of his life. 
You could say she com- 
bines Evans’s exquisite 
sense of orchestral color 
with Brookmeyer’s for- 
mal elegance. Her per- 
sonal expression comes 
from her immersion in 
South American and 
flamenco forms. Her 
Three Romances, for 
instance, suggests vari- 
ous dance forms, begin 
ning with “Choro Dangado,” in which the 
light, fast, oom-pah pulse of the Brazilian 
choro serves as a rhythmic spine for her var- 
ious coloristic and melodic effusions. The 
album’s final piece, the 18-minute “Buleria, 
Solea y Rumba,” takes flamenco as a source 
of inspiration. 

In Schneider’s compositions, solos emerge 
organically from her long forms, and as in 
the best jazz writing, it’s sometimes difficult 
to tell where the writing ends and the 
improvisations begin. On the second section 
of Three Romances, “Pas de Deux,” Ingrid 
Jensen’s fliigelhorn and Charles Pillow’s 
soprano sax intertwine beautifully, and on 
‘Buleria, Solea y Rumba,” Donny McCaslin 
plays a tenor solo of slowly building intensity 
against a shifting backdrop of brass, reeds, 
and flutes. These constantly developing 
forms are worlds away from the traditional 
32-bar song forms and 12-bar blues of the 
jazz tradition, where soloists improvise over 
the repetition of a relatively concise repeated 
chord pattern. 

“Bob was the one who really helped pull 
me out of the concept of theme and variation. 
And that’s what jazz generally is — there’s a 
song, and everybody solos on that song.” 
Schneider found those patterns anathema to 
her impulse as a storyteller — probably 
because she functions most as a writer and a 
conductor, not a player. “I’m trying to create 
pieces that take you from beginning to end 
with the soloists as part of that development.” 

Jazz composers who have attempted longer 
forms — Ellington, Mingus, and Brookmeyer 
among them — face the challenge of inte- 
grating solo improvisers. Unconcerned with 
sounding “jazz” enough, Schneider is con- 
tent to develop an orchestral structure for 
several minutes before the entrance of a solo 
improvisation. “Bob was such a great teacher 
because he would always ask me the question 
‘Why?’ I would bring in music, and he would 
say, ‘Why is there a solo here?’ And I would 
say, ‘I don’t know.’ And he would say, 
‘Maria, there should only be a solo when the 
only thing that can happen is a solo.’ ” 

Anyone who has studied fiction writing 
has heard the same advice about dialogue. 
Schneider’s disciplined approach to structure 
is probably what keeps her pieces from feel- 
ing overblown, whatever their length. Three 
Romances is a kind of jazz suite, and its 
three nine-minute sections can be played 
independently. But it’s not unusual for 
Schneider to write pieces that push the 20- 
minute mark. 

Of course, there’s another determining 
factor in a piece’s length. “People commis- 
sion pieces of a certain length. They pay you 
by the minute, basically,” she says, laughing. 
Then, turning serious, she adds, “Once | 
know what that length is, then it’s like, 

‘Okay, I have a frame here, and I’m going to 
create this piece.’ It’s not like, ‘Oh God, I’ve

got to fill 18 minutes.’ You have in your head 
that you're doing a mural as opposed to a lit- 
tle tiny piece, a little thing in a small frame.” 

And Schneider’s ears are always open to 
new colors, those suggested either by her 
musicians or by the music she’s listening to. 
“Concert in the Garden” starts with the eerie, 
evocative use of Gary Versace’s accordion, 
with its suggestions of Argentine tango, her 
first use of that instrument. The wordless 
vocals of Luciana Souza also carry the 
melodies — Schneider’s first writing for 
voice. And then there are those stunning col- 
oristic juxtapositions, as when McCaslin’s 
solo on “Buleria, Solea y Rumba” winds 
down in its final moments over the vibrations 
of George Flynn’s contrabass trombone. 
“George goes all the way down to the low A- 
flat, which is one half step lower than what 
the piano plays. I just love that rattling 
sound; the vibrations are so wide that you 
just hear the note flapping!” 

Although many jazz writers have attempted 
longer forms, Schneider — a regular down 
beat—poll winner and Grammy nominee — is 
one of the few to master them. But she does- 
n’t necessarily see the long form as her des- 
tiny, and she even wrote an arrangement for 
Phish’s latest album. “I would like to try 
miniatures. That would be hard — because 
I’ve been writing these big things for so long!” 


ONE OF THE JOYS of the season is that 
short, summer-long series crop up in out-of- 
the-way haunts. In Marblehead, local busi- 
nessman Gene Arnould’s “Marblehead Jazz” 
series is celebrating its 20th anniversary. Last 


Saturday night, he brought in the indefatiga- 
ble 76-year-old singer, pianist, and song- 
writer Mose Allison with bassist Paul Del 
Nero and drummer Artie Cabral, filling the 
tiny Unitarian- Universalist Church to its 275- 
person capacity. 

Allison played two one-hour sets, 37 
songs total including two instrumentals and 
an encore. Bald, with a fringe of white hair 
and beard, he sang with his familiar, light 
baritone — lots of blues, a handful of stan- 
dards, and many of his signature originals, 
like “Your Molecular Structure,” “Ever Since 
the World Ended,” “Ever Since I Stole the 
Blues,” and the more recent “Certified 
Senior Citizen” (“I’m a certified senior citi- 
zen and I don’t have to pay full fare”). 
Usually when he played someone else’s song, 
he introduced it by the writer’s name and 
region — “This is by a Tennessee song- 
writer,” he said, introducing John D. 
Loudermilk’s “You Call It Joggin.” 

Allison’s singing and songwriting look at 
the world with a relaxed irony, but Satur- 
day night’s rendition of his “Everybody 
Cryin’ Mercy” revealed the bite beneath the 
smile: “Everybody cryin’ justice/Just as 
long as there’s business first. . . . Every- 
body cryin’ peace on earth/Just as soon as 
we win this war.”

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Homeward bound 


As always, Dave Alvin heads back to his roots

ave Alvin’s got plenty of trademarks. 
D::: songwriter and guitarist who 

helped lead the Blasters into rock-and- 
roll history has an unmistakable voice full of 
wagon train dust and campfire soul. With a 
few subtle details and spare lines of dialogue, 
his lyrics can cut to the core of humanity’s 
most frail or dignified inner spaces. And his 
playing is an encyclopedia of early rock and 
blues, kept vital by his own tone and his 
unflagging energy. 

Then there’s the bandanna. Alvin rarely 
appears in public without one tied around his 
neck. For some performers, those brightly 
colored pieces of cloth might seem a working 
man’s affectation, but for Alvin, who’s 48, 
they’re as much a reminder that he’s a blue- 
collar guy as is the steady stream of music 
that’s come from his pen and his strings for 
more than 25 years. 

Lately, it seems he’s been putting in over- 
time. Alvin, who plays the Paradise with his 


band the Guilty Men on a bill with instrumen- 


tal rockers Los Straitjackets this Friday, 
recently released what may be his finest solo 
recording, Ash Grove (Yep Roc), and followed 
that with a live Blasters reunion album and 
DVD, both titled Going Home (Shout!). The 
Blasters discs are rocking flash fires that reach 
far back into the Southern California band’s 
history with vintage performance footage and 
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an August 2003 reunion show featuring blues 
harmonica master Billy Boy Arnold, rockabilly 
guitarist Sonny Burgess, and West Coast doo- 
woppers the Calvanes and the Medallions as 
guests. Alvin is especially good, firing off pre- 
cise, greasy riffs as the words he penned for 
durable Blasters numbers like the love song 
“Marie Marie,” the paean to musical freedom 
“Border Radio,” and the group’s banner 
“American Music” fly from his brother Phil’s 
big, catfish mouth. 

Then there’s Ash Grove, the follow-up to 
Alvin’s 2000 collection of vintage murder bal- 
lads, blues, sea chanteys, and cowboy songs 
called Public Domain (Hightone), which won 
a Grammy for Best Traditional Folk Album. 
Like the recent work of many socially attuned 
songwriters, it reflects America’s post— 
September 11 climate, but Alvin has a knack 
for finding light in dark corners. And he keeps 
things personal, not polemic. Even in “Out of 
Control,” where every minute may be the last 
for a junkie couple living by prostitution and 
the gun, the night sky with its shooting stars 
and vast open beauty provides escape from an 
ugly life and protection for their love. The 
most affecting song may be the biographical 
title track, where Alvin travels back to the Ash 
Grove, the club in Downey, California, that he 
sneaked into as a kid to see old bluesmen like 
Lightnin’ Hopkins and Gary Davis. When he 
flashes to the present, “Full of everyday peo- 
ple tryin’ to get ahead/Tryin’ to find a reason

just to get out of bed,” he 
finds the inspiration to go 
on in those old Ash Grove 
memories. 

Especially his memories 
of what he saw on the 
long-gone club’s stage. 
“For me, everything else 
you do — making albums, 
writing songs — is just to 
give you a reason to play 
live,” he says from a tour 
stop in Lexington, Kentucky. “Live perform- 
ance is what I like. For that hour and a half to 
two hours you’re on stage, you’re immortal. 
You're not living in the past or future. You’re 
entirely in the present, but the past and future 
are all around you. I don’t know how else to 
explain it, but it’s addicting.” 

Alvin, whose family surname is Czyzewski, 
believes he inherited his work ethic and his 
initial interest in music from his father. “My 
dad played violin, and we had everything from 
polka records to union songs to Lawrence 
Welk. When Dad would have a little too much 
to drink, he might sing the Wobblies song- 
book at the dinner table. The next night, it 
might be old vaudeville songs.” 

Alvin’s father died recently, and though he 
seemed to have some issues with his son’s 
choosing a musician’s life, Alvin admits, “we 
came to a pretty good place with it. He’d 


ask, ‘Are you paying the bills?’ And I'd say,

says Alvin of playing live. 


‘Yeah,’ and it was okay. That’s a reflection of 
the world he grew up in. People my father’s 
age, say in Youngstown, Ohio, would get a 
job in a steel mill and work there their whole 
lives. That doesn’t exist anymore. There’s no 
stability for blue-collar or white-collar work- 
ers. There’s always tended to be instability in 
the musician’s life. You’re doing okay today, 
but will the gigs pay the rent next month? 
Now, everybody’s in the same boat. It’s part 
of the culture of fear we live in now — with 
the fear that the future is bringing more 
pains in the ass being a major one. For me, 
today I just feel lucky and very fortunate for 
having been able to do what I love for 20 
some years.”

Fear Factory and Machine Head get their own tours rolling

oday’s young metalheads know the 

Roadrunner label as the home of 

Ozzfest stalwarts Slipknot and 
Killswitch Engage. When Ozzy Osbourne 
first took his circus on the road, back in 
1997, those two were still getting their 
acts together in their respective lowa and 
Massachusetts home towns. But Road- 
runner was already making its presence 
felt on that initial bill, which included four 
of its biggest names: Type O Negative, 
Fear Factory, Machine Head, and Coal 
Chamber. Right now, as Ozzfest 2004 
rolls across the country, two of those 
bands are pronouncing themselves alive 
and well by launching tours of their own. 
Fear Factory are playing Axis in Boston 
and Machine Head are at 
in Worcester next Friday

demise of their decade-long partnership 
with Roadrunner. It’s off to an impressive 
start at retail debuting ata career-high 
#30 on the Billboard album chart when it 


came out in April. That’s a triumph in the 
face of adversity for the LA electro-metal 
kings, who are now the flagship act on a 





general-interest label (other current priori- 
ty: Smokey Robinson) that’s just getting 
off the ground. They're also on the 
rebound from the recent departure of 
founding guitarist Dino Cazares. 

If the first-week sales of Archetype aren’t 
enough to convince metalheads that Fear 
Factory are still vital, then the video for 
the disc’s first single, “Cyberwaste,” 
should do the trick. Filmed during a recent 


Australian tour, the clip shows them giving 
a daytime performance at a makeshift 
industrial venue, playing on the floor and 
surrounded by fans. Frontman Burton Bell 
is an enraged coil of scraggly hair and 
forearm tattoos, and the song makes no 
room for the melodic flourishes that have 
gotten the band occasional mainstream 
airplay over the years. “Nothing you say 
matters to us,” Bell shrieks, aiming his vit- 
riol at Internet gossip fiends. The chorus 
borders on grindcore, and when it comes 
to heaviness, the band have no problem 
competing with Ozzfest’s new breed. 

Fans who miss Fear Factory’s trademark 
pop choruses and keyboards on 
“Cyberwaste” will be happy to find plenty 
of both on the rest of Archetype. The 
group deploy some of their sharpest hooks 
on “Corporate Cloning” and “Bite the 
Hand That Bleeds,” both of which vilify 
the music biz. Bell also goes after religious 
extremists (“Act of God”) and warmongers 
(“Human Shields”), but he saves his 
choicest words for the soaring title track, 
which alludes to the band’s first disc in a 
shot at Cazares: “The infection has been 
removed/The soul of this machine has 
been improved.” By moving Christian 
Wolbers from bass to guitar and adding 
Strapping Young Lad bassist Byron 
Stroud, Fear Factory have figured out a 
way to survive and on Archetype, they 
match the insightful brutality of their pre- 
vious work. 

Line-up changes have been a fact of life 
for Machine Head since the 1994 release 
of their classic debut, Burn My Eyes. So 
this time, when frontman Robert Flynn 
needed yet another new guitarist, he went 
looking for one in his own past. On the 


Brother act 


Neil and Tim Finn join forces again

orming a band with your brother is 

just asking for trouble. Indeed, given 

the ugly history of rock siblings, why 
would anyone in his right mind even con- 
sider going that way? But once you get 
past the quarrels and the confrontations 
that have plagued so many brother acts, 
there’s the music — the commercial and 
the critical success — that everybody from 
the Everlys to the Gallaghers has achieved. 
That’s one good reason. 

Neil and Tim Finn know a thing or two 
about fraternal competition. In their stints 
together with ’80s new-wave rockers Split 
Enz, the chart-topping Crowded House, 
and now with current project the Finn 
Brothers, the New Zealand siblings have 
gone through both the chaos and the joy of 
keeping it in the family. In the ’70s, the 
elder Tim co-founded the quirky art-rock 
band Split Enz and attracted a sizable cult 
following in New Zealand and Australia. 
Little brother Neil tagged along, basking in 
his older brother’s cool, and soon he began 
entertaining his own rock-star dreams. “I 
was always naturally drawn to music and 
singing, but my brother’s actually doing it 
successfully made it seem possible,” he 
recounts over the phone from a Finn 
Brothers tour stop (they play FleetBoston 


Pavilion this Saturday). “When you come 

from a little town in New Zealand, it’s hard 

to imagine becoming a pop musician.” 
Eventually, Neil joined his brother in Split

Enz. By 1979, the band were on the brink 
of calling it quits when one of their singles, 
“I Got You,” caught on to become their first 
international hit. The problem was, it was 
Neil who'd written it. The older/younger- 
brother dynamic was shifting. 

After enjoying a few years of moderate 
success in the States and in Europe, Split 
Enz dissolved in 1985. Neil formed 
Crowded House, whose homonymous 
debut album became a multi-platinum 
international hit; Tim wallowed in solo 
obscurity. It was an uncomfortable role 
reversal. Remembers Neil, “When Crowded 
House took off, I felt

a bit guilty.” 

All the same, 
Crowded House tran- 
scended “kiwi rock” 
to become interna- 
tional stars. But main- 
stream success in the 
international commu- 
nity doesn’t always 
translate to selling out 
arenas in the States. 
Ever since his two Top 
10 hits on Crowded 
House, Neil has slid 
into the role of criti- 
cally acclaimed cult 
performer. It’s a role 
he’s comfortable with, 
and it’s freed both 
brothers from having 
to play their greatest 
hits all the time. “I 
was writing a set list 
before you rang,” Neil 
relates, “and neither 
‘Don’t Dream It’s 
Over’ or ‘Something 





Bay Area thrashers’ Through the Ashes of 
Empires (Roadrunner), Flynn shares six- 
string duties with Phil Demmel, who was 
also his foil when he hit the charts in 1988 
with his first band, Vio-Lence. 

Demmel’s fierce solo on “In the 
Presence of My Enemies” is one clue that 
Machine Head have turned their backs on 
the crossover dreams of 2001’s lackluster 
Supercharger. “Imperium,” 
the epic first single from 
Empires, is another. Clocking 
in at almost seven minutes, 
the track shifts between 
somber melodies and shotgun 
riffage with old-school flair. 
And Flynn deals in the kind 
of vulgar empowerment that 
once made him the heir 
apparent to Pantera’s Philip 
Anselmo: “Fuck these chains 
No goddamn slave/I will 
be different.” 

The rest of Empires is just 
as ambitious: the vengeful 
“Enemies” and the neo-classi- 
cal finale, “Descend the 
Shades of Night,” also hover 
around the seven-minute 
mark. But Flynn’s street-tough 
delivery keeps things immedi 
ate. On “Left Unfinished,” he 
lashes out at his biological 
parents, whom he’s never met; 
“Wipe the Tears” is an inspira- 
tional spoken-word rant for 
burnouts everywhere. By 
returning to their anti-main- 
stream roots, Machine Head 
have repositioned themselves 
as a classic metal band for the 
Killswitch generation. cd

So Strong’ was on it. It’s the great thing 
about audiences over here. As much as | love 
singing those songs, | don’t have to. They 
know so many of the others.” 

This isn’t the first time since Split Enz 
that the brothers have teamed up. Tim 
rejoined Neil in 1991 to work on a reunion 
album, but instead, most of the material 
became the basis for Crowded House’s 
third and best release, Woodface (Capitol). 
It was the first time they’d written songs 
together. But Tim left that band in mid 
tour to work on his own projects. In 1995, 
the brothers made another attempt at a 
duet album. Although the music of Finn 
(Discovery) was interesting, the release 
wasn’t a commercial success. “The whole 
thing was a side project, really, quite indul- 
gent and quirky,” Neil says. 

Almost 10 years later, the Finns have a 
follow up. Set for August 24 release, 
Everyone Is Here (Nettwerk) combines 
their classic pop and uncanny vocal har- 
monies. “Some genetic code slips into gear 
when we sing together,” Neil admits, “but 
it actually does take practice.” 

With both Neil and Tim spending the last 
decade or so working on solo projects, 
there’s been ample time for the ego bruising 
and intense competitive fire to have dissi- 
pated. “Of course we can be stormy and 
have our difficult days with each other,” 
Neil acknowledges. “There are always those 
little things that will make your hackles rise, 
but our relationship will undoubtedly 
change and grow during this album tour, 
hopefully into something even richer.” &

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**1/2 Warren Haynes, LIVE AT 
BONNAROO (ATO). When he’s not 
keeping Jam Nation enraptured with 
his old-school guitar pyrotechnics in 
Gov't Mule, the Allman Brothers 
Band, and the Dead, Warren Haynes 
can usually be found with his acoustic 
guitar doing the solo singer-song- 
writer thing. And each year at the 
Bonnaroo Festival, he does it before 
some 80,000 people, where tunes 
like “Patchwork Quilt,” an ode to the 
late Jerry Garcia that comes early in 
this set recorded there in June 2003, 
go down like hash brownies. Mule 
fans will recognize stripped versions 
of several of that group's signature 
tunes: “Beautifully Broken,” “Fallen 
Down,” and “Soulshine.” On this last, 
Haynes's own high-end voice is abet- 
ted by a keening cameo by South 
African singer Vusi Mahlasela 

Although there’s nothing terribly 
fancy about Haynes's solo acoustic- 
guitar playing, his strumming does 
have a sonic breadth and a ringing 
clarity that gives his vocalizing beefy 
support. At times he tends to over- 
emote, so there’s some preciousness 
on these 16 tunes. But he’s a versatile 
performer with obvious conviction in 
his material. The most interesting 
tunes here may be the covers 
Haynes turns in an emotional version 
of Radiohead's “Lucky.” And the win- 
ner is a reading of U2’s “One” that’s 
both sweet and stately — an ode to 
barrier-breaking love that sounds 
even more like a tonic to our tough 
times today than it did in 1991.

Twenty-two-year-old Bal- 
timore resident Rjiyan Kidwell started 
making records as Cex in the late

Artemis). Neither of Jay Farrar’s for- 
mer bands — Uncle Tupelo and Son 
Volt — ever released a live album, so 
fans will be heartened by this excel- 
lent grab bag of recordings from last 
year's tour that had Farrar backed by 
the Washington-based trippy rockers 
Canyon. The band add splashes of 
psychedelic color to songs from Far- 
rar’s two solo albums. Those touches 
— they're not quite rethinks — are es- 
pecially welcome on such songs from 
his recent Terroir Blues as “All of Your 
Might” and “No Rolling Back.” “Ca- 
hokian” turns into a gripping, majestic 
dirge, and the rather silly “Fool King’s 
Crown” almost sounds like a good 
idea with Canyon’s energetic backing 
Numbers from 2001's Sebastopol — 
“Vitamins,” “Damn Shame,” and 
‘Voodoo Candle” — get straightfor- 
ward, powerful readings. 

Still, the whole thing sounds 
somewhat restrained, as if Farrar’s 
main concern were keeping every- 
body under control. On an accompa- 
nying (slightly grainy) DVD of ex- 
cerpts from a concert at Slim’s in San 
Francisco, Canyon always seem to 
want to cut loose more than Farrar; 
he plays the watchful father to their 
otherwise untethered youthful enthu- 
siasm. Only on two barnstorming cov- 
ers — the Pink Floyd chestnut “Lu- 
cifer Sam” and Neil Young’s “Like a 
Hurricane” — do you see and hear 
some real uninhibited fire, with Farrar 
rocking out and turning in some wild 
soloing reminiscent of his Tupelo 
days. By and large, Stone, Steel & 
Bright Lights attests that for, better or 
worse, he’s all grown up.

spins the dancer back and forth to 
and from an exotic, expressionistic 
dreamland; here, however, the music 
is at peace with life, and the exotic be- 
comes the norm 

As such, these tracks, typified by 
the plaintive “Cerca de mi” and the 
bossa-nova-meets-mbalax “Africa 
Brasil,” lack the drama of his house 
music — but they also part from its ex- 
haustive fury. The mood is relaxed, the 
vision unclouded by work logic. The 
language of the songs is chiefly Span- 
ish or African (with a touch of French) 
the instrumentation is percussive 
acoustic; the vocals are collective, 
harmonic, and chanted; the melody is 
soft fusion-jazz. Here and there, in 
Anane's “Mon amour’ most obviously, 
the session veers toward Paris-style 
“lounge beat”; yet even Vega’s Paris 
moves have a delicate touch and a 
tonal color more like pastel pink than 
fiery red. Anane’s song gives way to 
“Mosalounge,” the session's closer, in 
which a pensive piano solo supported 
by distant percussion and wistful 
horns reasserts the unhurried, peri- 
patetic confidence that Vega feels for 
life and all its elements.

* *** Kayhan Kalhor & Ali Akbar 
Moradi, IN THE MIRROR OF THE 
SKY (World Village). Kayhan Kalhor 
is perhaps Iran’s best known musi- 
cian these days, having earned 
Grammy nominations, notably for his 
work with the cross-cultural ensemble 
Ghazal. On this moody, beautiful 
album, he delves into his Kurdish 
roots, revealing an entrancing world 
of Sufi trance, mystical longing, and 
stunning musicianship. Kalhor’s ka- 
mancheh (spike fiddle) sets the 
mood, whispering overtones in intro- 
ductory passages and crying with a 
sure, rich, almost human voice as 
these pieces from the Kurdish tanbur 
repertoire unfold. 

The tanbur, played by Ali Akbar 
Moradi, is a jangly, long-necked lute; 
it's capable of sounding like a Turkish 
saz when strummed or a North Indian 
sarod when played melodically. Some 
of these 10 pieces also feature the 
pattering rhythms of the tombak (gob- 
let drum) played by Pejman Hadadi, 
and Moradi sings almost ritualistically 
on two tracks. But the soul of this inti- 
mate, at times ecstatic recording is 
the interaction between the two string 
instruments. At times, Kalhor plucks 
in order to blend with the rapid cycles 
Moradi picks out, but mostly he bows 
soulful melodies underpinned by the 
highly rhythmic, metallic timbre of the 
tanbur. The session culminates in a 
swirling dance that conjures visions of 
whirling dervishes. Chill-out music 
doesn’t get much classier than this

That all sounds a bit 
touchy-feely, but as Goldsworthy 


points out, his work often speaks | 


better than his words, and the im- 
ages of him pulverizing a stone 
into an iron-rich powder and then 
tossing it into a river so that it flows 
red like blood give force to the no- 
tion that even rocks are fluid. 
Goldsworthy finds a fine collabora- 
tor in Riedelsheimer, and the film 
shimmers with stunning images of 
intricate pieces achieving their 
apotheosis and then collapsing in 
a variety of environments. 
Riedelsheimer’s — illuminating 
recording of the process, however, 
begs the question: if a sculpture 
falls in the woods and only the 
sculptor sees it, is it art? (90m)

SEEING OTHER PEOPLE (2004). 
That's what engaged couple Jay 
Mohr and Julianne Nicholson have 
in mind as a last fling in the two 
months before their wedding. Then 
things get, uh, complicated, and 
their friends — of who they have a 
lot — all get involved. Wallace 
Wolodarsky directs. This is a spe- 
cial pre-release screening. (90m) 
Thursday at the Museum of Fine 
Arts. 

*1/2 SHREK 2 (2004). Shrek 2 
discharges its first fart joke — new- 
lyweds Shrek (Mike Myers) and 
Fiona (Cameron Diaz) making bub- 
bles in a mud bath during their 
honeymoon — before the opening 
credits roll, beating the original. 
The film itself makes noisome bub- 
bles for about the first third, which 
consists of tiresome plot exposition 
— the couple must deal with the 
displeasure of Fiona’s royal par- 
ents (John Cleese and Julie An- 
drews), who are not yet aware that 
their daughter’s love for the ogre 
has turned her into one as well — 
and stale humor. Not even Eddie 
Murphy as Donkey can get off a 
good one, so you might spend this

part of the movie reflecting on how 
computer animation makes hu- 
mans look creepy and creepy 
things look human, or perhaps 
count the gratuitous movie refer- 
ences (From Here to Eternity and 
The Sound of Music, and many 
others, are tapped before we even 
get to the fart joke). But then Puss 
in Boots comes to the rescue. 
(Helping also is Captain Hook 
playing songs by Tom Waits and 
Nick Cave in a bar scene out of 
Star Wars.) Voiced with exquisite, 
mellifluous subtlety by Antonio 
Banderas, Puss is the mixture of 
fawning sycophancy and cold- 
blooded treachery that many cat 
lovers will recognize, but he’s 
blessed also with a noble soul and 
a redeeming sense of the absurd. 
He brings out the best of the rest, 
especially Murphy, in this tale of 
tolerance, deceit, true love, the na- 
ture of identity, and the intertextu- 
ality of images, a soulless synthe- 
sis culminating with a 10-story-tall 
rampaging gingerbread man that’s 
a direct but hilarious steal from 
Ghostbusters. The directing team 
of Andrew Adamson, Kelly Asbury, 
and Conrad Vernon have given up 
all pretense of being faithful to the 
dark children’s book classic by the 
late William Steig. Nonetheless, 
product though it is, Shrek 2 is 
worth watching through the end 
credits, which are followed by the 
definitive version of “Livin’ La Vida 
Loca.” (95m) Copley Place, Fresh 
Pond, suburbs. 

**xSPIDER-MAN 2 (2004). The 
catch phrase for this sequel is, 
“You've got a choice,” and the one 
that Peter Parker (Tobey Maguire) 
— who's trying to balance careers 
as a college student and a cos- 
tumed crimefighter while finding 
that he can’t make ends meet de- 
livering pizza and realizing that 
he'll endanger true love Mary Jane 
(Kirsten Dunst) if he reveals to her 
his secret identity — is that he 
won't be Spider-Man anymore. Of 
course, we know how long that’s 
going to last — as if Sony were 
going to pay $200 million to make 
a film about a kid studying physics, 
or as if Peter could sit back and let 
a super-villain run wild. In this 
case, it’s Otto Octavius (Alfred 
Molina), Peter's role model/father 
substitute. He’s also the top asset 
for OsCorp, the energy company of 
Parker’s pal Harry Osborn (James 
Franco), formerly owned by Harry's 
late dad, Norman (Willem Dafoe), 
a/k/a the Green Goblin from the 
previous film. Octavius’s new “fu- 
sion” process is supposed to pro- 
vide perpetual energy; instead, it 
turns him into a monomaniacal 
evildoer fused himself to the four 
vastly powerful mechanical arms 
he required for the experiment. 
What Spider-Man 2 needs is a 
Sam Fuller type of innocence that 
can take the hokum seriously and 
transform it into pulp purity. Not to 
mention more of Raimi’s own sar- 
donic irreverence. (127m) Boston

Except as a perverse model of 
form mirroring content, Frank Oz's 
“black comic” remake of the 1975 
original (itself a campy, suburban 
variation of Invasion of the Body 
Snatchers) has little reason to 
exist. The New York Times has out- 
lined the film’s pre-release woes, 
the re-edits, the reshoots, the futile 
search for an ending. Here Christo- 
pher Walken is the town leader 
who comes up with the program to 
turn the uppity wives of tony Step- 
ford, Connecticut, into Better 
Homes and Gardens -perfect Bar- 
bie Dolls. (Almost perfect, that is: 
when one seizes up during a 
square dance, she’s a perfect 
metaphor for Oz’s patchwork fabri- 
cations.) Enter supercharged 
Joanna Eberhart (Nicole Kidman), 
a black-clad TV executive from 
New York (lethal and smiling, she’s 
the anti-Stepford Wife) with her 
mousy husband Walter (Matthew 
Broderick). Joanna has lost her job 
(the film’s promising opening sug- 
gests that the ‘70s movie Oz 
should be remaking is Network) 
and nearly her mind, and the family 
have moved to Stepford for her 
post-ECT rehab. Half of Kidman’s 
line readings sound as if they 
should be accompanied by drool- 
ing, as in “What... have...you... 
done ...to... her?” Then again 
almost no one — the exceptions 
are Bette Midler as the funny Jew, 
Roger Bart as the funny gay guy, 
and Glenn Close as Wellington's 
wife, whom Bart aptly describes as 
“fabulous!” — has enough person- 
ality to make the transition to au- 
tomaton worth noting. (115m) Cop- 
ley Place, Somerville Theatre 
(Monday through Thursday), Ar- 
lington Capitol, suburbs.

DESIRE (1951). Vivien Leigh's 
Blanche du Bois and Marlon Bran- 
do’s Stanley Kowalski are among 
the most electrifying matches in 
movie history. Leigh’s flirty, ultra- 
feminine Blanche, dependent on the 
kindness of strangers, doesn’t have 
a chance against Brando’s bad-boy 
sensualist — the brooding guy in the 
ripped T-shirt who can make his wife 
squirm and scrape and moisten just 
by yelling out her name, “STELLA!” 
The magnificent play has been 
slightly tamed down for the screen, 
but Elia Kazan’s direction, Harry 
Stradling’s photography, Alex 
North's music, and Kim Hunter’s 
performance as Stella couldn’t be 
better. (b&w/125m) Monday at the 
Coolidge Corner. 


**x*xSUPER SIZE ME (2004). In 
this entertaining agitprop docu- 
mentary, New York filmmaker Mor- 
gan Spurlock appoints himself 
president of our fast-food nation for 
a month, spending 30 on-camera 
days binging at McDonald's, gorg- 
ing on three greasy, revolting, calo- 
rie-and-cholesterol-packed meals 
each 24 hours. Breakfasts, lunch- 
es, and dinners spill into one an- 
other as Spurlock becomes an in- 
gesting machine of Big Macs and 
beyond: elephantine shakes, mas- 
sive Cokes, Egg McMuffins galore, 
and enough oily fries to start a 
mud slide. He’s pledged to sample 
everything on the menu at least 
once, including the turd-like fish 
sandwiches and the Chicken Mc- 
Nuggets. The purpose of his exper- 
iment is to determine whether fast 
food is as lethal as the nay-sayers 
— including his vegan-chef girl- 
friend — insist. The answer from 
his McMonth is that it’s far far 
worse: his health goes spiraling out 
of control, his blood pressure and 
his cholesterol level skyrocket, and 
there’s liver damage. Where once 
he was a hot lover, his girlfriend re- 
ports that he’s now sluggish and 
tired. His weight? The studly, in- 
shape Spurlock transforms into the 
pudgy beginnings of Michael 
Moore. The whole film is, in fact, 


_Moore lite, and Spurlock is as 


much a camera hog and ham as 
the Bowling for Columbine maes- 
tro. Some will be put off by his ego- 
tism and his infantile puke-and-rec- 
tal humor. But young people may 
flock to Super Size Me. And if even 
one vulnerable person decides to 
avoid the ominous’ yellow 
arches .

TAXI PARA TRES/A CAB FOR 
THREE (2001). in Argentine director 
Orlando Libbert’s neo-noir from 
Chile, a poor taxi driver, desperate 
to pay off his Lada, gets entangled 
with two lowlife thieves. They take 
him and his cab hostage, and he 
goes from being an unwilling to a 
willing participant in their crimes, 
and from the drudgery of family life 
to intrigue and adultery. But is he 


better for the changes? Could this 
be the inspiration for the upcoming 
(August 6) Tom Cruise thriller Collat- 
era? In Spanish with English subti- 
tles.

*1/2 THE TERMINAL (2004). This 
Steven Spielberg effort is the film 
equivalent of airline food: pre-pack- 
aged, portion-controlled, tasteless, 
nutritionally suspect, and tending to 
cause gas at high altitudes. Hanks, 
in one of his worst performances, 
plays Viktor Navorski, a funny East- 
ern European in the tradition of 
Andy Kaufman’s Latke and Robin 
Williams's Vladimir in Moscow on 
the Hudson. Viktor arrives at JFK 
just as his homeland of “Krakozhia” 
(which apparently has no cities, 
since all flights there bear the desti- 
nation “Krakozhia”) collapses in a 
coup. As a result, he’s a man without 
a country and must live in the limbo 
of the airport’s international arcade 
until the situation changes. An ironic 
inversion of Hanks’s role in Cast 
Away, demonstrating the deeper 
isolation of the so-called global vil- 
lage and the culture of rootless 
mass consumption? If only. Some- 
how, Spielberg manages to make a 
film about airport security and immi- 
gration policies in the post-Septem- 
ber 11 world that’s devoid of any 
topical or political relevance. As for 
the existential trauma of disenfran- 
chisement and anomie, one look at 
Jerzy Skolimowski’s 1982 Moon- 
lighting shows up the scene in which 
Hanks runs heartbroken from moni- 
tor to monitor watching news broad- 
casts of his country’s collapse. And 
for a sour aftertaste, check out 
Catherine Zeta-Jones as the flight 
attendant/call girl/love interest em- 
bodying Spielberg's creepy misogy- 
ny (note to the director: avoid ro- 
mance and comedy). Only Stanley 
Tucci prevails as the head customs 
officer and the villain of the piece 
(i.e., the only one who doesn't recite 
platitudes). (128m) Copley Place, 
Fresh Pond, suburbs. 

**1/2 THIRTEEN DAYS (2000). 
Roger Donaldson's re-creation of 
the Cuban missile crisis is a sus- 
penseful thriller, even though we 
know how it all turned out. John F. 
Kennedy (Bruce Greenwood) and 
Robert F. Kennedy (Steven Culp) 
find themselves contending with not 
only the Soviets but also with the US 
military chiefs, who are (according 
to the film) itching to finish the Bay- 
of-Pigs-aborted job of destroying 
Fidel Castro. The story unfolds 
through the eyes of White House 
aide Kenny O'Donnell; Kevin Cost- 
ner grows ever more calcified as an 
actor, but it's fun to see him angry 


and desperate, in a way he seldom 
has been since the last time director 
Roger Donaldson sent him career- 
ing through Washington (in No Way 
Out). Still, the standout is Green- 
wood's JFK: he doesn't look much 
like the president, but he conveys a 
quick mind, a combative will, a 
ready wit, and the charisma to prod 
others to do their best work for him 
These days, we could do worse than 
a movie that gives us a president 
who inspires confidence and merits 
loyalty. (145m) Friday at the Boston 
Common.

Jean-Jacques Annaud, the opulent 
eye behind La guerre du feu/Quest 
for Fire and Lamant/The Lover, lev- 
els another environmentally pointed 
message with this family-friendly 
saga about two tiger cubs separated 
by human encroachment. You may 
recall Annaud’s 1988 L’ours/The 
Bear, where miscreant hunters 
pursed a grizzly and an orphaned 
cub. Here too he poignantly renders 
the beasts’ playful innocence as well 
as their lethal furry, yet the film lacks 
the resonance of his earlier work 
Guy Pearce, in a thankless role 
plays Aidan McRory, a big-game 
hunter in the early 1900s who treks 
off to Southeast Asia to collect tem- 
ple relics (they're selling like hot- 
cakes at Sotheby’s) and in an act of 
self-defense kills a male tiger pro- 
tecting its cubs.
